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PREFACE 


The two. volumes, “Pioneer Families of Eastern and Southeastern 
Kentucky,” published in 1957, and “Early Families of Eastern and 
Southeastern Kentucky and Their Descendants,’ as their titles infer, 
pertain almost exclusively to people—the early adventurers, explorers 
hunters, surveyors and first settlers and their descendants of the 
section of Kentucky which was originally included in the counties of 
Floyd (1799), Knox (1799), Greenup (1803) and Clay (1806) as 
formed by the General Assembly of Kentucky, which is the section 
of the state east and south of a line roughly drawn from the north- 
west corner of Greenup County on the Ohio River along the western 
boundary of that county, formerly Fleming County; thence with 
the present Rowan County line, a southerly direction to the original 
Floyd County line in the vicinity of present Yale, Bath County; 
thence a southerly course to the beginning corner of Clay County mid- 
way between the mouths of Ross’s and Sturgeon Creeks on the Ken- 
tucky River; thence a westerly course to the corner of original Knox 
County which became the corner of Whitley County when formed in 
1818, thence with the western line of original Whitley County, a 
southerly course to the Tennessee state line—the “Kentucky High- 
lands” or Mountain Section. 


In the preparation of the books all known available source 
materials were examined which necessitated extensive research in 
person in large areas of Kentucky and Virginia and in the National 
Archives, the Library of Congress and other libraries in Washington, 
D. C.; also it was necessary to contact a great number of descendants 
of these early families for data relating to their respective families. 


Many of the genealogies and biographies were prepared entirely 
from public records and data furnished by descendants; some of the 
genealogies however, which had been published many years pre- 
viously, were supplemented and brought down to the present on the 
basis of public records and data furnished by descendants. 


No similar book or books covering the entire mountain section 
of the state has been published. However, several excellent regional 
and county histories, some of which contain genealogies, have been 
published. Among others are Ely’s The Big Sandy Valley, 1887 ; 
Jillson’s The Big Sandy Valley, 1923; Hall’s Johnson County, 1928; 
Scalf’s Historic Floyd (1800-1950), 1950; and Biggs and Mackoy’s 
Mistory of Greenup County, 1951. 


It has not been established as a fact that in all instances the coat- 
of-arms pertains to the branch of the family in connection with which 
it is reproduced herein.

The East Kentucky Pioneer Mountaineer—Race—Origin—For- 
mer Habitat—Class—Character and Characteristics. 


The subject of mountain people of Kentucky has always been a 
fertile field for speculation on the part of the sociologists. They 
have been said to be descendants in a large measure of the younger 
children of the Virginia aristocracy; to be the Scotch-Irish of a later 
immigration than those settling in the Bluegrass; to be bluegrass 
settlers whom accident or stress of circumstances forced to settle in 
the mountains. 


A Kentucky historian writing in the latter part of the 19th cen- 
tury said: 


In the eastern mountainous region of Kentucky there are two 
classes of people growing up side by side. The larger and better 
class, constituting all but a few, are of English, Scotch-Irish and 
German origin; honest, courageous, kindly. A  sombre-minded, 
liberty loving people, they kept retreating before advancing civili- 
zation until at last they lodged among the least accessible lands of the 
county * * * ; a hospitable gentle-mannered people yet fierce and 
reckless when thoroughly aroused. Many of them * * * bear the 
names and have in their veins the blood of statesmen and heroes who 
will be forever honored in the border history. * * * Latent in them 
are all the materials of a magnificant manhood. Only religion and 
literary culture are needed to call it forth. This class labors, is in- 
dustrious, hardy, enterprising; a law-abiding and useful citizen. Of 
this class Boone, Kenton, Davy Crockett, Sam Houston, Andrew 
Johnson, John C. Calhoun, Lincoln and many others descended. 


The second class of whom there are only a few in the Kentucky 
mountains are a sallow, gypsy-like people of unknown origin; idle 
and vicious. Whenever you read in the newspapers about these 
terrible vendettas which disgraced the country, you will, upon in- 
quiry, find that nine out of every ten of them are traceable to this 
class or race of men. It was from these that the guerilla companies 
which infested the country during the Civil War were composed.’ 


In the ancestry of the East Kentucky mountaineers Scotch-Irish 
stock predominated and in successively smaller proportions there were 
families of English, German and French Huguenot blood. After 
the Revolutionary War the eastern seaboard states becoming thickly 
settled occasioned movements of great numbers of families West- 
ward. Settlers came to the Kentucky mountains from central Penn- 
sylvania, from Virginia, from North and South Carolina and a few 
from Maryland. The mountain people of today are a blend from 
the mingling of these several strains.” 
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It is generally agreed that the most outstanding trait of all the 
Southern Highlanders is a spirt of personal independence * * * for 
they are conscious of their rights as human beings, have serious 
self-respect and individual determination. Their dominant trait 
is independence raised to the fourth power. The Kentucky moun- 
taineer is also characterized by physical courage. Facing a wild, 
natural environment that made all enterprise difficult and hazardous, 
the mountaineer was forced to face situations that constantly de- 


manded an unbending courage. Z 


Beside the personal independence and great courage, the Kentucky 
mountaineer is blessed with a third pioneer blessing—hospitalty. 
The stranger need fear no refusal of food and shelter for the host is 
only too glad to give both for news of the outside world. Anything 
that might seem inhospitable is simply unthinkable.” 


In the Civil War these honest, sturdy Kentucky mountaineers 
fought for the Union. Previous to that time they knew nothing 
of pistols and bowie-knives. The local war between them and the 
guerrillas, which raged at that time, first accustomed them to blood- 
shed; and the feuds then created by outrages perpetrated in the name 
of patriotism endured for many years. 


A distinguished lawyer and judge, a descendant of Eastern Ken- 
tucky mountain families, who knew the Kentucky mountaineer well, 
said: The mountain people are truthful and personally honest. In 
the United States Courts they do not equivocate; but even there they 
do not he outright. They will not perjure themselves as people else- 
where often do. They try to conceal a fact, perhaps, and talk around 
a question, but even in a “moonshine” case, a witness will tell the 
truth in the main.” 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley said: “These Highlanders are not de- 
generates. On the contrary they are the best specimens to be found 
in the country, and probably in the world; they are the last remnant 
of the undefiled.” 


Woodrow Wilson said: “In these (Kentucky) mountains is the 
original stuff of which America is made.” 


Among the pioneer settlers of Eastern and Southeastern Kentucky 
were a very large number of Revolutionary War soldiers. Many of 
those from Virginia had received grants of land to be located in Ken- 
tucky in consideration of their services in the cause of American In- 
dependence; and they and almost all of the other pioneers came to 
Kentucky seeking good river ard creek bottom lands on which to 
settle, establish homes and rear families. Probably they selected the 
mountain section of the State for the reason such lands were not 
then available in the Bluegrass section which had been settled for 
about a quarter of a century. 


INTRODUCTION A 


The eastern Kentucky mountain pioneer settlers were of the same 
class as the other people in the communities from which they came; 
and, therefore, of the same class—and often of the same family—as 
the pioneer Bluegrass settlers who came from these communities. 


Early Kentuckians recognized no difference in the mountain popu- 
lation and that of Central Kentucky. Whatever difference that 
exists 1s due to the fact that the two sections have developed dif- 
ferently, economically, since their settlement. 


In the trek Westward to Kentucky sometimes members of a family 
settled in the mountains while other members continuing on settled 
in the Bluegrass. A notable example: “Over a hundred years ago 
eleven Combs brothers, related to General Combs of the Revolution- 
ary Army, came over the mountains from North Carolina. Nine of 
them settled along the North Fork of the Kentucky River in the 
mountains of Perry County; one went further down the stream into 
the rough hill country of Breathitt County; and the eleventh con- 
tinued on his way till he came into the smiling region of the Blue- 
grass, and there became the progenitor of a family which represents 
the blue blood of the State, with all the aristocratic instincts of the 
Grdmoouthiig 7.7), 


Many of these pioneer families settled, first, in the Bluegrass; and 
subsequently they and/or their descendants settled in Eastern or 
Southeastern section of the State, among others, Capt. Elias P. Davis, 
the Gees, the Evermans, the Hords, Charles Nelms Lewis, Dr. A. J. 
Landsdowne, Capt. Thomas Scott, some of the Rices, the Wilhoits, 
a branch of the Ward family (Col. Joseph R. Ward) settled in Car- 
ter County; the Biggses, the Hockadays, the Howes, some of the 
Poages and the Warings settled in Greenup County; and the Hylton 
or Hiltons settled in Floyd County. 


Among the pioneer families of the Little Sandy River valley were 
a number from Tidewater Virginia some of whom it is said descended 
from the Cavaliers who came from England to that section of Vir- 
ginia in great numbers during the Civil War in Engand (1642-1649 ) 


and the reign of Cromwell. Some of these Tidewater Virginians had 


received large grants of land by reason of service of their forebears 
in the Revolutionary War; they established large plantations which 
were cultivated by their slaves, built fine homes and continued to 
live the life of the slaveholding, fox-hunting gentlemen as their fore- 
bears lived in Tidewater Virginia. 


Of these Tidewater Virginians, the Carters, the Davises (Capt. 
K. P. Davis family), the Graysons, the Hords and the Landsdownes 
(Dr. A. J. Landsdowne family) came from Prince William County; 
the Lewises (Charles Nelms Lewis family) came from Richmond 
County; the Hortons originally came from Stafford County; and the 
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Browns (Judge George Newman Brown family), the Hamptons and 
the Peays (W. G. Peay family) came from King William County.

ADAMS, GREEN, a Representative in Congress, was born at Bar- 
bourville, Knox County, Kentucky, August 20, 1812; pursued prepar- 
atory studies; studied law; was admitted to the bar and practiced his 
profession; was a State representative, 1839; president elector on 
the Whig ticket of Clay and Frelinghuysen, 1844; elected as a Whig 
to the Thirtieth Congress (March 4, 1847-March 3, 1849); was not 
a candidate for renomination, 1848; judge of the Circuit Court of 
Kentucky, 1851-56; elected as a candidate of the American Party 
to the Thirty- sixth Congress (March 4, 1859-March 3, 1861); was 
not a candidate for renomination in 1860; was appointed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln as Sixth Auditor of the Tr easury Department and served 
as such from April 17, 1861, to October 26, 1864, when he resumed 
the practice of law in Philadelphia; Chief Clerk of the U. 8. House 
of Representatives during the F orty-fourth, Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth Congresses, (1875-1881); lived in retirement until his death 
in Philadelphia, January 18, 1884: interment in West Laurel Hill 
Cemetery. (Biographical Directory of the American Congress, 
1774-1949, page 762.) 


ApAms, Grorce Mapison, (nephew of Green Adams), Represen- 
tative from Kentucky; born in Barbourville, Knox County, Ken- 
tucky, December 20, 1837; received private instructions from his 
father and attended Centre College, Danville, Kentucky; studied 
law; clerk of the Circuit Court of Knox County, Kentucky, 1859- 
1861; during the Civil War raised a company of volunteers and was 
Captain of Company “H”, Seventh Regiment, Kentucky Volunteer 
Infantry, from 1861 to 1868; in 1864 was commissioned paymaster 
with rank of major; elected as a Democrat to the Fortieth and to 
the three succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1867-March 3, 1875); 
unsuccessful candidate for reelection in 1874 to the Forty-fourth 
Congress; elected Clerk of the National House of Representatives 
December, 1875, during the Forty-fourth Congress and served until 
the commencement of the Forty-seventh Congress December 5, 1881; 
appointed Register of the Kentucky Land Office by Governor J. 
Proctor Knott and served from 1884 to 1887; appointed Secretary 
of State for Kentucky by Governor Simon B. Buckner and served 
from 1887 to 1891; appointed State Railroad Commissioner in 1891; 
appointed United States Pension Agent at Louisville by President 
Cleveland and served from 1894 to 1898; after retirement he resided 
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at Winchester, Clarke County, Kentucky, until his death, April 6, 
1920; interment in Lexington Cemetery, Lexington, Kentucky.

762.) 


Bares, JosepH Brenear, lawyer, sometimes teacher and public of- 
ficial, was born at Republican, Knott County, Kentucky, October 29, 
1898, a son of Jesse and Hannah (Candill) Bates; attended the 
public school and the Mountain Training School at Hindman, Knott 
County; was graduated from the Kentucky State Teachers College 
at Richmond in 1916; studied law; taught in the rural schools of 
Knott County, 1912-1915; superintendent of the high school at Race- 
land, Greenup County, 1917-1919; served as clerk of the Greenup 
County Court, 1922-1938; elected as a Democrat to the Seventy- 
fifth Congress to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Fred 
M. Vinson; reelected to Seventy-sixth and to the six succeeding Con- 
eresses and served from June 4, 1938, to January 3, 1953; failed for 
venomination as a candidate in 1952, for the Eighty-third Congress; 
resumed the practice of law at Greenup, Kentucky, his home; mar- 
ried Virginia Rice, born at Wurtland, Greenup County, February 25, 
1895, a daughter of Larkin Monroe and Annie Laurie (Myers) Rice. 
Children: Joseph Rice Bates and Becky Bates. 


Barres, JosepuH Ricr, born December 7, 1916; educated in the 
public schools of Greenup County and University of Kentucky; pre- 
sently employed in carrying the U. S. mails; married Jane Cham- 
berlain of Watertown, New York, July 3, 1943. Their children are 
Alida Jane, Virginia Jo and Susan. 


Batrrs, Becky, born January 3, 1919; married William Shannon 
Vinson, June 26, 1943. Their children ‘are Ann Randall, Carol 
Brooks and Josephine Rice. 


_ Mr. Bates is a Democrat in politics and a Mason, a member of 
Greenup Lodge No. 89, F. and A. M. 


Bennett, Joskpu Bentriey, Greenup, Republican; elected to the 
Iifty-ninth, Sixtieth and Sixty-first Congresses, March 4, 1905— 
March 3, 1911. (See Bennett Family). 


Borrmve, Vincent, London, Republican, born near Jonesboro, 
Washington County, Tennessee, November 24, 1839; moved with 
his father to Laurel County, Kentucky, in 1847; attended Laurel 
Seminary, London, Kentucky, and Tusculum College, Greenville, 
Tennessee; enlisted as a private in the Union Army during the Civil 
War, in Company A, Twenty-fourth Regiment, Kentucky Volunteers 
Infantry, November 1, 1861; was commissioned first lieutenant for 
meritorious conduct; was severely wounded in the battle of Reseca, 
Georgia, May 14, 1863; served as superintendent of public schools of 
Laurel County, 1868-1872; established the “Mountain Echo” at Lon- 
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don in 1875, the first Republican Newspaper published in Southeas- 
tern Kentucky; served as judge of the Laurel County Court in 1866; 
president of the Cumberland Valley Land Company in 1887; presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of London in 1888; department 
commander of the Grand Army of the Republic in Kentucky in 
1889; elected as a Republican to the Fifty-sixth, Fifth-seventh, and 
Tifty-eighth Congresses and served from March 4, 1899 until his 
death, September 16, 1903, in London, Laurel County; interment in 
Pine Grove Cemetery, London. (Biographical Directory of the 
American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1868.) 


Corson, Davin Grant, born in Yellow Creek (now Middlesboro ) 
Knox (now Bell) County, Kentucky, April 1, 1861; attended the 
public schools and the academies at Tazewell and Mossy Creek, Ten- 
nessee; was a student of law at the University of Kentucky at Lex- 
ington in 1879 and 1880; was admitted to the bar and commenced 
practice in Pineville, Kentucky; was an examiner and special ex- 
aminer in the Pension Bureau, Department of the Interior, Wash- 
ington, D. C., from September, 1882 to June 1886; returned to Ken- 
tucky in 1887; was a member of the State House of Representatives 
in 1887 and 1878; served as mayor of Middlesboro, 1893 to 1895; 
elected as a Republican to the Forty-fourth and Fifty-fifth Con- 
gresses, March 4, 1895-March 3, 1899; commissioned a colonel and 
commanded the Fourth Kentucky Regiment in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War; died in Middlesboro, September 27, 1904; interment in 
Colson Cemetery. (Biographical Directory of the American Con- 
gress 1774-1949, p. 1005.) 


Epwarps, Don Catvry, born in Moulton Appanoose County, 
Kansas, July 13, 1861; moved to Erie, Neasho County, Kansas, with 
his parents in 1869; attended the public schools of Iowa and Kan- 
sas, and Campbell University, Holton, Kansas; engaged in banking 
and insurance business in Erie, Kansas, in 1883; moved to London, 
Laurel County, Kentucky, in 1892 and engaged in the manufacture 
of staves and in the wholesale lumber business; was president of the 
National Bank of London; served as clerk and master commis- 
sioner of the Laurel Circuit Court from 1898 to 1904; was chair- 
man of the Kentucky State Republican convention in 1908; elected 
as a Republican to the Fifty-ninth, Sixtieth and Sixty-first Con- 
gresses (March 4, 1905-March 3, 1911); unsuccessful candidate for 
reelection 1910 to the Sixty-second Congress and resumed the lum- 
ber and banking business in London; was a delegate to the National 
Republican Convention at Chicago in 1912 which nominated the pre- 
sidential ticket of Taft and Sherman; during the first World War 
he was a member of the State council of national defense; chairman 
of five Liberty Loan campaigns; fuel administrator for Laurel 
County in 1917 and 1918; unsuccessful candidate for nomination in

1918 to the Sixty-sixth Congress; died in London, September 19, 
1938; interment in Pine Grove Cemetery. ( Biogr aphical Directory 
of the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1120.) 


Exuiort, Joun Mitron, Prestonsburg, Democrat; elected to the 
Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-fifth Congresses (March 4, 
1853-March 3, 1859). (See Elliott Family.) 


Fretps, Witiiam Jason, Olive Hill, Democrat; elected to the 
Sixty-second and to the six succeeding Congresses and served from 
March 4, 1911, to December 11, 1923, when he resigned, having been 
elected Governor of Kentucky. (See Fields Family.) 


Fintey, Cuarues (son of Hugh Franklin Finley), born in Wil- 
hamsburg, Whitley County, Kentucky, March 26, 1865; attended the 
public and select (subscription ) schools, and Milligan College, Mil- 
ligan, Tennessee; engaged in business as a coal operator, banker, and 
publisher ; was a member of the State House of Representatives, 
1894-1896 ; delegate to the Republican State Convention, 1895 served 
as Secretary of State of Kentucky, 1896-1900; chairman of the Re- 
publican executive committee of the Eleventh Kentucky Congression- 
al District, 1912-28; elected as a Republican to the Seventy-first Con- 
gress to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of John M. Robi- 
son; re-elected to the Seventy-second Congress and served from Feb- 
ruary 15, 1930, to March 3, 1933; was not a candidate for renomina- 
tion in 1932; retired from business activities; died in Williamsburg, 
March 18, 1941; interment in Highland Cemetery, Williamsburg.

Finuey, Huew Franxiin (father of Charles Finley) born at 
Tyes Ferry, Whitley County, Kentucky, January 18, 1833; attended 
the public schools, engaged in agricultural pursuits; studied law, 
was amitted to the bar in 1859 and commenced practice in Wil- 
hamsburg; was a member of the State House of Representatives 
from 1861 to August, 1862, when he resigned; elected Common- 
wealths Attorney in 1862 and served until 1866, when he resigned ; 
again elected in 1867 and reelected in 1868 for a six year term; un- 
successful candidate for election in 1870 to the Forty-second Con- 
gress; served in the State Senate, 1875, 1876, when he resigned; ap- 
pointed in 1876 by President Grant as United States District At- 
torney for Kentucky and served until 1877; resumed the practice of 
law; was judge of the fifteenth judicial circuit, 1880-1886; elected 
as a Republican to the Fiftieth and Fifty-first Congresses (March 
4, 1887—March 3, 1891); was unsuccessful candidate for renomi- 
nation in 1890; resumed the practice of law and also engaged in 
coal mining; died in Williamsburg, October 16, 1909; interment in 
Woodlawn Cemetery. (Biographical Directory of the American 
Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1157.) 
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Firzparrick, THomas Youne, Prestonsburg, Democrat, elected to 
the Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth Congresses, (March 4, 1897—March 
3, 1901). (See Fitzpatrick Family.) 


GoLtpEN, JAmMEs SterueN, lawyer and public official, was born in 
Barbourville, Knox County, Kentucky, September 20, 1891, a son of 
Benjamin Briston Golden, who was a captain in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, and Elizabeth (Davis) Golden, and a grandson of Rev. 
Stephen Golden, a Baptist minister and a captain in the Union Army 
in the Civil War. He attended the graded school of Barbourville 
and pursued the high school course at Union College; was graduated 
from the University of Kentucky at Lexington with the degree of 
A. B., and from the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor with the 
degree of LL.B. While a student at Kentucky University he was 
junior class president of the Seventeen County Mountain Club. He 
was also president of the Union Literary Society. 


Mr. Golden was elected county attorney of Knox County on the 
Republican ticket and served for four years. Subsequently and until 
his election to Congress, he engaged in general law practice in the 
State and Federal Courts. He was elected as a Republican to the 
Highty-first Congress, November 2, 1948; reelected to the Eighty- 
second Congress, November 7, 1950 and to the Eighty-third Congress, 
November 4, 1952. He was not a candidate for renomination and 
election to the Eighty-fourth Congress. 


Mr. Golden is a Republican in politics and a member of the Meth- 
odist Church, serving as chairman of the Board of Trustees; is a 
Mason and affiliated with several civic and fraternal orders, among 
others, the Phi Delta Theta law fraternity. 


He is married to Ruth (Decker) Golden who was graduated from 
high school at Union College and was a student at Sullins College at 
Bristol, Tennesse. They have two sons, Richard Davis Golden, ar- 
tist, a graduate of Yale University with degree of A. B., who had 
service overseas for four and one-half years in World War II; and 
Dr. James S. Golden, Jr, who was graduated from the University 
of Virginia with degrees of A. B. and M. D., and had service for two 
and one half years in World War II. 


Hamitton, Fintzy, born at Vincent, Owsley County, Kentucky, 
June 19, 1886; attended the public schools and Berea College, Berea, 
Kentucky; studied law, was admitted to the bar in 1915 and com- 
menced practice in London, Laurel County, Kentucky; was with the 
Signal Corps, U. S. Army, with service in the Philippine Islands 
and Alaska, from 1907 to 1915, and during World War I enlisted, 
March 18, 1916; was commissioned a first lieutenant and later a 
captain and served in Company D, Three Hundred and Fifteenth 
Field Signal Battalion, Ninetieth Division, with service in France, 
until discharged, July 31, 1919; elected as a Democrat to the 
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Seventy-third Congress (March 4, 19833—January 3, 1935); was not 
a candidate for renomination in 1934; resumed the practice of law; 
died in London January 10, 1940; interment in Pine Grove Ceme- 
tery. (Biographical Directory of the American Congress, 1774- 
1O¢0seD. S12 o% 2) 


Horxins, Francis (Franx) Atexanper, Prestonsburg, Demo- 
erat; elected to the Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth Congresses, (March 
4, 1903—March 3, 1907); unsuccessful candidate for reelection in 
1906 to the Sixtieth Congress. (See Lackey Family.) 


Hopkins, Naruan Tnomas, born in Ashe County, North Caro- 
lina, October 27, 1852; moved to Pike County, Kentucky; attended 
the public schools; engaged in agricultural pursuits; ordained to the 
ministry in the Baptist Church in 1876 and actively engaged in 
ministerial work for half a century; served as assessor (Tax Com- 
missioner) of Floyd County, 1878-1890; was a member of the State 
House of Representatives, 1893-1894; successfully contested as a 
Republican the election of Joseph M. Kendall to the Fifty-fourth 
Congress and served from February 18 to March 3, 1897; became 
a merchant, timberman, and farmer in Pike County, Kentucky; was 
unsuccessful candidate for election in 1900 to the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress; was again a member of the State House of Representatives, 
1923, 1924; engaged in agricultural pursuits near Yeager, Pike 
County, Kentucky; died in Pikesville, Kentucky, February 11, 1927; 
interment in Potter Cemetery at Yeager. 


Kernpaty, Joun WitKerson (father of Joseph Morgan Kendall), 
born in Morgan County, Kentucky, June 26, 1834; attended the 
public schools and Owingsville Academy, Owingsville, Kentucky ; 
studied law; was admitted to the bar in 1854 and commenced prac- 
tice at West Liberty, Kentucky; served as prosecuting attorney for 
Morgan County, 1854-1858; had service in the Confederate Army 
during the Civil War as first lieutenant and adjutant of the Tenth 
Kentucky Cavalry; was a member of the State House of Represen- 
tatives, 1867-1871; served as Commonwealths Attorney for the 
thirteenth judicial district, 1872-1878; elected as a Democrat to the 
Fifty-second Congress and served from March 4, 1891, until his 
death, March 7, 1892, in Washington, D. C.; interment in Barber 
Cemetery, West Liberty, Kentucky. (Biographical Directory of the 
American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1401.) 


Krnpatu, Joseph Morean (son of John Wilkerson Kendall), 
born at West Liberty, Morgan County, Kentucky, May 12, 1863; 
received his early education from private tutors and in the public 
schools; attended the State College of Kentucky (A. & M. College) 
at Lexington, and the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor; was 
examined by the judges of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky and 
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was granted a license to practice law before he was of age; settled in 
Prestonsburg, Floyd County, Kentucky, was elected to the Forty- 
ninth and Fiftieth Congresses; elected as Democrat to the Fifty- 
second Congress to fill the vacancy caused by the death of his father, 
John W. Kendall, and served from April 21, 1892, to March 3, 1893; 
declined to become a candidate for renomination in 1892 on ac- 
count of ill health; presented credentials as a member-elect to the 
Fifty-fourth Congress and served from March 4, 1895, to February 
18, 1897, when he was succeeded by Nathan Thomas Hopkins who 
contested his election; resumed the practice of law at West Liberty, 
Kentucky; was a delegate to all Memocratic State Conventions, 1884 
to 1933; also engaged in agricultural pursuits at near Boonsboro, 
Clark County, Kentucky: died in West Liberty, Kentucky, November 
5, 1933; interment in Barber Cemetery. (Biographical Directory 
of the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1401.) 


Kirk, AnpreEw Jackson, Republican, Paintsville; elected as a 
Republican to the Sixty-ninth Congress to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of John W. Langlev and served from February 13, 
1926 to March 3, 1927; unsuccessful candidate for renomination in 


1926. (See Kirk Family). 


Lanetry, Joun Wustry (husband of Katherine Gudger Lang- 
ley); born in Floyd County, Kentucky, January 14, 1868; attended 
the public schools; taught in the public schools for three years; at- 
tended the law department of the National, Georgetown, and Colum- 
bian (now George Washington) Universities, Washington, D. C., for 
an aggregate period of eight years; was an examiner in the Pension 
Office and a member of the Board of Appeals; law clerk for the Gene- 
ral Land Office; disbursing and appointmert clerk of the Census 
Office, 1899-1890, and was the caucus nominee fo his party, which 
was in the minority, for speaker of the House; was a delegate to 
three Republican National Conventions: elected as a Republican to 
the Sixtieth and the nine succeeding Congresses and served from 
March 4, 1907, until his resignation, January 11, 1926; resumed the 
practice of law in Pikeville, Kentucky, where he died January 17, 
1932; interment in Langley Cemetery, Middle Creek, Floyd County, 
Kentucky. (Biographical Directory of the American Congress, 
1774-1949, p. 1435.) 


Lanetrey, Karuerine Gunocer, (wife of John Wesley Langley) 
and daughter of James Madison Gudger, Jr., a representative in Con- 
gress from North Carolina, born near Marshall, Madison County, 
North Carolina, February 14, 1888; attended the public schools; was 
eraduated from the Woman’s College, Richmond, Virginia; attended 
Emerson College of Oratory, Boston, Massachusetts; taught expres- 
sion at the Virginia Institute, Bristol, Tennessee; moved to Pike- 
ville, Kentucky, in 1905; vice-chairman of the Republican State Cen- 
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tral Committee of Kentucky, 1920-1922; served as the first Chairman 
of the Woman’s Republican State Committee, 1920; alternate dele- 
gate to the Republican National Convention 1920 and delegate 
1924; chairman of the Pike County (Kentucky) Red Cross Society 
during World War 1; elected as a Republican to the Seventieth and 
Seventy-first Congresses (March 4, 1927-March 38, 1931); unsuccess- 
ful candidate for reelection in 1930 to the Seventy-second Congress ; 
served as railroad commissioner, third Kentucky district, 1939-1942; 
died in Pikeville, Kentucky, August 15, 1948; interment in Johnson 
Memorial Cemetery. (Biographical Directory of the American Con- 
egress, 1774-1949, p. 1435.) 


Lewis, WitiiaM, Republican of London; born at Cutshin, Leshe 
County, Kentucky, September 22, 1868; was reared on a farm and 
attended the public schools of Leslie and Perry Counties, Kentucky, 
and the Laurel County Seminary at London, Kentucky; was a stu- 
dent of law at the University of Kentucky at Lexington and at the 
University of Michigan at Ann Arbor; served as sheriff of Leslie 
County, 1891-1892; superintendent of public schools of Leslie County, 
1894-1898; member of the State House of Representatives, 1900- 
1901; Commonwealths Attorney, 1904-1909; Circuit Judge of the 
twenty-seventh judicial district of Kentucky, 1909-1922 and 1928- 
1934; elected to the Eightieth Congress to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of John Marshall Robinson and served from April 24, 
1948, to January 3, 1949; was not a candidate for renomination to 
the Eighty-first Congress; resumed the practice of law in London, 
Kentucky, place of his residence. 


May, Anprew Jackson, Democrat, of Prestonsburg; elected as 
a Democrat to the Seventy-second Congress and the seven succeeding 
Congresses, (March 4, 1931-January 3, 1947), unsuccessful candidate 
for reelection in 1946 to the EKightieth Congress. 


Martin, Jonnson Preston, Democrat, of Prestorsburg, (brother 
of Elbert Sevier Martin, a Republican in Congress from Virginia, — 
and grandfather of George Brown Martin, a Senator in Congress 
from Kentucky); elected as a Democrat to the Twenty-ninth Con- 
gress, (March 4, 1845-March 3, 1847). (See Martin Family.) 


Merapvr, Wenpett Howes, Republican of Paintsville; elected as a 
Republican to the Eightieth Congress (January 3, 1947-January 3, 
1949) ; unsuccessful candidate for reelection in 1948 to the Eighty- 
first Congress. (See Meade Family.) 


Paynter, Tuomas Hanson, Democrat of Greenup; elected as a 
Democrat to the Fifty-first, Fifty-second and Fifty-third Congresses, 
and served from March 4, 1889, until his resignation, effective 
January 5, 1895, having been elected to the Judiciary. (See Kouns 
Family.) 
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Powers, Cates, Republican of Barbourville; born near Williams- 
burg, Whitley County, Kentucky, February 1, 1869; attended the 
public schools, Union College, Barboursville, Kentucky, the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, Valparaiso University, Valparaiso, Indiana; at- 
tended West Point Military Academy, 1890 and 1891; studied law, 
was admitted to the bar in 1894 and commenced practice at Bar- 
bourville, Kentucky; superintendent of public schools of Knox 
County, Kentucky, 1894-1899; elected Secretary of State of Ken- 
tucky 1899 but was unseated after a contest; convicted of complicity 
in the assassination of Governor William Goebel in 1900 and 
sentenced to prison; was pardoned in 1908 by Governor A. E. Will- 
son; author of “My Own Story” in 1905; elected as a Republican to 
the Sixty-second and the three succeeding Congresses (March 4, 
1911-March 3, 1919); was not a candidate for renomination in 1918; 
delegate to the Republican National Convention at Chicago, 1912; 
moved to Washington, D. C., and served as assistant council for the 
Unitel States Shipping Board from 1921 until his death; died in a 
hospital in Baltimore, Maryland, July 25, 1932; interment in City 
Cemetery, Barbourville, Kentucky. (Biographical Directory of the 
American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1699.) 


Prrxins, Cart D., Democrat of Hindman, born at Hindman, 
Knott County, Kentucky, October 15, 1912, a son of J. E. and Dora 
(Calhoun) Perkins; educated in the Knott County Public Schools; at 
Hindman High School; and at Caney Junior College; studied law at 
Jefferson School of Law in Louisville, graduating in 1935, and began 
the practice of law; served as enlisted man in World War II and 
had service in the European Theatre, participating in battles of 
Northern France, the Ardennes, the Rhineland and central Europe. 


He served unexpired term in 1939 as commonwealth attorney for 
the thirty-first judicial district; was a member of the Kentucky Gen- 
eral Assembly from the ninety-ninth district in 1940; elected county 
attorney of Knott County, 1941, and reelected in 1945; resigned Jan- 
uary 1, 1948, to become counsel to the Department of Highways at 
Frankfort; elected, November 2, 1948, as a Democrat to the EFighty- 
first Congress; reelected to the Kighty-second Congress; married Miss 
Verna Johnson of Knott County. 


Mr. Perkins is a Democrat, a Mason, a Protestant and a member 
of the American Legion. 


Puen, Samvurt Jounson, Republican of Vanceburg; born in 
Greenup County, Kentucky, January 28, 1850; moved with his par- 
ents to Lewis County, Kentucky, 1852; attended Chandler’s Select 
School, Rand’s Academy in Lewis County, and Centre College, Dan- 
ville, Kentucky; studied law, was admitted to the bar and commenced 
practice at Vanceburg, Lewis County, Kentucky; served as City 
Attorney of Vanceburg, 1872-1873; master commissioner of the cir- 
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cuit court, 1874-1880; county attorney for Lewis County, 1878-1886 ; 
judge of the Lewis County Court, 1886-1890; delegate to the State 
Constitutional convention 1890-1891; member of the State Senate, 
1893-1894; elected as a Republican to the Fifty-fourth, Fifty-fifth 
and Fifty-sixth Congresses (March 4, 1895-March 3, 1901; resumed 
his law practice at Vanceburg, Kentucky, and died there April 17, 
1922; interment in Greenlawn Cemetery. (Biographical Directory 
of the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1708.) 


Ranpary, WitrramM Harrison, Republican of London; born near 
Richmond, Madison County, Kentucky, July 15, 1812; completed 
preparatory studies; studied law, was admitted to the bar and com- 
menced practice at London, Laurel County, Kentucky, 1835; served 
as clerk of the circuit court and county court of Laurel County, 
1836-1844; elected as a Republican to the Thirty-eighth and Thirty- 
ninth Congresses (March 4, 1863-March 3, 1867); district judge of 
the fifteenth Kentucky district, 1870-1880; died at London, Ken- 
tucky, August 1, 1881; interment in the family cemetery there. (Bio- 
graphical Directory of the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1716.) 


Ricr, Joun McConnett, Democrat of Louisa; elected as a Demo- 
erat to the Forty-first and Forty-second Congresses (March 4, 1869- 
March 3, 1873); was not a candidate for renomination in 1872. 


Rosston, Joun Marsuatr, Republican of Barbourville; born near 
Berlin, Bracken County, Kentucky, January 2, 1873; attended the 
pubhe schools, the National Northern University, Ada, Ohio, and 
Holbrook College, Knoxville, Tennessee; was graduated from the 
National Normal University, Lebanon, Ohio, and from the law de- 
partment of Centre College, Danville, Kentucky, 1900; taught in 
the public school of Kentucky for several years, and in Union Col- 
lege, Barbourville, Kentucky; was admitted to the bar, 1898, and 
commenced practice at Barbourville; president of the First National 
Bank of Barbourville, Kentucky; delegate to the Republican Nat- 
ional Convention at Chicago, 1916; elected as a Republican to the 
Sixty-sixth and to the five succeeding Congresses and served from 
March 4, 1919, until January 10, 1930, when he resigned to serve as 
United States Senator; appointed to the Senate to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Frederick M. Sackett and served from 
January 11 to. November 30, 1930, when a duly elected successor 
qualified; unsuccessful candidate in 1930 for election to the vacancy 
and also for the full term; resumed the practice of law; elected to 
the Seventy-fourth and to the six succeeding congresses and served 
from January 3, 1935, until his death in Barbourville, Kentucky, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1948; interment in Barbourville Cemetery. He was an 
active member of the Christian (Disciples) Church; a Mason (32nd 
degree); J. O. U. A. M., I. O. O. F., and Knights of Pythias; mar- 
ried January 25, 1902, Lida Stanbury of Grays, Knox County, Ken- 
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tucky, who resides in Washington, D. C. Two children were born 
to this union: Mrs. Daisy (Robsion) Bradshaw and John Marshall 
Robsion, Jr. 


Rosston, Jonn Marsnwatn, Jr., lawyer and civic leader, was born 
in Barbourville, Kentucky, but practically grew up in Washington, 
D. C.; his father being in Congress for many years; was educated in 
the public schools of Washington, at George Washington, George- 
town and National Universities in Washington; had many years ex- 
perience in the Executive and Legislative branches of the Federal 
Government; was a Congressional secretary at the age of 18 and at 
24 was Chief of the Law Division, U. 8S. Bureau of Pensions, the 
youngest chief of a major government division; served four years 
in World War II, of which two years were spent overseas in Africa, 
Italy and Austria, being on the staff of General Mark Clark a part 
of this time. Since his separation from the service he has been very 
much interested in veteran’s affairs and is a past District Commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, a member of the American Legion, 
Disabled American Veterans, and other military organizations. 


Mr. Robison established his home in Louisville in 1928 and be- 
gan the practice of law there in 19385 and since the close of World 
War II he has practiced his profession with distinction and success 
and has served as special circuit judge by appointment of both Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 

He was formerly General Council of the RepubTican Party in 
Kentucky; President of the Lincoln Club; President of the High- 
lands Men’s Club, District Commissioner of the Boy Scouts of 
America and Commander of the Louisville Chapter, Military Order 
of World Wars. 

He is a member of the Louisville Bar Association; the Board of 
the Salvation Army in Louisville; a Deacon and Secretary of the 
Official Board of the Crescent Hill Christian Church; and a member 
of the Louisville and Jefferson County Republican Executive Com- 
mittees and several fraternal orders. 

He was elected as a Republican to the Eighty-third Congress 
from the Louisville or First District and is presently serving as such. 

Mr. Robsion is married to Laura Selinda Robsion who has an 
equally enviable record for church, social and civic works. They re- 
side at 2011 Woodford Place, in Louisville. 


Sirer, EKvcenr, Republican of Williamsburg; elected as Repub- 
lican to the Eighty-fourth Congress, November 2, 1954. (See Siler 
Family. ) 


TavuLsBer, WitiraAm Preston, Democrat of Salyersville; born in 
Morgan County, Kentucky, October 22, 1851; attended the public 
schools and was tutored by his father; was ordained to the ministry 
and admitted to the conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
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South; was elected and served as clerk of the Magoffin County (Ken- 
tucky) Court, 1878, and reelected 1882; studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, 1881; elected as a Democrat to the Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth Congresses (March 4, 1885-March 3, 1889); was not a 
candidate for renomination; was shot by Charles E. Kincaid in the 
Capitol Building, Washington, D. C., February 28, 1890, and died 
from the effects of the wound at Providence Hospital, in that city, 
March 11, 1890; interment in the family burying ground in Mor- 
ean County, Kentucky. (Biographical Directory of the American 
Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1897.) 


TrimsBie, Davin, a Representative from Kentucky; born in Fred- 
erick County, Virginia, in July, 1782; was graduated from William 
and Mary College, Williamsburg, Virginia, in 1799; studied law, 
was admitted to the bar and commenced legal practice at Mt. Sterl- 
ing, Kentucky; served in the War of 1812 as brigade quartermaster 
of the First Brigade, Kentucky Mounted Militia, and later as a pri- 
vate in the Battalion of Kentucky Mounted Infantry Volunteers 
commanded by Major Dudley; elected as a Democrat to the Fifteenth 
and the four succeeding Congresses (May 4, 1817-March 8, 1827) 
was an unsuccessful candidate for reelection to the Nineteenth Con- 
gress; died at Trimble’s Furance, Greenup County, Kentucky, Oc- 
tober 20, 1842. (Biographical Directory of the American Congress, 
1774-1949, p. 1932.) 


Wuirts, Joun, Whig, of Madison County; elected as a Whig to 
the Twenty-fourth and the four succeeding Congresses (March 4, 
1835-March 3, 1845) and served as Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Twenty-seventh Congress. (See White Family.) 


Wuirr, Jonn Daveuerry, Republican of Manchester; elected as 
a Republican to the Forty-fourth Congress (March 4, 1875-March 3, 
1877); declined to be a candidate for renomination; unsuccessful 
Republican candidate for the United States Senate in 1881; elected 
as a Republican to the Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth Congresses 
(March 4, 1881-March 8, 1885); declined to be a candidate for re- 
nomination in 1884 and resumed the practice of law in Louisville.

Martin, Grorcr Brown, Democrat of Catlettsburg (grandson of 
John Preston Martin, a representative in Congress from Kentucky) ; 
appointed as a Democrat to the United States Senate to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Ollie M. James and served from Sept- 
ember 7, 1918, to March 3, 1919; was not a candidate for reelection 
to the full term. (See Martin Family.) 


STANFILL, Witt1AM ABNER, Republican of Hazard; born in Bar- 
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bourville, Knox County, January 16, 1892; attended the public 
schools and Union College, Barbourville, Kentucky; was graduated 
from the law department of the University of Kentucky at Lexing- 
ton, 1912; was admitted to the bar the same year and commenced 
practice in Barbourville; moved to Hazard, Perry County, Kentucky, 
1916, and continued the practice of law; was a member of the board 
of regents of the Morehead State Teacher’s College, 1927-1931; mem- 
ber of the board of governors of the Kentucky Children’s Home at 
Lyndon, Kentucky, 1933-1936; chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee, 1944-1948; appointed as a Republican to the 
United States Senate to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Albert B. Chandler and served from November 19, 1945, to No- 
vember 5, 1946, when a successor was elected; was not a candidate for 
nomination in 1946 to the vacancy; resumed the practice of law and 
is a resident of Lexington, Kentucky. (Biographical Directory of 
the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1853.) 


Rossron, Joun Marsuaty, Republican of Barbourville; appointed 
to the Senate to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Freder- 
ick M. Sackett and served from January 11, to November 30, 1930, 
when a duly elected successor qualified; unsuccessful candidate in 
1930 for election to the vacancy and also for the full term. (Bio- 
graphical Directory of the American Congress, 1774-1949, p. 1750.) 


Wrirtiamson, Ben Mircnerxt, Democrat of Catlettsburg; born at 
White Post, Pike County, Kentucky, October 16, 1864, son of Wal- 
lace J. and Columbia (Slater) Williamson; educated in the pubhe 
schools of Kentucky and at Bethany College, Bethany, West Vir- 
ginia, graduating in 1883; founder in 1886 and afterwards president 
of Ben Williamson and Company, wholesale hardware; engaged in 
banking and coal enterprises in eastern Kentucky and southern West 
Virginia; one of the founders of Williamson, West Virginia, and of 
the First National Bank at Williamson; was one of the founders of 
the Kentucky Crippled Childrens Commission, serving as president, 
1924-1941; member of the Board of Charities and Corrections for 
the State of Kentucky, 1929-1930; served as a director of the Interna- 
tional Society of Crippled Children; elected as a Democrat to the 
United States Senate November 4, 1930, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Frederick M. Sackett and served from Decem- 
ber 1, 1930, to March 3, 1931; was not a candidate for the full term; 
resumed the wholesale hardware business at Ashland, Kentucky, with 
residence in Catlettsburg; also interested financially in various other 
business enterprises. He died while a patient in a Cincinnati, Ohio, 
hospital, June 23, 1941; interment in Ashland Cemetery Mausoleum, 
Ashland, Kentucky; married January 19, 1887, Ceres Burgess Well- 
man. Children: Wallace J. Williamson, Geraldine Burgess William- 
son (Mrs. Davis E. Gieger), and Ben Williamson, Jr. (Biographi- 
cal Directory of the American Congress, 1774-1949, page 2022-3.)

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNORS 


Brack, James Drxon, Democrat, of Barbourville; elected leuten- 
ant governor of Kentucky, November, 1915, and served until May 18, 
1919, when he resigned to become governor upon the resignation of 
Governor Augustus O. Stanley. (See Black Family.) 


Worruineton, Wittram Jackson, Republican, of Greenup; 
elected lieutenant governor in November 1895, and served from Dec- 
ember 10, 1895, to December 11, 1899, expiration of term. (See 
Worthington Family.) 


Turrte, Kenneru, Republican of Barbourville; elected Lieut- 
enant Governor, November 2, 1943, and served four-year term from 
December 1948 to December 1947. 


GOVERNORS 


Buacx, JamEs Dixon, Democrat; of Barbourville; appointed, 
May 19, 1919, to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Gov- 
ernor Augustus O. Stanley, and served the unexpired term which 
ended December 8, 1919. (See Black Family.) 


Fiextps, Witiram Jason, Democrat, of Olive Hill; elected Novem- 
ber 6, 1923; inaugurated December 11, 1923, and served until De- 
cember 12, 1927. (See Fields Family.) 


Sampson, Frem D., Republican; of Barbourville, lawyer, judge 
and public official, a son of Joseph and Emoline (Kellums) Sampson, 
was born in London, Laurel County, Kentucky, January 23, 1875; 
educated in the public schools of Laurel County, at John T. Hays 
School, Union College, Barbourville, Kentucky, and Valparaiso Uni- 
versity, Valperaiso, Indiana, from which latter institution, he was 
graduated with LL.B. degree in 1894; was admitted to the bar and 
commenced practice in Barbourville; elected judge of the Knox 
County Court, 1906, and served the four-year term ended 1911; 
elected judge of the Thirty-fourth Judicial District of Kentucky, 
1911, and reelected 1915, for a six-year term; elected judge of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals, Seventh Appellate District, 1916, and 
on January 1, 1923, became Chief Justice; reelected judge of the 
Court of Appeals without opposition 1924; elected governor of Ken- 
tucky, in November 1927; inaugurated December 18, 1927, and 
served the four-year term ended December 7, 1931; resumed the 
practice of law with Senator John M. Robsion in Louisville and 
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Barbourville; again elected Judge of the Thirty-fourth Judicial 
District. 

Judge Sampson married Susie Steele in Knox County, September 
20, 1899. Two children were born of this union: Pauline Sampson 
(Mrs. Gerrish) and Emolyn Sampson. 


Stvgon SS, Wriuis, lawyer, judge and one-time Governor of 
Kentucky, was born December 1, 1879, near Vesuvius Furnace, Law- 
rence County, Ohio, a son of John H. and Abigail (Slavens) Willis, 
the former of whom was born at Cross Roads, Jackson County, Ohio, 
and the latter at Franklin Furnace, Scioto County, that state. John 
H. Willis was one of the pioneer iron furnace men of Ohio where 
he was widely known because of his eminence in the charcoal-iron 
industry. The early American forebears of Governor Willis were 
residents of Virginia, emigrating to that colony before the Revo- 
lutionary War. The records reveal that forty-three Willises had 
service either as commissioned officers or soldiers in the Virginia 
Forces in the Revolutionary War.’ Governor Willis’ paternal grand- 
parents were Captain William Willis and Elizabeth (Davis) Willis, 
the former of whom was born in Greenbrier County Virginia, (now 
West Virginia) in 1800, but during late middle life, removed to Ohio 
where he died in 1885. A staunch Union man, he had service in the 
Civil War as captain of Company “C”, Fifth Regiment, West Vir- 
ginia Infantry; and was with Gen. Philip H. Sheridan at Cedar 
Creek and with Gen. David Hunter in the “Raid on Lynchburg.” 
His son, John H. Willis, the father of the Governor, was a corporal 
in his command. | 

Elizabeth (Davis) Willis, the Governor’s grandmother, was born 
in Virginia, probably in Kanowha County. She was a daughter of 
Pleasant Davis and his wife, Sarah (Horton) Davis who was a grand 
daughter of Joseph Horton, a Revolutionary War soldier who had 
service in the Virginia Forces and settled in the Jackson County, 
Ohio, area, in pioneer days. 


Governor Willis attended the public schools of Lawrence County, 
Ohio, until he was about ten years old when he removed with his 
father and mother from Ohio to South Portsmouth, a village known 
as Springville, on the Ohio River in Greenup County, Kentucky. 
He completed the “grades” in the public schools of Greenup County, 
and later took a teachers’ course in a local private “Normal” school 
conducted by Prof. Wade. Here his formal education ended. He 
took a teachers’ examination; was granted a teachers’ certificate; and 
for the next three years he taught in the public schools of Greenup 
County, being employed as principal of the Springfield graded school 
before he was twenty years old. Not desiring to adopt teaching as a 
profession, he devoted the greater part of his out-of-school time while 
teaching, in studying law under Judge J. B. Bennett of Greenup; 
took a special course in law under William D. Corn and was admit- 
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ted to the bar November 11, 1901. During this period he did some 
reporting for the old Portsmouth (Ohio) 7’ribune and contributed 
not a few Republican editorials for the Greenup Gazette. 


In January 1902, Simeon S. Willis, then a stripling youth of 
twenty-two, opened a law office and began the practice of law in Ash- 
land, Kentucky, with which progressive community he has ever since 
been closely identified as an outstanding lawyer, judge and citizen. 
Later he became associated with the law firm of Hager & Stewart 
of Ashland, one of the outstanding legal firms of Northeastern Ken- 
tucky. Entering the field of politics, he was the Republican candi- 
date for City Attorney of Ashland in 1905 and was defeated. In 
1918, when thirty-nine years old, he was elected for a four-year term 
as City Solicitor of the City of Ashland; and upon expiration of 
his term in 1922, he resumed the practice of law and rapidly. rose in 
popular and professional esteem. 


On January 1, 1928, Simeon S. Willis took his seat on the bench 
of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, having been appointed to that 
position by Republican Governor Flem D. Sampson whose elevation 
to the office of Governor by the electorate at the previous November 
election had created the vacancy. In the Autumn of 1928, an out- 
standing and widely known Eastern Kentucky Republican, he was 
elected to fill the four-year unexpired term of Judge Sampson; and 
at the expiration of this period he was a candidate for re-election to 
the Court of Appeals of Kentucky but was defeated by Judge Alex 
Ratliff, a Democrat of Pikeville, in the Roosevelt landslide of 1932. 


Again resuming his private law practice in Ashland, matured by 
his five years of experience as a member of Kentucky’s Court of last 
resort, he brought back to his legal work a well-founded reputation 
as a learned and successful judge. New and important clients were 
attracted to him and within a very short time he became and was 
recognized as one of the outstanding lawyers of Northeastern Ken- 
tucky. Such was the position in private life that he occupied in mid- - 
summer of 1943 when, at the insistence of many friends, he became 
the Republican candidate for Governor of Kentucky, to which office 
he was elected November 2, by a majority in excess of 8,600 votes 
over the Hon. J. Lyter Donaldson of Carrollton, Kentucky. Gover- 
nor Willis was the sixth Republican to fill the office of Governor of 
Kentucky, the Hon. William O’Connell Bradley being the first.’ 


On the expiration of his term as Governor and on December 9, 
1947, Governor Willis returned to his law office in Ashland and has 
practiced law continuously since with great distinction and success. 
In the meantime he has served and is presently serving as a member 
of the Constitution Review Commission by appointment of Governor 
Clements and reappointment of Governor Wetherby. 


On April 14, 1920, Simeon S. Willis was married to Miss Ida 
Lee Millis, a daughter of Charles L. and Sarah 8. (Ross) Millis of 
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Catlettsburg, Kentucky. Mrs. Willis was born December 25, 1897. 
They have one child, a daughter, Sarah Leshe Willis, who was born 
in Ashland July 16, 1922; educated in the public schools of Ashland ; 
attended Margaret Hall Episcopal School, Versailles, Kentucky; and 
was graduated from the National Cathedral School for Girls, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Sarah Lawrence College, Bronxville, N. Y.; mar- 
ried, in December 1944, Henry Meigs II, lawyer. Mr. Meigs is a 
native of New York City; had service as captain in the Air Force 
during World War II; and is presently engaged in the practice of 
law in Frankfort, Kentucky, a member of the firm of Hobson & 
Meigs. 3 

Mr. and Mrs. Meigs have one child, a son, Simeon Willis Meigs, 
born January 7, 1947. They reside at 130 W. State Street, Frank- 
fort. 

Mrs. Meigs is the author of a story “Another Spring, Another 
Song”, published in Colliers in 1942. 


Governor and Mrs. Willis are members of the Methodist Church 
and Republicans in politics. Governor Willis is a Knight Templar 
and Shriner of the Masonic fraternity and a member of the Benevo- 
lent and Protective Order of Elks. He is also a member of the Boyd 
County, the Kentucky State and the American Bar Association; and 
was a member of the State Board of Bar Examiners for five years. 
He is an honorary member of the Ashland Rotary Club. During his 
long residence in Northeastern Kentucky, he has served in many 
capacities in the public interest, among others, as appeal agent in the 
World Wars I and II for the Selective Service Board of Boyd 
County, Kentucky.

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Masor Drury J. Burxert, banker and agriculturist, was born in 
Floyd County, Kentucky, August 15, 1842, a son of Armsted and 
Rebecca (Pigg) Burchett, natives of Floyd County, and a grandson 
of Drury Burchett who was born in Rockingham County, Virginia, 
married Miss Elizabeth McCune of Virginia and came to Floyd 
County where he became extensively interested in farming. He was 
a devout Methodist and a Democrat. They were parents of eight 
children. 

Armsted Burchett received a limited education and was reared and 
worked on a farm. After his marriage, he and his wife settled on a 
small farm in Floyd County but later removed to Louisa, Lawrence 
County, Kentucky, and there he died. He was a Republican in 
politics. They were parents of six children: Major Drury; Thomas, 
who lived in Johnson County; Sarah, who married L. M. Atkins and 
lived in Louisa; and Laura, who married a Mr. Holbrook. Probably 
the other two died young. 

Major Drury J. Burchett’s boyhood was spent on the farm. He 
was educated in the public schools. In 1849 he went with the family 
to Louisa where he continued to attend the public schools. A staunch 
Union man, he enlisted as a Private in Company “K?’’, 14th Regiment 
Kentucky Volunteer Infantry, in 1861; was promoted to Captain, 
March 1, 1862; promoted to Major, September 29, 1864; and mus- 
tered out of the service at Louisa, January 31, 1865. (Report of the 
Adjutant General of Kentucky, 1861-1866, Vol. I, pp. 872 and 890.) 

Returning to Louisa, he engaged in business there for a time 
during which he was nominated for Congress on the Republican 
Ticket but was defeated by only 129 votes in a strong Democratic 
district. He served as State representative from Boyd and Lawrence 
Counties. He was appointed by President Harrison as United 
States Marshall for Kentucky. and served as such for four years and 
four months. 

He organized a bank at Louisa and served as its president for 
15 years when, in 1900, he removed to Mt. Sterling, Kentucky, and 
was induced to become interested in the Traders National Bank of 
which he was.made president in 1912. 

He was married, first, to Adciaide Jones, on March 15, 1865 
Children: Mary R., married J. F. Ratliff; Emma, married George 
R. Vinson of Louisa (See Vinson Family.); John C., engaged in 
lumber business at Williamson, West Virginiz, and Drury J., Jr.. 
engaged in the coal business in Pike County, Kentucky. 

Mrs. Burchett died February 12, 1890, and Major Burchett was 
married, secondly, on April 30, 1896, to Miss Annie Regan, who was 
born in Montgomery County, Kentucky, in 1847, 
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Autan N,. Cisco, lawyer and judge, son of Hiram, a native of 
Scott County, Virginia and Sallie Ann (Nickell) Cisco of Morgan 
County, Kentucky, was born at West Liberty, Morgan County, Ken- 
tucky, January 1, 1866. He attended the rural public schools, West 
Liberty Academy, University of Kentucky for one year, Columbian 
University (now George Washington University) and was graduated 
from the National University Law School, Washington, D. C., with 
degree of LL.B., in 1894; admitted to the bar, 1894, and practiced 
law at West Liberty until November 2, 1915, when elected circuit 
judge of the 32nd judicial district; removed to Grayson, Kentucky, 
1916, where he resided until 1922 while serving as judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court. Judge Cisco served as U. S. Commissioner at West Li- 
berty from July 26, 1901, to January, 1916, when he resigned to as- 
sume the duties of Circuit Judge. In 1922 Judge Cisco removed 
to Ashland, Kentucky, for the practice of his profession and was 
joined by his son, Byron R., who continued as a member of the firm 
of Cisco & Cisco until 1925, when he went to Florida. 

On October 10, 1888, Judge Cisco was married to Miss Sarah 
C. Bays, daughter of John W. and Elizabeth (Spradlin) Bays of 
Floyd County, Kentucky. 

Judge Cisco was a Republican and was a delegate to the National 
Republican Convention which met in Chicago in 1908 and nominated 
William Howard Taft for president and James Sherman for vice- 
president. He was a member of the Boyd County and the Kentucky 
State Bar Association, was affiliated with the Knights of Pythias and 
was a very active member of the First Christian Church of Ashland. 
Children: Morton L. Cisco, lawyer; was graduated from the law 
department of Transylvania College and was attorney for the U. 8. 
Veterans Bureau at Louisville; married Miss Rena Rosenberg of the 
Shenandoah Valley of Virginia. Children: Morton, Jr., and Jack. 

Stella May Cisco; married Daniel 8S. Henry, secretary and treas- 
urer of McClintock-Field Company of Ashland. Children: John 
C., and Marylyn Mae. 

Jilliam Russell Cisco; married Luther Blair, prominent merchant 
and also postmaster at West Liberty. Children: William Allen, 
Martha Carolyn and James Luther. 


Byron R. Cisco, lawyer; educated in the public high schools and 
was graduated from the University of Kentucky with degree of 
LL.B.; practiced law at Ashland with his father from 1922 to 1925, 
when he went to Miami, Florida, where he continued to practice law; 
married Miss Goldie Smith of Huntington, West Virginia. Child- 
ren: Betty Ann. 


Jupee J. Mervin Hatn, educator, sometime public official and 
civic leader, was born on Bobb’s Branch in Johnson County, Ken- 
tucky, April 1, 1870, and died at his home near the Country Club 
on Davis Branch, that county, September 21, 1951, the only son of 
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Christopher Hall who migrated to Kentucky in early life from Gray- 
son County, Virginia, and Ellen (Preston) Hall, daughter of: Wil!- 
liam Preston, an early settler who lived near the mouth of Buffalo 
Shéal on the Big Sandy River. (See Moses Preston Family.) 


Judge Hall’s parents died early and he was compelled to rely on 
his own resources when very young but he managed to secure a good 
education: He attended the local public schools, the Normal School 
at East Point and Kentucky State University at Lexington. He had 
a successful career in public affairs for over 50 years and was widely 
known in the county and state. Beginning his public service as a 
school teacher, he taught in a majority of the school districts of the 
county and later in the schools of Paintsville. He served as super- 
visor of Johnson County schools for five years and subsequently was 
elected on the Democratic ticket and served as judge of the Johnsou 
County Court for a term of four years, being the only Democrat ever 
having been elected to that office in Johnson County. During his 
terms of office many public improvements were made, including 
modernization of the county jail, practically all county roads con- 
structed by the W. P. A., and the state highway underpass east of 
Paintsville on Route 40. 


Judge Hall desired to retire to the quiet life of his farm near 
Paintsville upon completion of his term as judge, but always being 
an active worker in county, state and national affairs, he accepted 
an appointment as United States Commissioner for the Eastern Ken- 
tucky District and served in that capacity until 1941 when he retired. 


_ Judge Hall loved his fellowmen and the welfare of the public 
always was first to him and above personal interest. The respon- 
sibility of his public positions, he always felt, and the results obtained 
confirmed the high opinion held of him by the people of the county 
and state. He was regarded as one of the ablest educators of his 
time and section of the State. 


Judge Hall was married to Miss Ella Davis, member of a pro- 
minent pioneer family of Johnson County. To this union was born 
seven children, five sons and two daughters. A daughter, Neva, died 
at age of 19 years; Lenora married Mr. Gullett and is connected 
with the Paintsville Hospital. Three of the sons (and also two 
erandsons) are well- known surgeons and physicians; one is a pro- 
fessional engineer ** and the other is a widely known minister of the 


Freewill Baptist Church. 


1. Mitchel Hall, civil engineer, historian and author, was born at 
Paintsville, Kentucky, March 27, 1899; educated in the public schools 
of Johnson County, and the Paintsville High School; was graduated 
from Big Sandy Seminary, at Paintsville, with degree of B. S.; 
Georgetown College, Georgetown, Kentucky, with degree of B.S.; and 
School of Engineering, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 1921. He is pro- 
fessionally a civil engineer and was connected with the Kentucky 
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State Highway Department, 1921-29; with the Missouri State High- 
way Department for some time and subsequently became head of an 
engineering staff of one of the major United States Air Commands. 


He served in World War I in the Infantry, U. 8. Army. 


Mr. Hall is the author of a History of Johnson County, Kentucky, 
2 volumes, published by the Standard Printing Company, Louisville, 
1928. He is actively interested in genealogy. 


He is a Democrat and a Protestant; is a member of the Kentucky 
State Historical Society, Institute of American Genealogy, American 
Legion, and was appointed delegate to: represent Kentucky on the 
pilgrimage to the birthplace of General George Rogers Clark, 1927. 


Mr. Hall married, June 17, 1920, Miss Hester Rice of Paintsville. 


STEPHEN Girarp Kinner, lawyer and judge, was born on Bear 
Creek, Lawrence County, Kentucky, July 20, 1848, a son of W. H. 
and Mahala Kinner, who removed to Boyd County, Kentucky, dur- 
in his youth. He was educated in the public schools, at Centre Col- 
lege, Danville, Kentucky, and at Ohio Wesleyan University; studied 
law with Ireland & Hampton at Catlettsburg, Kentucky, and was 
admitted to the bar, 1872, and was almost immediately elected city 
attorney of Catlettsburg; was elected and served as county attorney 
of Boyd County, 1874; elected twice as commonwealths attorney for 
the sixteenth judicial district and on the expiration of the last term 
was elected judge of the newly formed twentieth judicial district. He 
served for three terms, declining to stand for reelection in 1910, thus 
closing an honorable career of thirty-six years in public office. Upon 
retirement from the bench in 1910, he resumed the practice of law 
and continued active herein until his death on July 8, 1913. 

As a public prosecutor and a judge he stood high in the public 
regard, 


On September 14, 1871, Judge Kinner was married to Miss Ceres 
Wellman, a daughter of Jeremiah and Zerilda (Bowen) Wellman. 
Four daughters were born to this union, the youngest of whom died 
at the age of nineteen while attending college. Mr. Kinner died 
June 2, 1918, and left three daughters surviving: Mrs. Murray Al- 
bert of Baltimore, Maryland; Mrs. W. P. Wheeler of Ashland; and 
Mrs. George Dismukes of Catlettsburg. 


Witi1am Lewis, lawyer and judge, was born in Perry County, 
Kentucky, September 22, 1868, a son of Christopher Lewis, born in 
Perry County, 1844, and a grandson of Timothy and Nancy (Baker) 
Lewis, the former of whom was born in North Carolina, and the lat- 
ter in Perry County. This branch of the Lewis family is of English 
extraction and settled in North Carolina in early Colonial days. 

Christopher Lewis, farmer, clergyman of the Christian Church, 
and merchant, had service in the Union Army in the Three Forks 
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Battalion. He was a Republican in politics. He married Amy 
Templeton, who was born in Harlan County, 1841. They were the 
parents of nine children: Nancy, married Samuel Maggard, farmer 
and merchant of Leslie County; William; James H., resided in Leshe 
County where he was in the mercantile business; Felix, farmer, mer- 
chant and lumberman, resided in Leslie County; Matilda, married 
Elisha Pennington, a farmer of Leslie County; Malinda, married 
John York, farmer of Leslie County; Rhoda, married Grant Morgan, 
farm-owner of Leslie County and an employee of the Lexington & 
Eastern Railway Company; Wilson, a merchant of Leslie County; 
Katie, married James Browning, farmer and timberman of Leslie 
County. 


Judge William Lewis was educated in the rural schools of Leshe 
County, attended the Laurel County Seminary and received private 
instruction; began teaching in the public schools of Leslie County 
when 16 years of age and continued for eight years, in the meantime 
studying law; admitted to the bar, 1895, and was actively engaged 
in practice of law at Hyden, Leslie County, 1898-1904. 


A Republican in politics and a leader in the councils of his party, 
Judge Lewis held many public offices of honor and trust: Superin- 
tendent of public schools of Leslie County, 1894-1898; Sheriff, 1892- 
1893; State representative 1899-1900; Commonwealths Attorney, 
Twenty-seventh Judicial District, 1904 to May, 1909, when appointed 
Circuit Judge of the same district; elected Circuit Judge, November 
1909 for six-year term; reelected, November 1915 for six-year term 
ended, 1922. 


In 1904, Judge Lewis removed from Hyden, Leslie County, to 
London, Laurel County, where he subsequently lived. He was af- 
filiated with the Masons, a member of McKee Lodge No. 144, F & 
A.M., London Chapter No. 103, Royal Arch, London Commandery 
No. 33, Knights Templar and Korsair Temple, Ancient Arabic Order 
of Nobles of the Mystie Shrine at Louisville. He was also a mem- 
ber of the I1.0.0.F. Lodge and Knights of Pythias and the Kentucky 
State and American Bar Associations. He was a director of the 
Securities State Bank at Corbin and president of the Horse Creek 
Coal Company in Clay County. Both Judge and Mrs. Lewis were 
members of the First Presbyterian Church at London. 


On November 9, 1893, Judge Lewis was married to Miss Alice 
Morgan, who died September, 1920, daughter of A. B. and Martha 
(Pace) Morgan. They were the parents of two children: Ona May, 
the eldest, married Hon. H. M. Brock of Harlan County. (See 
Brock Family.); and Ray C., lawyer at London, who attended Sue 
Bennett Memorial Institute and St. Mary’s College near London; 
was graduated from the Law Department of Kentucky University 
with degree of LL.B and was a veteran of World War I. 
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JupcE Roserrt Taytor Parsons, onetime teacher, lawyer and 
public official, a son of Thomas and Chloe (Oney) Parsons, was born 
November 20, 1847, on Little Sandy River, Carter County, Kentucky. 
He was reared on his father’s farm and attended the local rural public 
schools in his youth. On Octover 1, 1863, when 15 years of age he 
enlisted in the Union Army and served as a private in Company “D”, 
40th Kentucky Regiment, until December 29, 1864, when honorably 
discharged. His public school training was supplemented by a course 
at the National Normal University at Lebanon, Ohio, after which 
he engaged in teaching in Carter and Elliott Counties for 12 years 
in the meantime studying law. He was admitted to the bar in 1885 
and practiced his profession at Sandy Hook, Kentucky, from 1885 to 
1915. In 1916 he located at Greenup, Kentucky, where he continued 
to practice his profession until January 1, 1926, when he assumed the 
duties of Judge of the Greenup County Court, having been elected 
to that office the previous November for the four-year term ending 
December 31, 1930. 

Judge Parsons was a Republican in polities and held many public 
offices of honor and trust. He was civil engineer (surveyor?) of 
Elliott County, 1880-1884; represented Carter and Elliott Counties 
in Constitutional Convention that formed the present constitution 
of the State; and served as judge of the Greenup County Court, 1926- 
1930. 


On September 20, 1866, Judge Parsons was married to Miss 
Emily Ann Whitt, a daughter of Abijah and Nancy (Boggs) Whitt 
of Carter County. Mrs. Parsons died February 26, 1916. 


Children: Elvira Josephine Parsons, born January 20, 1868; 
married B. B. Fannin, lumberman of Morgan County, Kentucky. 

John Thomas Parsons, born April 2, 1870; married Miss Lucinda 
Flanery of Carter County. He was foreman for the C. & O. Railway 
Company at Ashland, Kentucky. 

Edward Abijah Parsons, born March 6, 1873; married Miss 
Blanche Hall of South Portland, Maine. He was employed as agent 
at Galveston, Texas, for the Santa Fe Railway Company. 

Laurenda Parsons, born February 16, 1876; married 8S. D. Click, 
furniture dealer of Ashland, Kentucky. 

Charles Parsons born May 10, 1879; married Miss Ida Flanery 
of Carter County (a sister of Mrs. John Thomas Parsons). He en- 
gaged in farming in the vicinity of Wheelersburg, Ohio. 

John Milton Parsons, born February 1, 1881, died October 11, 
1904, 

William Henry Parsons, born December 10, 1883; volunteered and 
served in World War I and was killed in action, October 28, 1917. 

Roscoe Parsons, born March 11, 1888; married Miss Cleffie Hol- 
brook of Elliott County; served as postmaster at Sandy Hook, Ken- 
tucky. . 
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Joun Frew Srewarrt, teacher, lawyer and public official, was 
born in Western Pennsylvania in 1883; educated at Westminister 
College, New Wilmington, Pennsylvania, completing a three year’s 
course. Subsequently he engaged in teaching for six or seven years. 


Coming to Kentucky, he became principal of the Big Sandy 
Academy at Catlettsburg in October, 1857. Many of his pupils be- 
came prominent in Eastern Kentucky, among others, the Moors, the 
Richardsons, the Pritchards, the Burgesses and the Pattons. Judge 
S. G. Kinner also was a pupil in his school.’ 


John Frew Stewart began the study of law in the offices of Moore 
and Gallup at Louisa in 1859 and was admitted to the bar in 1860. 
He was elected county attorney of Lawrence County, 1862, and soon 
thereafter entered the Union Army; was enrolled November 18, 1862, 
and commissioned a second lieutenant of Co. “B”, 39th Kentucky 
Volunteer Infantry; promoted to adjutant January 21, 1863; and 
commissioned a major, November 22, 1864, but never mustered as 
such; resigned February 2, 1865.” 


Becoming a resident of Johnson County, he held many positions of 
honor and trust: deputy collector of Internal Revenue; United States 
Commissioner, School Commissioner of Johnson County and Judge 
of the Johnson County Court. 


He was a Republican in politics and a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was married but had no children. 


JupcE Roscor Vanover, sometime teacher, lawyer and judge, son 
of John and Keziah (Landreth) Vanover, natives of Allegheny 
County, North Carolina, was born in Wise County, Virginia, Sept- 
ember 7, 1863; attended the rural public schools, began teaching at 
the age of 18 years and continued for 14 years; studied law, admitted 
to the bar in 1895 and practiced law at Pikeville, Kentucky with 
success until 1919; elected judge of the Circuit Court of Pike and 
Letcher Counties in 1919 to vos: the term of Judge John F. But- 
ler, deceased. 


Judge Vanover was a Republican in politics and an active and 
consistent member of the Christian Chureh. He was a Royal Arch 
Mason and a member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 


He married in Pike County, September 10, 1885, Miss Martha 
Potter, born 1868, daughter of Boone John Potter of Pike County. 
They were parents of thirteen children—seven sons and six daugh- 
ters. Three sons and a son-in-law volunteered and had service in 
World War I; Roscoe, Jr., was commissioned a leutenant, U. S. 
Army; Russell served in the Medical Department, U. S. Army; 
John was in training for a commission at Gettysburg and at Camp 
Greene, North Carolina, and son-in-law, F. F. Williams was in train- 
ing for commission at Camp Green. 
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Rurvus Humpurey Van Sanv, sometimes public official, business 
man engaged in the lumber industry, was born in Morgan County, 
Kentucky, September 8, 1862, and died in Ashland, Boyd County, 
Kentucky, a son of William H. Var Sant who was born in Russell 
County, Virginia, October 15, 1819; was educated in the public 
schools of Scott County, Virginia; came to Kentucky when a young 
man and taught in the public schools of then Morgan, now Elliott 
County for five years, and was subsequently engaged in stock trading. 
He was possessed of fine literary attainments, was highly respected 
for his manly character and sound views on matters of public interest 
and wielded a healthful induence among his neighbors. He was a 
Union Democrat during the Civil War. He died in Elliott County, 
April 29, 1870, and was buried near Martinsburg. His father was 
one of the early settlers of Pennsylvania who migrated to Maryland 
and finally to Russell County, Virginia, where he died. 


Rufus H. Van Sant’s mother was Levisa Hunter who was born in 
Greenville, Tennessee ; educated in Morgan County, Kentucky, public 
schools; married William H. Van Sant, December 24, 1841. She 
survived her husband 23 years, dying July 3, 1893. Her father, Ben- 
jamin Franklin Hunter, was born in Tennessee, in 1800; came to 
Morgan County and engaged in farming there until his death in 1875. 
He married Elizabeth Drake, born in Tennessee, in 1802, and died 
in Morgan County in February 1872. The Hunters were descendants 
of a highly respectable English family. 


Rufus H. Van Sant was educated in Morgan County under the 
careful and able training of his father; was engaged in teaching in 
the public schools of Elliott County, 1870-1880; was deputy clerk of 
the Elhott County Cireuit Court, 1880-1886; and was elected clerk 
of that court in 1886 and served until 1892; served as master com- 
missioner of the E!hott Cireuit Court, 1884-1895. 


While serving as deputy circuit clerk in 1881, he became interested 
in the lumber industry at Leon, Kentucky, purchasing the lumber 
taken from the forests of Elliott County along the Little Sandy 
River. In this way he became an extensive lumber dealer and 
broker; and in 1894 he established his home at Ashland, Kentucky, 
where he formed and organized the lumber firm of which he was 
senior member and the energetic and capable manager. 


Mr. Van Sant was a Democrat and was a leader and wise counselor, 
serving In many capacities, among others, as Chairman of the State 
Executive Committee. He was Knight Templar and Shriner and a 


member of the lumber association known as the “Concatenated Order 
of Hoo Hoo”. 

He married December 3, 1879, Anna W. Hannah, daughter of 
James W. Hannah of Elliott County. (See Hannah Family.) She 
was born in Kanawha County, West Virginia, September 12, 1862. 
Three children were born to this union: Mexie, born April 17, 1892; 
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Harold Henderson, born October 5, 1894; and a daughter who died in 
infancy. 


Joun Westey Woops, lawyer and financier at Ashland, Kentucky, 
was born at Webbville, Lawrence County Kentucky, February 6, 
1871, a son of William Henry and Mary Bentley Woods. William 
Henry Woods was a prosperous farmer and stock dealer at Webb- 
ville and served as judge of the Lawrence County Court for one 
term. He was born May 4, 1842, and died July 17, 1912. Mary 
Bentley Woods was a daughter of Benjamin and Elizabeth ,( Baker) 
Bentley, early settlers of Letcher County, Kentucky. She was born 
in 1851 and died in 1883. 


John W. Woods was educated in the public schools of Lawrence 
County and was graduated from the A & M. College (now the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky) with degree of A. B., 1896; studied law under 
the direction of Alexander Lackey of Louisa and in 1897 was admit- 
ted to the bar at Louisa where he practiced his profession until 1902 
when he located at Ashland, Kentucky, where he continued practicing 
for a number of years. He was connected with the Third National 
Bank of Ashland and was president; aided in organizing the Ashland 
Building and Loan Association and was a director; and represented 
the Southern Securities Corporation of Ashland in a similar capacity. 


_ A Democrat in politics, he served as county attorney for Boyd 
County, 1906-1910. He was a Mason and a member of the Kiwanis 
Club and the Sigma Chi, a college fraternity. 


On June 29, 1909, Mr. Woods was married to Miss Frances Mills 
Peebles, daughter of Robert and Harriet (Boal) Peebles. Children: 
Mary Bentley Woods, born July 4, 1910; John Wesley Woods, Jr., 
born March 19, 1912; Robert Peebles Woods, born June 20, 1913; 
Frances Halstead Woods, born April 19, 1915; Harriet Boal Woods, 
born December 25, 1918; William Winston Woods, born July 15, 
1920.

ADAMS FAMILY OF MAGOFFIN COUNTY 


The Adamses were numerous in Eastern Kentucky and South- 
eastern Kentucky in pioneer days. One Witrtram Apams, second in 
descent from the early pioneer of his family, settled at Licking 
Station, present Salyersville, Magoffin County. He was a man of 
importance and prominence in his community. Not only was he a 
large farmer, but a merchant, manufacturer and hotel keeper. He 
conducted a large tannery, shoe shop, saddlery, flour mill, ete., with 
profit to himself, giving employment to many men. 


William Adams’ children and grandchildren have come to honor, 
and are prominent people. One son, Smith Adams, a captain in the 
Union Army during the Civil War, married Josophine Proctor.’ 


Among their children is Colonel Roscoe E. Adams, physician, 
born at Salyersville, Kentucky, April 5, 1877; educated in public 
schools of Magoftin County. and was eraduated from Magoffin County 
High School, 1894: student at Georgetown (Kentucky) College, pre- 
medical two years, (1894-95); M. D. Barnes Medical Gollesc: St. 
Louis, 1898. 


Dr. Adams enlisted in the National (Kentucky) State Guard, 
1908, was commissioned a second lieutenant; transferred to U. S. 
Medical Corps (Reserve), 1911, and commissioned first lieutenant ; 
promoted to rank of captain, 1914; mustered into Federal service, 
1916, and detailed to service on Mexican border; promoted to rank of 
major in 1917. Upon entry of the United States in World War I 
in 1917, he was sent to Camp Shelby and in 1918 was transferred 
overseas for service. In France he served with 22nd U. 8. Engineers 
as lieutenant colonel; was promoted to heutenant colonel in 1919. 


Returning to the United States, Colonel Adams was transferred 
to the U. S. Health Department, receiving appointment of Desig- 
nated Examiner, September 8, 1919; promoted to service with the U. 
S. Veterans Administration August 8, 1921; attained rank of Colonel, 
1923, retired May, 1928. Colonel Adams married January 8, 1901, 
M. Lenore Patrick of Salyersville, daughter of Judge and Mrs. A. 
T. Patrick. They had one son, Richmond Adams. 

In politics he is a Republican; in religion, a Methodist. Frater- 
nities: Mason, Knight Templar, Shrine, a member of the Kentucky 
State Medical Association; National Association of Military Sur- 
geons; Military Order of World War I.

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ADAMS FAMILY OF PIKE COUNTY 


Caprarn AtexaNnprer E. Apams was born in Lee County, Virginia, 

August 15, 1835, and came to Whitesburg, Letcher County, Kentucky, 
at the age of ten years and was entered as “store boy” in the service 
of his brother-in-law, D. I. Vermillion, prominent merchant of that 
town. He became an expert in the fur trade and during the proper 
seasons traversed and bought furs:for his employer in Letcher, Perry, 
and Harlan Counties, Kentucky, Lee County, Virginia, and Hancock 
County, Tennessee. Abandonitg'the fur trade, he attended a good 
country school in Lee County for atime and afterwards attended 
Sneedsville Academy, Sneedsville, Tennessee. His funds becoming 
exhausted, he returned to. Whitesburg and again entered the service 
-of his brother-in-law: as a clerk in his store. Subsequently he was:a 
student at Mossy Creek College in Tennessee and afterwards was 
graduated with honors from the Baltimore Commercial College in 
1861. | a oe 

Mr. Adams was a staunch Union man and was nominated for 
State representative at a convention of Union men at. Pikeville, 
Kentucky, in 1861. He accepted the nomination but was defeated.’ 
He recruited a company of soldiers for the Union Army and was 
made captain of Company “D”, 19th Kentucky Volunteer Infantry. 
He was mustered in January 2, 1862, at Harrodsburg, Kentucky, and 
was mustered out March 19, 1863 (resigned ).’ 


In 1863 Captain Adams married Miss Georgia A. Dils, eldest 
daughter of Colonel John A. Dils, Jr., of Pikeville. (See Dils 
Family.) Captain Adams held many offices of honor and trust: He 
was State representative from Pike County; was appointed United 
States Assessor of Pike County, but soon resigned; appointed assis- 
tant Marshall of Kentucky in 1870; was commissioned, April 3, 
1870, by President Grant as Consul at Port Said, Egypt, but the 
Congress failing to make an appropriation, he resigned and came 
home. He was tendered the United States Marshalship of Kentucky, 
‘but declined; was State Senator, 1879. He was a delegate to the 
Republican National Convention at Chicago, June 1880, which no- 
minated Garfield for President, and was, among others, presented a 
medal commemorative of the thirty-six ballots cast by the “Old 
Guard” for General Grant for President in that convention. 

During a greater part of his career Captain Adams was engaged 
in mercantile pursuits.

The Auxier family is of French descent. The progenitor of this 
family in Eastern Kentucky was Mrcuarrt Auxigr’ who was born on 
the left branch of the Seine River in France near the town of Aux- 
erre which is the French name for Auxier. He was a soldier in the 
French Army in the war of the Austrian Succession, 1748. After 
the war he went to the Rhine River Valley and married a woman 
of Holland (Dutch descent) who, it is said, lived on the Rhine River 
in Germany. Emigrating from the. Rhine in Germany with his 
family to America in 1755 he settled in Pennsylvania where they 
lived until the close of the Revoluionary War. Subsequently certain 
members of the family migrated to Virginia and to Kentucky.

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BAILEY FAMILY 


1. Caprarn Jonn Bairey was the ancestor of a rarge family of 
Baileys of Bath County, Kentucky, members of whom removed to 
Carter and Elliott Counties. He was born in North Carolina, prob- 
ably in Orange County, and married Sarah Tatum in that state. He 
migrated to Lincoln County, Kentucky, with his family about 1772 
and on March 29, 1780 he was commissioned a Captain, Virginia 
State Troops (Clark’s Illinois Regiment’) and had service with his 
organization in the Revolutionary War.

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BALLINGER FAMILY OF KNOX COUNTY 


The Ballingers were among the most prominent and influential 
pioneer families of Southeastern Kentucky. They were farmers and 
slave holders; many held public office and some were lawyers. 


*eJohn,* 2. Richard, 43.ykdwards and» *i4),/Frankhn ‘Bal- 
linger, apparently brothers, migrated from North Carolina and settled 
in what is now Knox County, Kentucky, before the county was formed 
and organized. 


1. Jonn BaLLincEeR was commissioned by Governor Garrard as 
one of the first Justices of Knox County, and took the oath of office 
June 23, 1800. He was a State representative from Knox County 
in 1806. 


2. Ricnarp Batuirncer was elected clerk pro tem of the Knox 
County Court on June 23, 1800, at the first session of the court. He 
was a slaveholder, having listed twelve negro slaves for taxation in 
1810. He represented Knox County in the State Senate in 1821-26. 
One Richard Ballinger m. Millie Herndon in Knox County, June 
21, 1810.

His familiarity with Shakespeare led to his being given that 
asa nickname. Scott’s novels and poetry were very familiar to him. 
(He) knew English history; read newspapers and (was) exceeding 
well informed on the history of the day.’” 

James FI’. Ballinger migrated to Iowa after his daughter, Lucy L. 
and her husband, Samuel Freeman Miller, subsequently justice of the 
Supreme Court, had settled at Keokuk, that State.

6. Witiram Pirr Bariincrr, lawyer, served under his father as 
deputy County Court Clerk of Knox County for a number of years 
and while so serving issued license, October 8, 1842, to Samuel Free- 
man Miller and Lucy L. Ballinger, the father, James F. Ballinger 
being present and consenting. 


In 1848, William Pitt Ballinger migrated and settled in Texas. 
He served in the Mexican War and upon discharge and return home 
to Texas he was admitted to the bar. He became one of the most 
respected lawyers of the Southwest, and in 1874 was appointed judge 
of the Supreme Court of Texas, which office he promptly declined. 


He was seriously considered by President Hayes in connection with 
the vacancy on the Supreme Court Bench in 1877.

SAMUEL FREEMAN MILLER, sometime physician, lawyer and jurist, 
was b. at Richmond, Kentucky, April 5, 1816, a son of Frederick Mil- 
ler and Patsy Freeman, who were m. in 1815. Frederick Miller was 
of Pennsylvania German stock and had migrated from the vicinity 
of Reading, that State. Patsy Freeman was one of the 13 children 
of Samuel Freeman whose family had come from North Carolina 
prior to 1782. 


Mr. Miller was reared on a farm and attended the academy in 
Richmond where, it is said, he stood at the head of his class and to 
have been particularly strong in English grammar and mathematics. 
His biographer ”* says that his mind bore no marks of the trammels 
of a formal education; that he had no predilections for manual labor ; 
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that in later life he used to say that his motto was “never walk when 
vou can ride; never sit when you can lie.” 


On leaving school Mr. Miller became clerk in the drugstore of Dr. 
Leverill, a relative of his mother, and then, as he later wrote, “at the 
age of eighteen began the study of medicine”, and after several years 
of study which included two courses of lectures in the medical de- 
partment of Transylvania University, at Lexington, he received the 
degree of MD. in 1838. 


Between the first and second years. at Transylvania University, 
Mr. Miller became a resident of Barbourville, County Seat of Knox 
County, a town of less than two hundred inhabitants. The popula- 
tion of the county was about seven thousand, of which less than one- 
tenth were slaves. In politics the county was overwhelmingly Whig. 
Thanks to the intellectua! vigor of its citizens, Barbourville was later 
described somewhat expansively as having been the “Athens of the 
Kentucky Highlands from the early days until the railroad pene- 
trated the county”. 


On May 27, 1837, Mr. Miller participated 1m the organization of 
the Barbourville Debating Society, and thereafter was the foremost 
participant in its encounters. Every Saturday “at early candlelight” 
a dozen or so of the young men of the town would meet at the court- 
house and debate some question of current interest. When winter 
set in the Society disbanded, but reappeared in 1838 and 1839. Here 
Mr. Miller discovered his ability for effective public address and 
developed those traits which caused him to turn from medicine to 
law. As the journal of the Society® shows, he was an enthusiastic 
Whig, an advocate of constitutional revision which would put slavery 
in Kentucky in due course of extinction. 


Mr. Miller’s chief rival in debate was Green Adams.’ Another 
was Joseph Eve.” A young lawyer named Silah Woodson * was an- 
other member of the Society. On April 4, 1864, when Montana was 
about to be organized as a territory, Mr. Miller recommended Wood- 
son to President Lincoln for Chief Justice of the Territory, but a 
different selection was made. Apparently it was from Woodson’s 
books that Mr. Miller did his first surreptitious reading in the law. 
The log cabin used by Woodson and Miller is still standing in Bar- 
bourville. 


About 1845, as Mr. Miller later wrote of himself, he decided to 
change his profession, and after two years of study of the law with 
Judge Ballinger—probably 4. Judge Franklin Ballinger, a kins- 
man of Mrs. Miller and a member of the Debating Society, he was 
admitted to the bar of the Knox County Circuit Court, March 22, 
1847, on motion of Silas Woodson. 


Mr, Miller served as a Justice of the Peace of nnee County from 
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April 1, 1844, to August, 1849, when he resigned. He was an active 
emancipationist and aspired to a seat in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1849, but deferred to the claims of his friend, Silas Woodson, 
on the condition that the latter stand openly in favor of the gradual 
emancipation of slavery. 


When Mr. Miller, whose antipathy of slavery went back to a day 
in childhood when he had seen his old negro “mammy” flogged, be- 
came satisfied that slavery would never be voluntarily abolished in a 
slave state, he decided to leave Kentucky and in the Autumn of 1849 
first saw the town of Keokuk, Iowa, in a general tour of the North- 


west. He decided to make that place his home and arrived there on. 


the 7th day of May, 1850, with his family. 


At Keokuk, Mr. Miller formed a partnership with Lewis R. 
Reeves, the best lawyer there and soon was engaged in a large»and 
remunerative practice and took front rank among the lawyers of 
the State. Mr. Reeves died in 1854, and after the death of Mrs. Mil- 
ler, November 12, 1854, Mr. Miller married Mrs. Reeves. 


Mr. Miller took a leading part in organizing the Republican 
Party and was a candidate, sometimes active and sometimes passive, 
for high public office in his adopted State. 


On June 16, 1862, President Lincoln named Mr. Miller as a 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States and he was con- 
firmed by the Senate in half an hour without reference to committee, 
a courtesy usually reserved for persons who have been members of 
that body. 


What Justice Miller regarded as his greatest opinion was in the 
case of the United States vs. Lee wherein specifically the judgement 
holds that an action of ejectment can be maintained against an officer 
in possession under claim of title in the United States, where the Uni- 
ted States is not a party and has not consented to suit. As Justice 
Miller elsewhere related the facts, which gave the case its peculiar 
human interest, it “was a suit by Lee, who had married a descendant 
of Martha Washington, to recover the Arlington estate which had 
been seized by order of President Lincoln during the War, and part 
of it converted into a cemetery for the dead of our side. The officers 
of the Army set up the President’s order as sufficient defense of their 
possession.” 


After holding the English cases on the immunity of the sovereign 
to be inapplicable to our form of constitutional government, and the 
American precedents to uphold the maintenance of the action, Justice 
Miller examined the question, “upon principle and apart from the 
authority of adjudged cases,” and concluded: No man in this country 
is so high that he is above the law. No officer of the law may set the 
law at defiance with impunity. All the officers of the government 
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from the highest to the lowest, are creatures of the law, and are bound 
to obey it. 


Justice Miller lived for the greater part of his life in Washington, 
D. C., at 1415 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W. He died in 1890.

March 3, 1849) and elected as the candidate of the American Party to the Thirty- 
sixth Congress (March 4, 1859-March 3, 1861).

® Joseph Eve, lawyer, held many public offices of honor and trust: State Representa- 
tive from Knox County, 1810, 1811, 1815; State Senator 1817-1821; Major of the 
29th Regiment Kentucky Militia, War of 1812; Judge of the Knox Circuit Court, 
1826-1828. He married Betsey Withers, November 15, 1811. 


6 Silas Woodson, lawyer, was born in Kentucky, presumably in Knox County, in 1817. 
He held many public offices of honor and trust: County Attorney for Knox County ; 
Commonwealth’s Attorney for the Knox Circuit; State representative from Knox 
County, 1842, 1853-55; member of the Constitutional Convention of 1849 from 
Knox and Harlan Counties; was appointed as minister to the Republic of Texas.

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BENNETT FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 


The name of Bennett originated 
from the personal name of Bene- 


discite, Benediste, Bendish, Bennett. 

The founder of the Bennett 
family, which has been a prominent 
one in America, particularly in the 
Southern States for many gene- 
rations, was Richard. He was a 
nephew of Edward Bennett, a 
wealthy merchant of London, and 
a member of the Virginia Com- 
pany. 

#Hennett Richard Bennett was identified 
in his adopted home, Virginia, witb 
many public offices. He served as 

a member of the Council, 1642-1649. He later removed to Maryland, 
but returned to Virginia, and, in 1661, was appointed by Parliament 
one of the commissioners to reduce Virginia and Maryland. He was 
Governor of the Colony in 1652. 

Robert Bennett, a brother of Edward Bennett of London, also 
came to Virginia, prior to 1623, and took up a grant of land in 
Nansemond County.

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BIGGS FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 
BIGGE—BIGGS 


The surname bBigge seems to be of Scandanavian origin. The 
name Robert Bigge is bourne on the Hundred Rolls of England. 


The Biggs family of Greenup County, Kentucky, is of Scotch- 
Irish descent, being one of those families of Scotland that took up 
arms to defend the Presbyterian form of church government. They 
were persecuted and fled to Ireland for refuge. Three brothers 
Biggs emigrated from Ireland and settled at or near the present 
Brownsville, Pennsylvania, about the middle of the 18th century. 


The Biggses served in all the early Colonial wars. Captain John 
Biggs was an Indian fighter and settled near present Zanesville, Ohio. 
He was killed in 1773 near Wheeling, Virginia, now West Virginia, 
along with Lieutenant Ashley. General Jack Biggs settled on the 
Miami River near Cincinnati. He also was in Indian wars. Wil- 
ham Biggs of Virginia was with General George Rogers Clark at 
Fort Jefferson, 1780. General Benjamin Biggs was stationed at Fort 
Lawrence in 1773, when he was attacked by Indians and killed. 


1. AnprEw Bicaes was the progenitor of the Biggs family of 
Greenup County, Kentucky.

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BLACK FAMILY OF KNOX COUNTY 


1. ALexanpeR Brack was the ancestor of a branch of the Black 
family that settled in Knox County, Kentucky, in pioneer days. He 
was a native of Ireland of Scotch-Irish descent and was reared and 
educated in his native land from which shortly after his marriage 
he emigrated with his young wife to America and established his 
home in South Carolina where he continued associated with the 
farming industry. He removed to the eastern part of Tennessee and 
later came as a pioneer into Knox County, Kentucky. He instituted 
reclamation and development of one of the finest estates in Knox 
County; was influential in public affairs and general community life 
and was a commanding figure in connection with early stages of civic 


and material development and progress of Knox County yet he

A staunch Democrat, he was a leader in the councils and cam- 
paign activities of his party and was honored and elected by the 
people to many offices of honor and trust: He was State representa- 
tive from Knox and Whitley Counties, 1876; served as School Com- 
missioner of Knox County, 1884-5; president of Union College, 1911- 
-12; first assistant Attorney General of Kentucky, 1912; Lieutenant- 
Governor of Kentucky, 1915-May, 1919; Governor of Kentucky, May 
1919-Dec., 1919; Chief Prohibition Enforcement Officer, 1920. 


Among the real estate holdings of Governor Black were his fine 
home property at corner of Main & High Streets in Barbourville and 
2,000 acres of coal and other mineral lands in Whitley, Bell and 
Knox Counties. He was president of the National Bank of John 
A. Black for several years and a director of the Barbourville Ceme- 
tery Company. 


Governor Black was a Democrat in politics and he and Mrs. 
Black were members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was 
a member of Mountain Lodge No. 187 F & A. M. of Barbourville — 
sometimes serving as Master; member of Barbourville Chapter No. 
137, Royal Arch Masons; affiliated with the council of Royal and 
Select Masters, of London, Kentucky; affiiated with the Ryan Com- 
mandery No. 17, Knight Templars (York Rite) at Danville, Ken- 
tucky ; was a member of Korsair Temple of the Ancient Arabic Order 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine in Louisville.

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BLAIR FAMILY OF PENNSYLVANIA, VIRGINIA, 
MARYLAND AND EASTERN KENTUCKY 


The Blair family of the United States is of Scottish extraction. 
The Blars or Blairs may be traced back to the days of the turbulent 
feudalist wars between England and Scotland. Among them in Scot- 
land are the Blairs of Agrshire, of Balthyock in Perthshire, of Wig- 
ton, and of Renfrew. Documentary evidence indicates that one Wil- 
liam deBlair lived in 1205 during the reign of William the Lion. 
One genealogist has traced the Belairs from France to Scotland and 
believed they originated in France. Those were the day of royal 
fiefs, when nobles and ecclesiastics vied with each other for favors 
of the crown. The Blairs shared in some of these titles, and still 
point with pride to Blair castle in Perthshire. They were of mid- 
land Scottish blood and temperament, “bonnie fichters,” and rebels. 
A Bryce Blair was treacherously slain by the English one year be- 
fore King Edward called his Model Parliament; another Bryce 
Blair of high lineage escaped with his wife and daughter (1625) ina 
coal sloop to Ireland. There he possessed himself of a farm of four 
hundred acres near Carrickfergus. The Blairs led the inhabitants of 
Derry in the struggle against King James II, in 1689, until King 
William III gave them relief. Valiant Colonel Jamie Blair was 
there, and so was Lieutenant David Blair. The former emigrated to 
America and died in New England in 1773. In the rebellion of 
1798 Samuel Blair led the sons of “Hearts O’ Steel.” 


Descendants of the Blairs still live in Ireland, where, as Ulster- 
men, they staunchly oppose Home Rule. 


One branch of the Blair family of the United States is traceable 
to the Bryce Blair who escaped from Scotland to Ireland in the coal 
sloop. During the first half of the 18th century one of these Blairs 
named Samuel became the father of many sons and daughters; sons, 
William, Samuel, John and James; and daughters: Elizabeth, 
Esther, Martha and Mary. These children were born in County 
Arenagh, Ireland, and were cousins to James Logan, Secretary to 
William Penn of Pennsylvania. Samuel Blair, the father, was, 
probably of Ballyvallough. Six of the children emigrated to America 
just when is not definitely known. Like many of their fellow country- 
men, they followed the main tide of Seotch Irish migration to New 
York and Pennsylvania and sought their haven of prosperity in old 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, where they were welcomed in the home 
of the scholarly Dr. William Tennent, a distinguished minister of the 
Presbyterian Church, and schoolmaster, who, in 1727, established the 
“Log College”. Samuel Blair and John Blair became students at 
the Log College and subsequently became eminent ministers of the 
Presbyterian Church, and teachers. 


1. Rev. Samver Buarr was b. June 14, 1712; was educated at the 
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Log College; was licensed to preach in the fall of 1733, and preached 
in New Jersey. Six years later he established a seminary of learn- 
ing at Fage’s Manor which he conducted to 1757, date of death. His 
descendants mainly remained in the Kast. 


2. Rev. Joun Brarr was b. in 1718; was educated at the Log Col- 
lege; was ordained to preach the faith of the New Lights (Presbyter- 
ian Church) in 1742 and preached in Pennsylvania and made ex- 
peditions to and organized churches in Virginia, in, among other 
places, Augusta county. At the death of his brother Samuel, he took 
charge at Fagg’s Manor. He was called to the chair of divinity at 
Princeton, 1766, and taught and preached there and acted as vice- 
president of that university. Subsequently he accepted the pastorate 
of the Presbyterian Church at Walkkill (now Montgomery), New 
York, where he died December 8, 1771. 


The Rev. John Blair married Elizabeth Durbarrow. To this 


union twelve children were born, one of whom was a son 


3. James Blair who was b. at Flagg’s Manor in Pennsylvania in 
1762. After receiving the best education which the early frontier 
schools and his scholarly father could give him, he became a student 
at Princeton; he read law; removed to Abingdon, Virginia, and 
practiced law there; was elected to the state Legislative Assembly as 
a member representing a westerr county; and became as active in the 
politics of his state as his location permitted. 


Seeking better fields to the westward, he migrated over Boone’s 
Wilderness Trail to Kentucky and established himself at Frankfort, 
the State Capitol, where he passed a perfunctory examination and 
was admitted to the bar. He served as attorney general for Ken- 
tucky for twenty years, 1796-1816. 


While residing in Virginia James Blair m. Elizabeth Smith, one 
of the four daughters of Francis Smith and his wife, Ann (Preston) 
Smith, daughter of John Preston, the immigrant, a Virginia planter 
of Scotch-Irish extraction, founder of the famous Preston family, the 
history of which has been traced back in England to 1165, and is pro- 
bably as pure Anglo-Saxon as any family in America. John Pres- 
ton, the immigrant, m. in Ireland, Elizabeth Patton, sister of Colonel 
James Patton, wealthy ship-owner, who received a grant of 120,000 
acres of land in Augusta county, Virginia. They had four children 
other than Ann: Colonel William Preston, who m. Susanna Smith of 
Hanover county, Virginia; Letitia Preston, who m. Colonel Robert 
Breckenridge of Virginia; Margaret Preston, who m. Rev. John 
Brown, a Presbyterian minister; and Mary Preston, who m. John 
Howard of Virginia. Some of these Prestons, Breckenridges and 
Browns emigrated to and settled in Kentucky and some of them be- 
came distinguished statesmen, diplomats, lawyers, Judges, physicians, 
and preachers. Other Descendants of John Preston, the immigrant, 
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m. into the families of Marshall, Madison, Cary, Wallace, Lewis, 
Trigg, Peyton, McDowell, Floyd, Buchanan, Johnson, Carrington, 
Crittenden, Grayson, Gibson, Humphreys, Hart, Jessup, Gist, Lee, 
Taylor, Freemont, Randolph, Hampton, Wickliffe, Campbell, Porter, 
Cabell, Benton and many other prominent families of Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and the southern states. 


3. James Buair and his wife, Elizabeth (Smith) Blair, had seven 
children of whom a son 


4, Francis Preston Brarr, editor, politician and political writer, 
was b. at Abingdon, Washington county, Virginia, April 12, 1791. 
Owing to a deficiency in his vocal powers he did not follow in his 
father’s footsteps and adopt the law as a profession. However, he 
studied law was admitted to the bar but never practiced. He distin- 
guished himself as a student of rhetoric and as a linguist. He was 
educated at Transylvania University, Lexington, Kentucky, where 
he was graduated with honors in 1811. Having volunteered for ser- 
vice in the War of 1812, when Vincennes was reached on the march 
to the Canadian border, he became incapacitated for military service 
by reason of hemorrhage of the lungs and his commander, Gov- 
ernor Shelby, on whose staff he was serving, was forced to leave him 
behind. With a view of improving his health he settled on a farm 
on Bensons Creek, a small stream near Frankfort. 


He had already formed definite conclusions on the political issues 
of the day and vigorously and ably supported these conclusions in 
phamphlets and in the press. He opposed the rechartering of the 
United States Bank; and he and his father, who was then attorney 
general of Kentucky, prepared the argument to sustain the state 
law passed to expel the United States Bank from Kentucky through 
state taxation. He affiliated with and vigorously supported the Re- 
hef Party (New Court Party) in the state and was chosen clerk of 
the new Court of Appeals which was established pursuant of an act 
of the Legislature which had, by legislative enactment, abolished the 
existing Court of Appeals. He seized and held for a time the records 
of the Court. 


Having removed to Washington, D. C., in December, 1830, he 
founded The Globe, at Washington, which was made the Democratic 
party organ by President Jackson. He edited The Globe until the 
early days of President Polk’s administration when he retired to his 
plantation home at Silver Spring, Maryland, near Washington, where 
he d. October 18, 1876, in his eighty-sixth year. 


Francis Preston Brair m. in the Governor’s Mansion at Frank- 
fort, Kentucky, Eliza Violet Gist, daughter of Colonel Nathaniel 
Gist of Kentucky, and granddaughter of Christopher Gist, noted 
pioneer. They had four children of whom two sons 
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5. Montgomery Blair, lawyer, judge, statesman, was b. at Frank- 
fort, Kentucky, May 10, 1813; educated in the public schools of 
Frankfort; entered Transylvania University, Lexington, Kentucky, 
but left before graduation and entered the military academy at West 
Point from which graduated in 1835 when he was commissioned a 
lieutenant in the Army to serve in the Seminole Indian war; resign- 
ed his commission in 1836 and reentered Transylania University to 
study law; entered the law office of Senator Thomas Hart Benton, at 
St. Louis, Missouri, 1837; was appointed United States Attorney 
General of Missouri, 1841; served as‘mayor of St. Louis, 1842-43; 
and judge of the Court of Common Pleas, St. Louis, during the Mexi- 
can War which position he resigned to practice law; removed to 
Washington, D. C. in 18538 to practice before the United States Su- 
preme Court; represented Dred Scott before the Supreme Court 
(1857); was solicitor general of the United States Court of Claims, 
1853; postmaster general in the cabinet of President Lincoln, 1861 
to September 23, 1864, when his resignation was accepted by reason 
of pressure exerted by the radical element of the Republican party. 
He d. July 27, 1883. 


6. Francis Preston Blair, Jr., soldier and statesman, was b. at 
Lexington, Kentucky, February 19, 1821; accompanied his parents 
to Washington, D. C. and was educated in the Washington schools; 
entered Princeton University in 1841 but left to study law; practiced 
law at St. Louis, 1842, with his brother, Montgomery; went West and 
was at Fort Bent when the Mexican War broke out and General 
Kearney appointed him the first attorney-general of New Mexico 
Territory; returning to Missouri he acted with the Free Soil Party 
and warmly supported Senator Benton; elected to the Missouri Legis- 
lature by the Free Soilers in 1852 and 1854; elected to the U. S. Con- 
gress from Missouri in 1856 and reelected in 1860; raised seven regi- 
ments and was commissioned brigadier-general in 1861 and major 
general in 1862, Union Army, and served under General Sherman; 
reelected to Congress in 1864; acted with the Democrats after the 
war and was unsuccessful candidate for president in the Democratic 
convention of 1868 but was nominated for vice president by the 
convention on ticket with General Horatio Seymour for presi- 
dent; again elected to the state Legislature of Missouri; and elected 
ee - hvtor from Missouri in 1871. He di April 9, 1875. Mis- 
souri has placed his statue in the Hall of Fame, Washington, D. C., 
by the side of another great Missourian, Senator Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton, his life-long friend and kinsman. 

The descendants of (1). Rev. Samuel Blair and (2). Rev. John 
Blair have been scattered over the whole of the United States. The 
states of Kentucky, Virginia and Pennsylvania lead in the number 
of these descendants. Descendants other than (3). James Blair 
settled in southwestern, Virginia. 
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Reputable genealogists and writers have stated that (*“1) George 
Blair and (*2) Noble Blair, brothers, descendants of Rev. Samuel 
Blair or Rev. John Blair emigrated to Kentucky when young men 
and settled near the mouth of Big Mud Lick, Floyd county, now 
Johnson county. They are the progenitors of a large family of 
Blairs of Eastern Kentucky. George Blair purchased a large tract 
of land on Big Paint Creek opposite the present-day Paintsville. 
On this farm he erected a large hewn-log house on the bluff opposite 
the water-mill subsequently. built by John Stafford. After convey- 
ing this land to the Staffords, George Blair and Noble Blair pur- 
chased all the land on the Middle Fork of Jennie’s Creek, George tak- 
ing the land on the upper reaches of the stream. Here near the head 
of the stream, about seven miles from Paintsville, he erected a large 
hewn-log house in which he lived practically the remainder of his 


life. 


1. Georce Buatr, farmer, was b. in Lee’ county, Virginia; 
migrated to Kentucky about 1816. He was a strong character, rug- 
ged and independent. In young manhood he possessed great physi- 
eal strength and loved and participated in the rude sports of pioneer 
days. He descended from a long line of strict Presbyterians but 
there being no organization of that church in Eastern Kentucky, he 
united with the Primitive Baptist Chureh; and he followed Rev. 
Wallace Bailey in the secession movement which resulted in the for- 
mation of the United Baptist Church. Though a strict and honored 
member of the church, it is said that he*sometimes drank whiskey 
sufficient In quantity to cause him to become boastful and jolly of 
which conduct he always repented in great humiliation when rebuked 
by his wife in the form of a curtain lecture which he dreaded more 
than any punishment that might have been inflicted.

It has been said 
that he was a genius and a sort of rustic Samuel Johnson whom he 
resembled in personal appearance as well as having similar mental 
traits; that he ate his meals with his hat on his head much as a

homes of their own, maintaining that such was in accordance with 
the teachings of the Bible; that he was, indeed, a patriarch, sur- 
rounded by a large family of married bili en, all paying him a sort 
of homage: that he was quaint and droll and in conversation eloquent 
and pleasing: that he did not talk much in public.

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BOONE FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 


The Boones (Bohuns), Norsemen chiefs, carrying their arms, 
the White Swan crest above two Lions rampant, aided in founding 
dynasties in Normandy and Englard. Prominent in the conquest 
of England in 1066 by William the Conqueror, Boones became a rul- 
ing family in England. A branch of the family for three genera- 
tions (1600-1717) lived in or near Exeter, Devonshire, England, 
where “1. George Boone III, son of George Boone, II and his wife, 
Sarah Uppey, was born at Stoak in 1666. He married, in 1689, 
Mary Maugridge of Bradnich, Devonshire, born in 1669, daughter 
of John Maugridge and Mary Milton, his wife. Their children, born 
in Bradnich between 1690 and 1711 were * 2. George IV, * 3. Sarah, 
— * 4. Squire, (Daniel’s father), 5. Mary, 6. John, 7. Joseph, 8. Benja- 
min, 9. James and 10. Samuel. 


_ Always wanderers, members of the Boone family came to America 
in 1610 when Dr. Lawrence and Lord De La Ware reached Virginia. 
2. George, IV, 3. Sarah and 4. Squire Boone were in America prior 
to 17138, but the parents of the other children did not arrive at 
Philadelphia until October 10, 1717. 1. George Boone, ITI, and 
family located at North Wales, Philadelphia County (now Mont- 
gomery County) becoming members of the Gwynedd Meeting of the 
Society of Friends. After three years they moved to Oley Town- 
ship of Berks County, a part of which the Boones later organized 
and named Exeter Township of Berks County. He purchased lands 
six miles due east from Reading and in 1720 built a log house to 
which was added in 1730 a stone addition that is still in use. George 
Boone III purchased many tracts of land (as did his sons) extend- 
ing their investments to Maryland and Virginia. He was part owner 
of Poole Forge, the first iron making in Pennsylvania. He and son, 
George IV built the first flour mill in Berks County. George Boone 
TV was especially prominent: teacher near Philadelphia for many 
years; a good mathematician and taught several branches of English 
learning; justice of the peace of Philadelphia County; surveyed 
many townships of Berks County.’ 


Daniel Boone’s maternal grandfather was Edward Morgan of 
near Bela County, Merionshire, Wales. It is probable that his wife’s 
name was Elizabeth. In 1691 he lived in Moyamensing District, 
Philadelphia, where his son, Daniel Morgan, who became a Quaker 
preacher, was born. About 1700 he moved to Towamencin Town- 
ship near Gwynedd and joined the Quaker meeting of that name. 
His children were: 1. Morgan, 2. William, 3 Elizabeth, 4. Daniel, 
5. Margaret, 6. John, 7. Joseph and 8. Sarah. Edward Morgan 
bought several tracts of land, as did his sons. All of them were 
farmers. An old record of the Gwynedd Meeting states that Sarah 
Morgan Boone was a “sister to the father of Col. Daniel Morgan of 
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the Revolution Rifle Men”, known to fame as General Daniel Mor- 

gan of the Virginia Line. The Morgans were substantial men of 

some means, doing their full share in the development of Pennsyl- 
= a 

vania.

The first ten years of their married life were spent near Gwyneed ; 
a part of it in Berks County, but in 1730 Squire Boone bought 250 
acres of land in Exeter Township (then Oley) where he built a stone 
house. 


Chronology of 10. Daniel Boone’s Life 


1734, b. in Exeter Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania, Novem- 
ber 2, 1834 (new style); attended his uncle’s school; was a hunter 
from childhood. 

1750, May 1, moved with family to near Winchester, Virginia; in 
connection with hunting, explored the Blue Ridge Mountain 
region. 

1753, moved with parents to a farm on the Yadkin River in David- 
son County, North Carolina; hunted and explored along the border 
between Kentucky and Tennessee. 

1755, joined Captain Dobbs’ North Carolina Company in General 
Braddock’s campaign against the Indians at Ft. Duquesne. Many 
of Braddock’s men were massacred. Boone was a waggoner and 
escaped on one of his horses. 

1756, August 14, m. Rebecca Bryan, b. January 9, 1739, daughter 
of Joseph Bryan of North Carolina. 

1759, Due to Indian outbreak took his wife and two children to Vir- 
ginia, near Fredericksburg. His parents went to Georgetown, 
Maryland, now District of Columbia, where they remained for 
three years. 

1760, Joined Col. Hugh Waddell’s North Carolina Regiment in War 
with Cherokee Indians. Peace resulting, he brought his family 
back to the Yadkin. 


The Founding of Kentucky 
1760, Joined Col. Hugh Waddell’s North Carolina Regiment in War 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 


1764, Explored in Kentucky, reaching Rockeastle River. 


1765, Explored the Altamaha River in Georgia; with his brother, 
Squire, and other hunters, he reached Pensacola, Florida, where 
he purchased a lot; his wife refused to go there. 
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1767, With William Hill and probably his brother, Squire, he ex- 
plored the West Fork of Big Sandy River. 


1768, In March, with Hill and Brother, Squire, he returned to the 
Yadkin where he met John Finley (or Findlay) an Indian trader 
who had been hunting in Kentucky. Boone and Findlay were 
companions in arms in Braddock’s campaign against Ft. Duquesne. 


1769, May 1st, taking with him John Finley, a brother-in-law, John 
Stuart (or Steward) and three other Yadkin settlers, Joseph Hol- 
den, James Mooney and William Cooley (or Cool), Boone left 
“the peaceful habitation” on the upper Yadkin and began the 
historic journey “in quest of the country of Kentucky”. Probably 
their route lay across the Blue Ridge, Stone and Iron Mountains 
and through the valleys of the Holston and Clinch Rivers into 
Powells Valley, where they discovered Finley’s promised trail 
through Cumberland Gap. Passing through this gap and along 
the Warriors’ Path, they established their first permanent “station 
camp” on Red River in what is now Estill County, from which 
they hunted singly or in couples. On December 22nd, while re- 
turning from hunting, they were surprised and captured by a large 
party of Shawnees, led by Captain Will. The captives were 
forced to pilot the Indians to their main camp, where the savages, 
after robbing them of all their pelts and supplies and leaving them 
inferior guns and little ammunition, set off for the North, ad- 
monishing them not to come again to the Indians’ hunting ground. 
Boone and Stuart retook two of the horses and fled with them at top 
speed. However, they were recaptured two days later and made to 
endure many humiliations. Subsequently, about January 4, 1770, 
they made good their escape by plunging into a dense cane brake. 


Meanwhile Finley, Holden, Mooney and Cooley were homeward 
bound, convinced that Boone and Stuart had perished in their 
rash attempt to recover their property from the Indians. At the 
same time, Squire Boone, in company with Alexander Neely, whom 
he had accidently encountered while crossing the mountains, was 
hurrying Westward along the Warriors’ Path bringing horses and 
supplies, as had been agreed. The two parties met not far from 
Cumberland Gap; and in view of the supposed death of Boone and 
Stuart, all six decided to return East without delay when the fugi- 
tives staggered into camp weary and famished and in tatters. Fin- 
ley, Holden, Mooney and Cooley continued on their way to the set- 
tlements and the Boones, Stuart and Neely proceeded into the 
Kentucky wilderness and were soon afterwards building a new 
camp not far from the scene of the recent adventure. 


From one of his long, solitary hunts, Stuart never returned; and 
it was not until five years later while cutting out the Wilderness 
Road for the Transylvania Company that Boone and his compan- 
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ions discovered, near the old crossing of Rockcastle River, in a 
standing hollow sycamore tree, a few human bones and a powder- 
horn marked with Stuart’s name. The wilderness never gave up 
its tragic secret. 


Soon afterwards Neely returned to the settlements satisfied with 
his share of the winter’s hunting, leaving the Boones who continued 
to explore, hunt and trap. Subsequently due to the depletion of 
supplies, 1t was necessary for Squire Boone to return to the settle- 
ments twice for these necessities, leaving Daniel alone in the wilder- 
ness, who proceeded to make those remarkable solitary explorations 
of Kentucky—which gave him immortality—through the valley of 
Kentucky, the Licking and along the Ohio as far as the Falls, and 
the Big Bone Lick. 


Perturbed after a time by Squire’s failure to rejoin him at the ap- 
pointed time on return from the second trip, Daniel started to- 
ward the settlements in quest of him, and was fortunate enough to 
encounter him on the trail; December, 1770. The Boones once 
more plunged into the wilderness determined to conclude their 
explorations by examining the regions watered by the Green and 
Cumberland Rivers and their tributaries. Authorities state that 
in the Green River region they encountered that party of hunters 
from Virginia known as the “Long Hunters” and spent some time 
with them. The Boones broke camp for the return to the Yadkin 
in March 1771, their horses laden with furs. The return trip 
was by way of the Warriors’ Path, Cumberland Gap and Powells 
Valley. When in Powells Valley, a few miles from the westmost 
settlements they were captured by a war-party of Northern In- 
dians and were robbed of all their pelts and guns and thereby left 
poorer than when the long hunt began two years before. But 
despite all his hardships and losses Boone had achieved the am- 
bition of years: he had seen Kentucky which he “esteemed a second 
paradise”. Another notable thing had been done: He and/or his 
brother Squire built a cottage. A stone marked “Squire Boone, 
1770,” found near Boonesborough, indicates that the cottage was 
at or near the site of the historic fort. 


1771, Disposing of his property in North Carolina, Boone organized 
a colony of six families, including his own, and the families of 
Squire Boone (Daniel’s brother), James, Morgan, Jr., and William 
Bryan, brothers, and Jonas Sparks; and on September 25, they 
left the Yadkin for Kentucky. In Powells Valley forty resolute 
men joined them and as the party neared Cumberland Gap a 
number who had fallen in the rear were fired upon (October 19th) 
by Indians and six killed, including Boone’s young son, James. 
Boone and some others were in favor of going on to Kentucky, but 
a majority ruled against this and the entire party retraced their 
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steps to the settlements on Clinch River where, according to some 
authorities, “the colony waited for two years before reaching its 
destination.” | 


1774, Governor Dunmore of Virginia commissioned Daniel Boone 
to undertake a journey through the wilderness, and recall all 
hunters and surveying parties, in view of Indian hostilities. 
Boone selected Michael Stoner for his companion in this hazardous 
service. They set out in June; found Floyd surveying for Wash- 
ington; sped on to where Harrod and his men were building Har- 
rodstown; and reached Bullitt?s party at the Falls of the Ohio, 
All these were gotten out except one man, Hancock Taylor, whom 
the Indians killed. Boone and Stoner returned undetected, having 
traveled 800 miles in sixty-two days. Boone was placed in com- 
mand of More’s fort in the Clinch River valley. He was not in the 
battle of Point Pleasant October 10th, but at the time was the 
commander of three frontier garrisons, believed to have been the 
three Greenbriar Forts.’ 


1775. Boone’s discoveries and explorations aroused the interests of 
capitalists. In Virginia they were headed by Governor Dunmore 
and the statesman, Patrick Henry. A rival, the Transylvania 
Company, was organized by Judge Richard Henderson, of North 
Carolina, a friend of Boone and his lawyer in times of need. All 
these parties sought to secure title to the lands of Boone’s explora- 
tions of 1769-71, the Governor by surveys and war and Hender- 
son by purchase from the Indians. As representative of the 
Transylvania Company, Boone arranged a pow wow of 1200 
Cherokee Indians, resulting in a treaty signed March 27th at 
Sycamore Shoals on the Wautaga River, a tributary of the Hol- 
ston, in what is now East Tennessee, whereby the Cherokees sold 
to the Company for $50,000, paid in merchandise and supplies, all 
the lands south of the Kentucky River. 


To meet the needs of the increasing colonies, Boone was chosen 
to select a seat of authority and to open a trace or road to 1t. He 
gathered around him a party, composed of Squire Boone, Richard 
Calloway, John Kennedy and eighteen others, and was joined by 
Captain Twetty, with eight men, making thirty in all. The trace 
or road began at a point on the Holston River. All went well until 
March 20th when the party had reached a point about fifteen miles 
south of Boonesborough when fired on by Indians. Captain 
Twetty and Felix Walker were badly wounded and a negro of the 
former was killed. On the 27th of March another attack was 
made on Boone’s party, and five were killed and wounded. Cap- 
tain Twetty died on the 28th of March. Proceeding, Boone and 
his men on April 1st reached the desired spot, believed by some 
authority to be that of his home of 1770, on the south bank of 
the Kentucky River and mouth of Otter Creek, and began the 
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construction of Ft. Boonesborough. Judge Henderson and party 
arrived, April 26th and were “saluted with a running fire of about 
twenty-five guns, all there were then in the fort.” On May 23rd, 
Henderson, as governor or proprietor, called a meeting of the first 
legislative assembly of the Western Territory to assemble at the 
capital, Ft. Boonesborough, to enact necessary laws. Boone was 
a member of this legislative assembly and when its session was 
over he hurried back to Clinch River for his famiy. They 
reached Boonesborough September 26th. With evident pride 
Boone records “My wife and daughter were the first white women 
to stand on the banks of the Kentucky River.” 


76-1777, Boonesborough was constantly menaced and frequently 
attacked. On May 28rd a large party of Indians attacked the 
fort; three men were wounded but not mortally. May 26th a party 
went out to hunt for Indians. 


Virginia recognized Captain Boone and sent him powder. Boone 
Jed the party of men in rescuing the two Calloway girls, and his 
daughter, Jemima, who had been captured by Indians on July 14th. 


77, April 24th Ft. Booresborough was beseiged by 100 Indians 
nnder British direction. Boone was shot down with a bullet in 
his leg. Huis life was saved by Simon Kenton who carried him 
ito the fort where he continued to direct the defense. 


78, In January Boone led a party of thirty men to make salt at 
Lower Blue Licks. Returning to the fort alone, he was captured 
by a large party of Indians who were marching against Boones- 
borough. Realizing that the fort was unprepared to resist, he of- 
fered to surrender the salt-makers. This strategy saved the fort. 
The captives were taken to the Enelish fort for the offered bounty. 
Boone, whom the Indians refused to sell, was adopted as son by 
Chief Blackfish of the Shawnee tribe who ramed him Big Turtle 
and took him to the Indian camp. Although treated well he was 
guarded too closely to permit escape. 


79, In June the Indians assembled 400 of their best warriors to 
attack Boonesborough. On June 6th Boone started for the fort 
with the swiftest Indian runners at his heels and ran the inter- 
vening 160 miles in four days with but a single meal. Arriving 
at the fort, he took command and prepared for seige. On Sep- 
tember 8th more than 400 trained Indian warriors led the seige. 
Cavtain De Quindre, a French officer, and the Indian Chief Black- 
fich led the attacking forces. The seige lasted for eleven days. 
Virginia honored Boonesborough with designation of “town for 
the reception of traders” and promoted Boone from Captain to the 
rank of major.

17°0, On his way from. Yadkin, North Carolina, to Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, to purchase Kentucky land warrants, Boone was robbed of 
$20,000 in Continental script, his own money and that of others 
intrusted to him for investment. Though the loss was severe, 
Boone was appointed lieutenant colonel of the newly organized 
Favette County, Kentucky; also was made deputy surveyor under 
Colonel Thomas Marshall. Edward Boone, his brother, was kil- 
led by Indians; Daniel escaped. 


1781, Boone was elected to represent Fayette County in the Virginia 
General Assembly. In April Indians attacked Squire Boone’s 
station, badly wounding Captain Squire Boone. 


1782, August 15th British and Indians beseiged Bryan’s Station for 
two days. Col. Boone led Boonesborough troops to the rescue. 
The Indians retreated to the Blue Licks, the troops following. 
Disregarding the warning of Colonel Boone, the Kentuckians fol- 
lowed the hot-headed officer, Major McGary, into an ambuscade, 
resulting in the killing of 70 men. Covering the retreat of others, 
Boone was the last to leave. His son, Israel, was slain while 
protecting his father. Col. Boone’s appeal to the Governor of Vir- 
ginia resulted in the expedition of Gen. George Rogers Clark 
against the Shawnee tribes and their confederates. Boone was 
a member of the expedition. Col. Boone erected Boone’s Station 
near Athens, Kentucky, which he abandoned in December 1782, 
when. he learned it was on the Madison Military Survey. 


1783, He built another station on Marble Creek whence he moved in 
January. 


1786, Col. Boone, having lost his lands in Kentucky, due principally 
to “claim-jumpers’, he moved from Limestone (now Maysville) to 
Point Pleasant, Virginia, now West Virginia, about 1786, as is 
evidenced by a deed executed at that place by him and his wife 
on April 28, 1786. He probably moved up the river to site of 
Charleston about 1788 or 89. He lived on the south side of the 
river nearly opposite the original salt spring. On October 6, 
1729, when Kanawha County was organized, he was made heu- 
tenant colonel of the militia. He was elected as State representa- 
tive from Kanawha Courty in 1791; attended the session at Rich- 
mond and returned on foot.’ He did much surveying in 1791, 
1795 and 1798, the last survey made in Kanawha County and 

_ probably the last ever made being on September 8, 1798." 


1799, Col. Boone left Kanawha County the latter part of 1798 or the 
early part of 1799 and moved to that part of Mason County, Ken- 
tucky, which was included in Greenup County on its formation in 
1803. He bought land near present Riverton where he lived until 
the Fall of 1799 when he went to Missouri.’ 
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1799, In September, on the invitation of the Spanish Government 
Boone moved to then upper Louisiana. He received from that 
government a grant of 1000 arpens (acres) of land in the Femme 
Osage district (now St. Charles County, Missouri). Here he built 
his final home, a modest cottage of logs. Spain having further 
honored Boone by appointing him synic (magistrate), he held 
court under a large elm tree known to history as “Boone’s Judge- 
ment Tree.” With the Louisiana Purchase by the United States, 
Boone again found his title to his land bad, but to the credit of the 
United States, on February 10, 1814, the Congress passed an act 
confirming the Spanish title. 


His beloved wife Rebecca died March 18, 1814. After the death 
of his wife, Boone made his home with his daughter, Jemima, 
Mrs. Flanders Callaway, in Warren County, Missouri. Oceas- 
sionally he visited his sons, Daniel M. and Nathan (both of whom 
reached the rank of colonel). 


1820, On September 26, Daniel Boone died at the home of his son 
Nathan in St. Charles County, where he had arrived some days 
previously. He was laid to rest beside his wife. The Missouri 
Constitutional Convention, then in session, adjourned out of re- 
spect to his memory and the members thereof wore badges of 
mourning for thirty days. 


A nephew who knew him well, describes Boone thus: He was five 
feet, eight or nine inches high, stout, strong made, light hair, blue 
eyes, wide mouth, thin lips, a nose a little on the Roman order. 


Boone hunted all his life. Though strictly religious, he was a 
member of no church. His wife was a Baptist; his son Daniel Mor- 
gan was a Presbyterian. The only portrait of him is that painted by 
Chester Harding in 1820. 


In 1845, the Missouri Legislature consenting, the State of Ken- 
tucky removed the remains of Daniel and Rebecca Boone to Frank- 
fort, the capital, reinterring them in the State Cemetery on a high 
bank of the Kentucky River overlooking the capital. 


In connection with the sesquicentennial of Boone’s Wilderness 
Trace and the First Capital of the West, the Governor of Kentucky, 
Honorable William Jason Fields, wrote (March 18, 1925): 


Although the body of the great pioneer Boone sleeps in our City 
of the Dead, beside the murmuring waters of the river he loved so 
well, his great spirit lives in the hearts of our people.

18. Jesse Bryan Boone, farmer and public official was b. in Ken- 
tucky and d. in Missouri. 

The record would seem to indicate that he lved in the same 
communities as his father until the migration of the latter to Mis- 
sourl. He married, probably in what is now Kanawha County, 
West Virginia, Chloe Van Bibber, daughter of Mathias (Tice) Van 
Bibber. He was the first State Salt Inspector in what is now the 
Charleston, West Virginia, section of the Great Kanawha Valley. 
In the Fall of 1798 or the Spring of 1799, he removed to then Mason 
County Kentucky, now Greenup County, and settled near present 
Riverton. Here he became a farmer and slave holder (listing 12 
negro slaves for taxation in 1810) ; and was prominent and influential 
in the early affairs of Greenup County. 

Jesse Bryan Boone held many public local offices: He was com- 
missioned (1804) and served as one of the first assistant judges of 
the Greenup Circuit Court and was again commissioned and held this 
office in 1805 and 1811; served as justice of the peace of Greenup 
County for many years; and was postmaster at Greenupsburg in 1814. 

Disposing of his property in Greenup County and resigning the 
public positions he held, he migrated with his family to Missouri in 
S19;

After the war he settled in Giles County, Virginia, from 
which county he migrated westward with his family in 1802 with 
intention of settling in the Scioto River Valley in Ohio. In the trek 
westward when he reached the Big Sandy River, in what is now 
Johnson County, Kentucky, he became ill and settled at the “Wild 
Goose Shoals” below the mouth of Toms Creek where he died, leaving 
a widow and eight children—four sons and four daughters. He mar- 
ried, presumably in Giles County, Virginia, Elizabeth Sellards, 
daughter of Hezekiah Sellards.’

He also was one of the 
largest tan-bark and timber traders on Big Sandy. 

In 1860 he built and for years operated on the Big Sandy River 
the steamer, Sandy Valley, a very superior boat for the time. 

Judge Borders was very active in public and civic affairs. He 
was elected and served as justice of the peace of Lawrence County — 
from 1834 to 1850 when he was elected Judge of the Lawrence County 
Court. He was reelected Judge in 1854 and served until 1858. 


Judge Borders accumulated a vast amount of land and other 
property and was considered very wealthy for his day. He was a 
friend to the church and school and contributed liberally to their 
support. Yet, he never made a public confession of Christian faith 
until within a month of his death, when he united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 


Judge Borders was not only a man of great industry and business 
capacity but was a gentleman of refined tastes.

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BROCK FAMILY OF KNOX AND HARLAN COUNTIES 


The name “Brock” is undoubtedly a “place name’, as it appears 
to have originated from the residence site of the first Brock “by the 
Brook.” The family is of English extraction. The old English 
spelling of brook was Broce, although the first to adopt the name spel- 
led it “Brok”. Early English records mention the name of William 
de la Brok in the Hundred Rolls of County Essex, A.D. 1278, 
Geoffrey de la Brok in the Rolls of County Kent, and Laurence Le 
Broce in the Rolls of Cambridge, A. D. 1275. 


The name of Brock has long been established in the United States 

_ and is today found in almost every section of the country. There 

were “first settlers” of this name in both the Northern and South- 

ern colonies. A great many who bear this name are today occupying 

positions of importance and trust in almost every phase of modern 
industry. 


It is not definitely known when the first of the family of Brock 
crossed the mountains to Kentucky in the great Westward move- 
ment. However, John Brock was living in and was a tax-payer of 
Woodford County in 1790, and Henry Brock, Thomas Brock and 
another John Brock were living in and were tax-payers of Fayette 
County in the same year. 


Jesse Brock, Revolutionary War soldier, was a progenitor of the 
Brock family of Southeastern Kentucky. His declaration for a pen- 
sion filed October 16, 1833, in the Harlan Circuit Court—the 
Honorable Joseph Eve, Judge of the 15th Judicial District, presid- 
ing—discloses that he was born in Cumberland County, Virginia, 
December 8, 1752; that he enlisted at Guilford Court House, Guilford 
County, North Carolina (the year not remembered), for a term of 
three months in the North Carolina State Line, and served under 
General Alexander Martin, Colonel James Martin and Captain 
Roylston; that during this service he marched with his organization 
to Cross Creek in the State of North Carolina where, it was sup- 
posed, the British intended to land an army. Upon expiration of his 
enlistment he was discharged in the lower part of North Carolina; 
that he again enlisted in Guilford County for a term of three 
months in the North Carolina State Line during which enlistment 
he with other soldiers of his organization were detailed and marched 
and guarded wagoners and their wagons laden with provisions for 
the American Army stationed at Chartell (?) Court House, South 
Carolina. After performing this duty, he returned to Guilford Court 
House where, upon expiration of his enlistment, he was discharged ; 
that he again enlisted in February, 1781, in Surry County, North 
Carolina, for a term of three months and served under Captain Wil- 
liam Underwood, Lieutenant Joseph Porter and Ensign Richard 
Taliaferro, during which service he marched with his organization 
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to the Catawha River, arriving there a few days after the battle. Re- 
turning to Surry County, he was subsequently ordered to Guilford 
County at a place between Guilford Court House and the Yadkin 
River, where he joined Colonel Thompson’s Regiment of the North 
Carolina State Line; that subsequently he was in skirmishes with 
British and Tories at Albemarle Creek and at White’s Mills, a few 
days before the Battle of Guilford Court House (March 15, 1781). 
Upon expiration of his enlistment, he was discharged near Guilford 
Court House.’ 


Jesse Brock resided in Guilford County at his first enlistment and 
he lived in Surry County when he enlisted for the third and last 
time. In the Spring after the close of the War—probably 1782-—he 
removed to Guilford County and from there to Franklin County, 
Virginia; then he went back to Guilford County; subsequently he 
removed to Russell County, Virginia, where he lived for four years; 
and finally, about 1797 or 1798, he emigrated to and settled in that 
part of the Cumberland River Valley in Knox County, Kentucky, 
which was subsequently (1819) embraced in the new county of 
Harlan. Apparently he settled on Wallins Creek, as he entered, 
patented and listed for purposes of taxation large tracts of land in 
that vicinity. 


None of the records that have been examined reveals whom, when 
or where he married. However, his children were born in North 
Carolina and it would seem logical to conclude that he was married 
in that colony. In 1810—the earliest record—one son and three 
daughters were living at home with him and his wife in Knox County. 
At the same time, in Knox County, lived George Brock with his 
family consisting of his wife, two sons and one daughter. Many other 
Brock families lived near Jesse Brock—apparently his children or 
grandchildren: (1) Aaron Brock, b. in North Carolina in 1786, m. 
Elizabeth, (apparently his second wife), who was b. in 1842. In 
1820 there were living at home six daughters; (2) Amon Brock, b. in 
North Carolina in 1788, m., first, September 26, 1811, in Knox 
County, Molly Osborn, who was b. in Virginia, in 1793. He m., 
secondly, presumably in Harlan County, Charity — , who was 
b, in North Carolina, in 1825. In 1830 five sons and one daughter 
were living at home; (3) Hiram Brock, b. in 1800—presumably in 
Knox County, Kentucky—m. Elizabeth , who was b. in 1805. 
Jn 1830 two sons and two daughters were living at home; (4) Mahala 
Brock, b. in Kentucky in 1814, m., in Harlan County, about - 
John Brummett, who was b. in Tennessee in 1810. Their children 
were William, Amon, Peyton, Hiram, Chappell, James, Nancy, who 
m. Hiram Osburn; Polly (Mary), who m. John Kozee; Elzira, who 
m. Ned Brock; Jemima, who m. James Hylton, and Elizabeth, who 
m. Gilbert Slusher. (5) Susannah Brock m. William Blanton in 
Knox County, August 18, 1811; (6) Polly (Mary) Brock m. Shad- 
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rack Helton in Knox County, May 24, 1809; (7) James Brock was 
living in Harlan County in 1820, with his family consisting of wife, 
one son and one daughter; (8) Jesse Brock, Jr., resided in Harlan 
County in 1820 with his family consisting of wife, three sons and 
three daughters. (9) William Brock was living in Harlan County 
in 1840 with his family consisting of wife, one son and one daughter. 


Hiram Montgomery Brock, lawyer, at Harlan, Harlan County, 
Kentucky, is one of the outstanding descendants of Jesse Brock, the 
Revolutionary War soldier. He is a son of James Brock, a grand- 
son of Aaron Brock, a great grandson of Amon Brock and a great, 
great grandson of the Revolutionary War soldier. 


Mr. Brock is a Republican in politics and for many years has 
been an active and efficient party leader and a wise counselor in party 
affairs. He is a member of the Presbyterian Church. For many 
years he represented his district in the State Senate creditably and 
well. He married Ona May Lewis, a daughter of Judge William and 
Alice (Morgan) Lewis, of London, Laurel County. (See Judge Wil- 
liam Lewis—Biography. ) 
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BROWN FAMILY OF BOYD COUNTY 


This branch of the Brown family is of English extraction and the 
records of the family have been preserved without a break as far back 
as 1609. Sir William Brown was the progenitor of this branch of 
the family. He was a native of England and was one of the original 
grantees under the Virginia charter of May 23, 1609, granted by 
King James I to Robert, Earl of Salisbury, and others of whom Sir 
William Brown was the fortieth on the lst. Sir William Brown’ 
had a son, Colonel Henry Brown,’ member of the Virginia Council 
of 1642, who had a son, William Brown,’ of Rappahannock County, 
Virginia, who was a member of the House of Burgesses from Surry 
County, 1659-1660. William Brown® had a son, Maxfield Brown,’ 
of Richmond County, Virginia, b. 1675, d. 1745, who m. Elizabeth 
Newman and had a son, George Brown’ of King George County, Vir- 
ginia, whose son, George Newman Brown,’ resided in Prince William 
County, Virginia, and was a soldier in the Revolutionary War, hav- 
ing participated in the battle and seige of Yorktown. He m. Sarah 
Hampton of Bloomsbury, a near relative of General Wade Hampton 
of South Carolina. (See Hampton Family.) George Newman 
Brown" and his wife, Sarah (Hampton) Brown, had issue, among 
others:

These three brothers migrated from their home in Prince William 
County, Virginia, in 1805, and settled in what was then a wilderness 
between the Guyandotte and the Great Tatteroi (now Big Sandy) 
Rivers, on lands known as the Savage Grant surveyed under Governor 
Dinwiddie’s proclamation of 1754 and granted by Virginia in 1772 
to Captain John Savage and his company of sixty men for services 
in the the French and Indian War. The Brown brothers settled on 
lands now included in the limits of the city of Huntington, West 
Virginia; and their log cabin home was displaced, in 1810, by a brick 
structure, the first built in Cabell County. 


7. Henry Brown was one of the first justices of Cabell County 
and was the second sheriff of the county. He was a trustee of the 
town of Guyandotte. He was killed in the discharge of his official 
duty as sheriff, in 1810. 


8. Dr. Bensamin Brown was b. in Virginia in 1786, and d. in 
Cabell County, Virginia, (now West Virginia) in 1848. He was a 
very successful physician and his practice extended over a large field. 


He m. Matilda Scales, b. in North Carolina, 1797, d. in Cabell 
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County, October 28, 1878, daughter of Nathaniel Scales, a Revo- 
lutionary War officer.

Judge 
Brown justly bore the reputation of being one of the ablest and purest 
jurists of the Kentucky circuits; but largely extended that reputation 
by the firmness and integrity of his conduct and rulings in the cele- 
brated murder cases of Ellis, Neal and Craft. Only his resolute 
determination to enforce the law in the face of the wild and infuriated 
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passions of the people, who were maddened to mob violence by the 
nature of the crimes committed and a belief in the guilt of the ac- 
cused, secured the partial administration of the legal processes and 
punishments. By a like stern courage and inflexible will, the Floyd 
and Magoffin County frauds on the State treasury were discovered 
and arrested, a service for which the Auditor of the State, in his re- 
port for 1883, said that Judge Brown deserved the thanks of the 
State.

Judge Brown was a successful business man and was considered 
wealthy in his day. In 1872-73 he was a member of a commission 
to expend seventy-five thousand dollars on improvements of the Big 
Sandy River. 


In polities this branch of the Brown family were Whigs but on 
the organization of the Know Nothing Party in 1854, they affiliated 
with the Democratic party which they have since supported. 
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BROWN OF FLOYD AND JOHNSON COUNTIES 


The Brown family of the Big Sandy Valley is of English origin. 
Their ancestors came to America before the Revolutionary War and 
settled on the North branch of the Potomac River. As early as 
1789 Thomas ©." Brown and Nathaniel Brown, brothers, emigrated 
from that section to Kentucky and settled in Fleming county, but 
soon moved to the Sandy Valley, settling on the river, nearly opposite 
Paint Creek, now Johnson county. A:daughter of Nathaniel Brown 
m. the pioneer Samuel Auxier. Very little has been learned of him. 


1. THomas C, Brown was b. in Hampshire county, Virginia (now 
West Virginia) in August, 1761; moved to Floyd county, Kentucky, 
about 1797, and d. in Johnson county, April 17, 1857. He was a 
soldier in the Revolutionary War and, in the Floyd County Court, 
on September 17, 1832, he filed a declaration in connection with his 
claim for a pension growing out of such service, wherein he states, 
among other things, that he enlisted in the Virginia state troops in 
the town of Rumney (Romney), Hampshire county, Virginia, in 
October or November, 1778, under Captain Peter Higgins, Lieutenant 
Patrick Johnston andl Golo! Benjamin Willams; that he was 
ensign, or cornet, of the company which was a “horse” company and 
that the colonel (Benjamin Williams) directed it to remain in the 
_ county of Hampshire and at given times to patrol all that section 
of the county on the waters of Bull Pasture, Cow Pasture and the 
head waters of the South Branch of the Potomac and a portion of 
the county of Augusta, Virginia, for the suppression of the Tories; 
that his term of enlistment was for three years under the stipulation 
that the company should not be withdrawn from the state; that in the 
Spring of 1779 the company toured the country assioned for about 
140 miles and had several engagements with the Tories on the South 
branch of the Potomac in which several Tories were killed and many 
taken prisoners and placed in the Rumney (Romney) jail; that about 
the first of October, 1781, the company marched, under orders, to 
Little York and remained there till Lord Cornwallis surrendered to 
the American Army and then marched to Winchester, Virginia, where 
they were discharged. 


The name of Thomas C. Brown appears many times in the Floyd 
County Court order books, as he was very active and ee in 
public affairs, having held a number of county offices. He m. 
Floyd county, December 15, 1831, Mary Brown, who apparently was 
not his first wife, and Pecamc the founder of a house noted in the 
annals of Big Sandy Valley.

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BURGESS FAMILY OF LAWRENCE COUNTY 


The Burgess family of the lower Big Sandy River region in 
Eastern Kentucky is of Scotch origin, the ancestors immigrating to 
America before the Revolutionary War. Edward Burgess I was the 
progenitor of this branch of the family. He was born, presumably 
in Virginia, cirea 1744 and migrated with his family from Giles 
County, Virginia, to Floyd County, Kentucky, about 1806. He had 
service in the Revolutionary War and on the 15th day of June, 1818 
filed in the Floyd County Court a declaration for a pension on ac- 
count of such service wherein he stated, among other things, that he 
was 74 years of age and had resided in Floyd County about 12 years; 
that in 1779 he enlisted for 18 months in the company of Captain 
Newell under the command of Colonel “Bluford” (Buford) of the 
Virginia Regiment on the Continental Line; that he was in the battles 
at “Claps” Mills and Ramsour’s Mill, North Carolina, and also was 
at Gates’ defeat [at Camden, South Carolina, August 16, 1780] as a 
militiaman under command of Captain Thomas Williams; that he 
served out his enlistment and was honorably discharged at Haills- 
borough, North Carolina, in October, 1781.’

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BURNS FAMILY OF GREENUP AND BOYD COUNTIES 


The Burns family is of Scottish origin. Burn is the Scottish 
form of the Old English burne (“a brook, stream, river, fountain, 
well”). Burn as a prefix or suffix to place-names denotes that the 
places were located near a stream, e.g., Ashburn (‘“‘ash tree near the 
brook”). The surname Burn is also a variant of Bourne. In the 
Domesday Book (1086) we find “Godrick Burnes”. One of the 
ereatest bearers of the name Burns was Robert Burns (1759-1796), 
born near Ayr, Scotland of a long line of farmer ancestors, a plebeian 
background that did not seem to hinder him from becoming one of 
the finest and best beloved among the lyric poets. 

Jeremiah Burns, a Revolutionary War soldier, was the progeni- 
tor of the Burns family of the Big Sandy Valley, Eastern Kentucky. 
His father and an uncle emigrated from Scotland and settled in 
Maryland. Jeremiah Burns married, first, presumably in Maryland, 
and from this union had two sons who migrated Southwest and_be- 
came noted people. He emigrated to Virginia and lived in Franklin 
County, Bedford County and Monroe County (now West Virginia), 
that state; and finally he settled in Greenup County, Kentucky.’ 


On July 18, 1818, Jeremiah Burns appeared in the Greenup 
County (Kentucky) Circuit Court, Judge Willis presiding, and made 
declaration for the purpose of receiving a pension on account of his 
services in the Revolutionary War wherein he stated, among other 
things, that on the day of June, 1776, he enlisted in Bedford 
County, Virginia, for three years, in Captain George Lambert’s Com- 
pany, commanded by George Mathers (Colonel George Mathews?) of 
the 14th Virginia Regiment, Continental Line, subsequently consoli- 
dated with the 7th Virginia Regiment, under the command of Gen- 
eral Green; that he continued to serve in various corps against the 
common enemy—being in the battles of Germantown (October 4, 
1777,) and at Monmouth (June 28, 1778)—until the expiration of 
his enlistment when he again entered the service and served under 
General Greene until August, 1782, when he was discharged at Wil- 
hamsburg, Virginia, by Captain Ross; that during this last enlist- 
ment he marched to Yorktown and was at the siege and surrender of 
General Cornwallis there (October 19, 1781).* 


At another time, Jeremiah Burns appeared in court in Greenup 


County and made declaration in connection with his claim for 


pension stating, among other things, that he has a wife, aged 50 years, 
and six children living with him; three sons, whose ages are 11 years, 
9 years and 27 years; and three daughters whose ages are 16 years, 
14 years, and 5 years. 


At various times Elizabeth Burns, widow, executed affidavits and 
made declarations in open court in connection with her claim for 
pension as widow of Jeremiah Burns, stating in that connection that 
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she was born in 1772 and married the soldier in Franklin County, 
Virginia, March 20, 1794; that he died October 24, 1824. 


1. JereMIAH (or JERRY)BurNs; farmer and a noted Methodist 
preacher of his day, first saw his second wife, Miss Elizabeth Roland, 
at one of his great preaching-places, she being a devout worshiper at 
his meetings. A contemporary historian stated of her that in song 
she was wonderfully gifted; a brunette of the most perfect type; hair 
as black as a raven, heavy eye-brows, a curved lip, and a faultless 
figure.” 


Reputable historians have stated that Elizabeth Roland was of a 
family made famous in French Huguenot history; and that the 
Burnses of the Big Sandy Valley “came along the same line of des- 
cent as Robert Burns, the illustrious poet”. 

Many of the descendants of Jeremiah Burns and Elizabeth Ro- 
land rose to distinction in law and theology and as public officials. 
Some of their children were born in Virginia, presumably Franklin 
County; others were born in Monroe County, Virginia, now West 
Virginia, where they had moved about 1800; and the younger ones 
were born near the mouth of the Big Sandy River.

1826; a lawyer and judge, studied 
law under the supervision of his brother, Judge William Harvey 
Burns at West Liberty, Kentucky; was admitted to the bar in 1851 
and formed a partnership with his former preceptor and brother in 
the practice of their profession which continued for three years and 
covered Letcher, Perry and Breathitt Counties, Judge W. H. Burns 
residing at West Liberty and John M. Burns at Whitesburg, Letcher 
County during this period. 


John M. Burns was elected as county attorney of Letcher County 
and served with ability as such until December, 1853, when his law 
partnership was dissolved and he removed to Prestonsburg, Floyd 
County, and formed a partnership with the lamented Judge John M. 
Elliott, which continued for six years. He was elected and served 
as State representative from the Floyd-Johnson district, 1857-1859 ; 
and in 1860 he was elected as State senator from the district com- 
posed of the Counties of Pike, Floyd, Johnson and Magoffin and 
served with marked ability for one month when it was discovered 
that, in the apportionment law enacted at a previous session of the 
Legislature, the Senate had in its membership too many members by 
one. Mr. Burns resigned his seat and delivered an amusing address 
which elicited laughter and praise from the members and the gal- 
leries. 


Returning to his home at Prestonburg, Mr. Burns practiced his 
profession and lectured on education in Floyd County until 1864 
when he moved to Catlettsburg, Boyd County. He served as school 
commissioner (county superintendent of schools) of Boyd County 
for two terms, lecturing on education in every school district of the 
county each year he held the office. 


In 1867 he was a candidate for the office of Commonwealth’s At- 
torney for the Sixteenth Judicial District against Judge James KE. 
Stewart, and was defeated by a reduced political majority. In 1876 
he again was unsuccessful candidate against Judge Stewart for the

office of Judge of the Criminal Court of the same district. In 1880 | 
he was a candidate for the office of Judge of Circuit Court of the | 
same district against the Hon. George N. Brown and was again de- 
feated. In 1886 he again was a candidate for the office of Judge of 
the Circuit Court, same district, against Hon. George N. Brown, the 
incumbent, who had incurred the enmity of many persons by reason 
of the trials of Neal, Craft and others, and after an active canvass of 
twenty-four days, was triumphantly elected.

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CAMPBELL, ARTHUR OF KNOX COUNTY 


The famous Campbell family of the Scottish Highland was 
founded by Cailean Mor (“Colin the Great’?) who lived at Argyll 
near the close of the thirteenth century. The name Campbell, like 
Cameron, is derived from a nickname: “Caimbeul” meaning “Twisted 
mouth”. The original form—Caimbeul— is from the Gaelic cam 
(“wry, twisted”) and beul (“mouth”), supposedly an allusion to the 
personal appearance of an ancestor of the family. The principal 
Campbells of the Highlands came from the House of Argyll and from 
the Campbells of Breadalbane, Cawdor and Loudoun. 


Coroner, ARTHUR CAMPBELL was one of the most distinguished 
pioneers of Southeastern Kentucky. He was of Scottish extraction 
and was born in Augusta County, Virginia, November 3, 1754, old 
style, and died at site of present Middlesboro, then Knox, now Bell 
County, August 8, 1811. He was a man of importance and very 
influential in the early affairs of Southwestern Virginia and 
Southeastern Kentucky. He represented Fincastle County in the 
first constitutional convention of Virginia 1776; was one of the first 
justices of the peace of Washington County, and of Fincastle County, 
1773; was county lieutenant of Washington County; and was a 
lieutenant colonel of the (Washington County), Virginia militia.’ 


Colonel Campbell married his cousin, Margaret Campbell, daugh- 
ter of Charles and sister to General William Campbell. In 1766 
with his wife, he settled at Royal Oak, a mile east of present Marion, 
Smyth County, Virginia. Subsequently he settled on his plantation 
on Yellow Creek, site of present Middlesboro, Kentucky. He had 
acquired a very large estate of lands in Virginia, Tennessee and 
Kentucky, negro slaves and other personal property at date of death, 
which was bequeathed to his widow and their children by will which 
was proved in the Knox (Kentucky) County Court in 1811.

When Middlesboro first attracted the attention of the business 
people and was being developed, the grave of Colonel Arthur Camp- 
bell was discovered in an out-of-the-way place. The remains were 
removed by his Tennessee relatives and the grave newly marked. The 
grave was marked by an iron slab bearing the inscription: 


“Sacred to the memory of Colonel Arthur Campbell, who was 
born in Augusta County, Virginia, November 8, 1754, old style, and 
after a well-spent life, as his last moments did and well could ap- 
prove, of sixty-seven years, eight months and twenty-five days, ere 
a constitution, preserved by rigid temperance and otherwise moral and 
healthy, could but with reluctance consent. The lamp was blown 
out by the devouring effects of a cancer on the eighth day of August, 
1811, leaving a widow, six sons and six daughters to mourn his loss 
and emulate his virtues. 

“Here lies, entombed, a Revolutionary sage, 

An ardent patriot of the age. 

In erudition great, and useful knowledge to secan— 
In philanthropy hospitable, the friend to man, 
As a soldier brave Virtue, his morality. 

As a commander, prudent His religion, charity. 
He practiced temperance to preserve his health 
He used industry to acquire wealth. 

He studied physic to avoid disease. 

He studied himself to complete his plan.

In the year 1645, the English 

Parliament attempted to force Irish- 

men to take English names. Many 

of the McCartheys changed their 

Carter name to Carter, but the change evi- 

dently was not a lasting one, for a 

century later the English authorities complained that “The Irish have 
become as Irish as ever.” 


The families of Carter were numerous in England in early days. 
The Hundred Rolls of Oxford County, 1273, bore the names of Jocius 
Caritarius and Nicholas le Carter. John le Cartere lived in Norfolk 
County in 1273. and Robert le Caretter and Margaret le Careter lived 
in Huntsford County, in 1278, as is evidenced by the Hundred Rolls 
of those counties. The poll tax rolls of Yorkshire County, 1379, 
bore the names of Ricardus Carter and Thomas Bell Carter. 


There were several first settlers in America bearing the name 
Carter. Perhaps the first in the Virginia colony was John Carter 
who in 1649 was a member of the House of Burgesses from Upper 
Norfolk and in 1654 from Lancaster County. He was named com 
mander in chief of the forces sent against the Indians in 1669. 

It is now difficult to connect the many hundreds of branches of 
this splendid family. It has become wide-spread in the United 
States. It is a name that is esteemed everywhere for the substantial 
qualities of those who bear it. 


Robert Wormely Carter and his family were among the first, if not 
the first, Carters to settle in Northeastern Kentucky. The records 
would seem to indicate that he was of the distinguished family of 
Carter of Tidewater Virginia of whom “King” Carter was the most 
noted. He married in Loudoun County, Virginia, in February, 1795, 
Hebe Smallwood Grayson, daughter of Colonel William Grayson 
(See Grayson Family). About 1808 the Carters and: the Graysons 
(children of Colonel William Grayson) removed to and settled on 
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lands granted to them by the Government on account of the military 
service of Colonel Grayson in the Revolution. They settled, at first, 
on the site of the present Grayson, Carter County, then Greenup 
County. 


Hebe Carter, who had removed to Parish, Bourbon County, 
Kenutcky, in her will, probated in the Bourbon County Court, in 
November, 1818, bequeathed all her property to her six children (not 
giving their names), including the lands she owned in Kentucky, but 
excluding therefrom the interest she owned in the Little Sandy Salt 
Works and the 70,000 acres of land in Greenup County on which the 
Salt Works were located; also all lands in the States of Virginia and 
Maryland she had inherited from her uncle, “General” (Captain) 
Smallwood. 


In a proceeding in the Jefferson County (Kentucky) Court, the 
court found and certified, January 6, 1829, that William G. Carter, 
Landon Carter, Alfred G. Carter and Hebe Carter were [then] the 
only children and heirs-at-law of Hebe Carter, deceased.

2. Colorel William Grayson Carter, planter and prominent 
citizen, was State senator from the district embracing Greenup, 
Lawrence and Lewis counties, 1834-38. During the last year of his 
term he was instrumental in the passage of the act establishing the 
County of Carter which was named in his honor. The seat of justice, 
Grayson, was named in honor of the Grayson family—the historian 
Collins states in honor of Colonel Robert H. Grayson, senator 
Carter’s uncle. 


Colonel Carter married Susan, the daughter of General Isaac 
Shelby, first and sixth governor of Kentucky. Mrs. Carter planned 
and had constructed on their plantation on the banks of the Little 
Sandy River about one-half mile from Grayson a fine dwelling house. 
The house was built of brick which were burned from clay on the 
site by the slaves on the plantation under the supervision of a Yankee 
overseer. Doors, mantels, staircases and other woodwork were hand- 
hewn. After having been furnished it was considered the finest 
mansion in all the countryside. In 1850 the Carters sold the planta- 
tion and mansion to Dr. A. J. Landsdowne who named the estate 
“Luck Enough” but soon thereafter changed it to Landsdowne Hall” 
which name it ever afterward bore. The house was razed in 1942.

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CECIL AND WITTEN FAMILIES OF VIRGINIA AND 
FLOYD COUNTY 


These two families were so intermingled 
by intermarriage for several generations 
after they migrated to the Clinch River 
Valley, Southwestern, Virginia, that they 
are not considered separately previous to 
the migration to Eastern Kentucky. 


The Wittens were of teutonic origin and 
founded the City of Wittenberg, Germany 
but left Saxony and migrated to England as 
early as the ninth century where they be- 
came identified with the Anglo-Saxons who 
had conquered the Britons and gave the 
name England to ancient Britain. The 
Cecils were of pure celtic blood and natives 
of the British Isles. Those of them who 
emigrated to America were lineal descen- 
dants of Sir William Cecil, Lord Burghley, 
who for forty years was the chief minister 
of England during the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth. Tradition and documentary evidence 
reveal that the progenitors of the Wittens 
and Cecils, in America emigrated from 
England to Maryland about 1634 with the Hon. Cecil Calvert, the 
second Lord Baltimore. 


In 1766 Thomas Witten, Sr., and Samuel Cecil, his brother-in- 
law, migrated from Cecil County, Maryland, to Southwestern Vir- 
ginia. Witten located temporarily on Walker’s Creek in the present- 
day Giles county. Cecil settled where the present-day town of Dub- 
lin, Pulaski county, is located. Here he lived until his death in 1785 
and here he and his wife were buried. 


In the Spring of 1767 Thomas Witten, Sr., moved to and settled 
on the Crabapple Orchard tract of 1000 acres, on the Clinch River 
near the old Pisgah Methodist Church in what is now Tazewell 
county. His dwelling was, about 1772 or 1773, converted into a 
block house in order to safeguard his family and other oncoming 
settlers from depredations of hostile and marauding bands of Indians, 
and became known as Witten’s Fort. With him to the Clinch 
River valley came his son-in-law, John Greenup, and five unmarried 
sons: Thomas, Jr., James, Philip, Jeremiah and William.

8. Caprain JoHn CrEcIL was prominent in civil and military af- 
fairs of Tazewell county. For many years he was a member of the 
county court, and represented the county in the Virginia House of 
Delegates at the sessions of 1808-9, 1810-11 and 1811-12.

he engaged in merchandising at Pikeville. He was particularly 
active in and aided and encouraged the building of churches and 
schools.

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William W. Cecil in 1860; Thomas Cecil, farmer, age 70 b. in Vir- 
ginia; Jane, wife, age 70, b. in Virginia; daughters: Margaret, age 
39, Sarah A., age 36; Susan, age 33 and Elizabeth age 31, all of 
whom were born in Virginia.

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CHANDLER FAMILY 


Chandler is an occupational 
name, meaning “the chandler”; a 
candlemaker; the official who at- 
tended to the lights in his lordship’s 
household. The family is of Eng- 
lish extraction and most of the 
pioneer Chandlers in the American 
Colonies came directly from Eng- 


land. 


Major Job Chandler was a dis- 
tinguished officer in the Maryland 
Provincial Forces, 1651-1656, 
Many of his descendants are now 
living in various states. 


In the New England Colonies 
the Chandlers were represented by 
a number of early settlers. Edward 
Chandler settled at Plymouth in 
1633 and was granted lands in Dux- 


Chandler bury, Massachusetts, in 1640; John 


Chandler was a freeman in Concord, 
Massachusetts, in 1640; another John was a shoemaker in Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire, in 1659; Nathaniel Chandler was a settler 
in Duxbury, Massachusetts; Roger was a resident of Plymouth in 
1653; William was an original proprietor in Andover, Massachu- 
setts. Descendants of these men are living today in New England 
and great numbers of them pushed westward in the tide of immigra- 
tion and are now to be found in the South, Middle West and Far 
West. The name is one that stands for stability and service in 
every field of endeavor.

The exact time that the first Chandler pushed over the mountains 
to Eastern or Southeastern Kentucky is not certainly known. The 
name does not appear on the first U. S. Census or the early tax lists 
of that section. 


1. Tuomas CHANDLER was the progenitor of a large branch of 
the Chandler family of Cabell County, Virginia, and of the Big 
Sandy Valley in Eastern Kentucky. He was b., presumably in 
North Carolina, circa 1762 and d. in what is now Wayne County, 
West Virginia, in 1845 or 1846. 


His declaration, filed in the Cabell County (Virginia) Court, 
October 22, 1827, in connection with his claim for pension,’ discloses 
that he was then 65 years of age and his wife about 64 years old; 
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that he enlisted as a private for a term of three years or for the 
duration of the war on the — day of March, preceding Gates’ defeat 
(at Camden, South Carolina, August 16, 1780), in the company of 
Captain William Lyttle in the Tenth Regiment, North Carolina 
Continental Line, commanded by Colonel Thaxton; that he served 
in the said Corps until after the surrender of Cornwallis when he 
was discharged near Camden, South Carolina. 


Available records do not disclose when Thomas Chandler left 
North Carolina in the Westward movement. In the trek westward 
he stopped and lived for a time in both Wythe and Tazewell 
Counties, Virginia, after which, pushing over the mountains he 
settled about 1806, near the site of present Wayne Court House, 
Wayne County, West Virginia.

Apert Brnsamin Cuanpier, lawyer and State and Federal 
public official, was b. near Corydon, Henderson County, Kentucky, 
July 14, 1898, a son of Joseph S. and Callie (Sanders) Chandler, 
a grandson of Daniel and Mary (Terrel) Chandler, a great, great 
grandson of John and Elizabeth (Monroe) Chandler. 


He attended the public schools; was graduated at Transylvania 
College, receiving an A. B. degree, in 1921, and received a LL.D. 
degree (honorary) from that college in 1936; was a student of law 
at Harvard University, 1921-22; was graduated at the University of 
Kentucky, receiving a LL.B. degree, in 1924, and received a LL.D. 
degree (honorary) from that university in 1987. He was admitted 
to the bar and began the practice of law at Versailles, Kentucky, in 
1924, He served as attorney for the American Life and Accident 
Insurance Co., Louisville, from 1933 to 19385; was receiver of the 
Inter-Southern Life Insurance Co., Louisville, 1932; and for a time 
served as vice-president of the Costal State Life Insurance Co., 
Atlanta. 


Governor Chandler is a Democrat in politics. He has held many 
high public offices of honor and trust and has always performed the 
duties pertaining thereto creditably and well. He was appointed 
Master Commissioner of the Woodford County (Ky.) Circuit Court 
in 1928; was elected a member of the Kentucky State Senate from 
the Twenty-second district in 1929; was elected Lieutenant-Governor 
of Kentucky in 1931 and served until 1935; was elected Governor of 
Kentucky in November, 1935, at the age of 37. (There has been 
only one governor of Kentucky younger than he at time of election. ) 
He resigned the governorship, October 9, 1939, and was appointed 
U.S. Senator, October 10, 1939, to fill a vacancy caused by the death 
of Senator M. M. Logan; was elected in November 1940, to fill the 
remainder of the term which ended in January 1943; was reelected 
in November 1942, to the Seventy-seventh Congress for the six-year 
term ending in January 1949 and served until October 1, 1945, when 
_he resigned. He was again elected Governor of Kentucky in Novem- 
ber 1955, and is presently serving in that capacity. 


Upon his resignation from the Senate, Senator Chandler became 
High Commissioner of Baseball and served in that capacity for 
several years when he resigned. He was for a time football coach at 
Centre College, Danville, Ky., and at Versailles (Ky.) High School; 
and is presently serving as president of the International Base Ball 
Congress, Wichita, Kansas. 
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He had service as a private, U. S. Army, in World War I, 1918- 
1919, and held reserve commission of captain, Judge Advocate 
General Corps for 25 years. 


Governor Chandler’s home is in Versailles, Ky. He is a member 
of St. John’s Episcopal Church there and is a publisher of the 
Woodford Sun. He has served as Chairman of the Woodford 
County Democratic Executive Committee. He is a trustee of the 
Ty Cobb Memorial Foundation, a member of the American Legion, 
the Pi Kappa Alpha fraternity, the Lexington and Idle Hour 
Country Clubs, in Lexington, and is a 32° Mason (K. T. Shriner). 


On November 12, 1925, he m. Mildred Watkins of Keysville, Va., 
a daughter of Marcellus Lee and Virginia (Stephenson) Watkins.

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CHILDER’S FAMILY OF PIKE COUNTY 


PLEASANT OCniupers, Revolutionary War soldier, was the pro- 
genitor of a large branch of the Childers family of the Big Sandy 
Valley region of Kentucky. On the 19th day of October, 1818, he 
appeared before one of the Judges of the Floyd County (Kentucky) 
Circuit Court and filed a declaration for a pension on account of his 
services in the Revolution wherein he stated, among other things, that 
he was then fifty-seven years of age; that ie enlisted in May, 1780, 
in Warren County, North Carolina, for nine month’s service in 
Captain James Parker’s Company of the Fifth Regiment, North 
Carolina Continental Line, commanded by Colonel Armstrong; that 
he served in said corps until May, 1781, when he was honorably dis- 
charged at Cross Creek (North Carolina) by Captain Armstrong; 
and that he was in the battles at Stono and Guilford Court House 
(North Carolina).'

He was elected a justice of the peace of Pike County at 
the age of 21; studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1907. A 
brilliant speaker and possessed of inherent qualifications for the 
practice of law, he rose rapidly in his profession. A staunch Demo- 
erat, he is an active party worker and his party has had the use of 
his great oratorical powers in every national election from the Bryan 
campaign in 1896. 

Judge Childers has held many public offices of honor and trust and 
filled all of them creditably and well. He served as Mayor of 
Pikeville; Presidential elector from the 10th Kentucky District on 
the Democratic ticket in 1912; served two terms as Circuit Judge of 
35th Judicial District of Kentucky, composed of Pike and Letcher 
Counties; and served two terms as Commonwealth’s Attorney of the 
same district. 

Judge Childers is affiliated with the Masons and Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows .

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CONLEY OR CONNELLY FAMILY OF FLOYD AND 
JOHNSON COUNTY 


Genealogists state that the Con- 
nelly family is descended from Mile- 
sius, King of Spain, through the 
line of his son, Heremon. The 
founder of the family was Eogan, 
ancestor of the Northern Hy Nials 
and son of Nial of the Nine Host- 
ages, King of Ireland, A. D. 379. 
The ancient name was Conally and 
signifies “A Light”. The names 
Connelly, Conally, Conneally, Con- 
nolly, Conneallan, O’Connell, and 
other names of Irish families, are 
derived from the ancient Milesian 
name, O’Conghalaigh.

“ The possessions of the clan were 
Connelly located in the present-day counties 
of Galway, Meath, and Donegal, 
Ireland. The Connellys were also chiefs in County Fermanagh, Ire- 


land. 


The Connelly family is southern in America. Thomas Connelly 
and his brother, Edmund, and perhaps two other brothers, John and 
Henry, emigrated from County Armagh, Ireland, and settled in the 
vicinity of present Charleston, South Carolina, about 1689. They 
were men of fortune and affairs; obtained large grants of land from 
the proprietors of the colonies, one grant, it is said, embracing a part 
of the site of present Charleston; engaged in town building and in 
traffic and merchandising by sea and also traded extensively with the 
the Creek and Cherokee Indians. 


In the Revolutionary War the Connellys fought in the patriot 
armies of Virginia, the Carolinas and Pennsylvania. They served 
under Generals Washington, Greene, Morgan, Gates, Howard of 
Maryland, Lincoln, and Charles Cotesworth Pinckney. At the 
close of the Revolution many of them migrated West, South and 
Southwest to practically all parts of the United States. They have 
been exceedingly prolific. It has been estimated that Captain Henry 
Connelly who, after the Revolution removed from North Carolina to 
Virginia and thence to Kentucky, has at least one thousand des- 
cendants now living. 


The name is now variously written but the tendency is to shorten 
it to Conley. 

One of the most distinguished members of the family was 
Doctor Henry Connelly, late Governor of New Mexico, son of John 
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Donaldson Connelly of Virginia and brother or first cousin to 
Captain Henry Connelly, considered herein. 

The Connellys have been men of fair fortune. They have been 
influential in every community in which they lived. Many of them 
have been possessed of fine literary taste—some of them of fair 
literary ability. They were in the advance guard in spreading 
civilization over the West and in a number a states they were 
ploneers.

After attending the public schools at Louisa and receiving 
private instructions under his maternal uncle, R. A. E. Leshe, then 
a teacher in the public schools at Prestonsburg, he left school at the 
age of fourteen and engaged in newspaper work. He began an ap- 
prenticeship in the office of Prestonsburg Banner, going later to the 
Lawrence County Index. With L. B. Ferguson he purchased the 
plant and business of the Louisa Index, the name of the publication 
afterward being changed to the Big Sandy News which became 
the leading newspaper in that section-of the Big Sandy Valley.

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DAVIS FAMILY OF PRINCE WILLIAM COUNTY, 
VIRGINIA, AND CARTER COUNTY, KENTUCKY 


Davis is a form of Davids, and means “Son of David”. The 
name David, recurring often both as a personal name and as a sur- 
name, seems to have been a favorite name for many generations 
among the Welsh and Scots. The Biblical David means in Hebrew 
“beloved, dear”. It was said of the great psalm writer: “All Israel 


and Judah loved David”. 


A pet name for David was Daw, from which came Daws and 
Dawson, both meaning “son of Daw’, equivalent to Davidson.

In 18386 Mr. Davis m. Myrtilla A. Winn, b. in Champaign 
County, Ohio, October 25, 1812, and d. at Grayson, Carter County, 
Kentucky, July 25, 1886. She was a devout member of the Christian 
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Church, a devoted wife and a woman of great influence and strength 
of character. Her father, Douglas A. Winn, a native of Virginia, 
migrated from that state to Champaign County, Ohio, and after- 
wards removed to Kentucky. Finally he removed to Calloway 
County, Missouri1, where he died. He was a fine scholar, a noted 
mathematician, a professional teacher and a member of the Christian 
Church.

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DILS FAMILY OF PIKE COUNTY 


Joun Drs, JR., was the first of the family of Dils to migrate and 
settle in Eastern Kentucky. He was born in Parkersburg, Virginia, 
now West Virginia in 1819. His father was John Dils II, and his 
grandfather was John Dils I who with his brother Henry migrated 
from Pennsylvania on the Monongahela River near Brownsville to 
then Virginia and settled in Wood County near Parkersburg in 1789. 

Both John I and John II had service in the American Army 
in the Revolutionary War and were actively engaged with the Ohio 
settlers of Belpre and Marietta in the Indian troubles on the frontiers. 

John Dils Il was with the Wood County militia under Colonel 
Phelps who, under the proclamation of President Jefferson in 1506, 
undertook the arrest of Col. Burr and his associates on Blennerhasset 
Island but failing to find him on the island, Col. Phelps with part 
of his men hastened to intercept Col. Burr at the mouth of the 
Great ‘Kanawha but Col. Phelps was again foiled by the wily foe.’ 

John Dils’ sister had married R. D. Callahan in 1835 and in 1836 
he went to Pikeville, Kentucky, with his brother-in-law. Here he 
taught two “subscription” (private) schools in 1840-1841. He 
entered the mercantile business in partnership with his brother-in- 
law, R. D. Callahan and John N. Richardson under the firm name of 
John Dils, Jr. and Company which in two years was changed to 
Richardson and Dils, and after about twelve years he purchased the 
interest of his partner, Richardson, and conducted the business until 
the Civil War. 

John Dils, Jr., was captain of a company of soldiers recruited for 
service in the Mexican War, but the organization was never called 
into active service on account of being too remote for transportation. 
He was a staunch Union man and was arrested under orders of Col. 
John S. Willams, C. S. A.; and was taken to Richmond and con- 
fined in Libby Prison there. Returning to his home in Pikeville he 
recruited the 39th Kentucky Regiment Mounted Infantry of - which 
he became the colonel. He was mustered into the service, February 
16, 1863, at Peach Orchard and was discharged December 10, 1863.

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DIXON FAMILY OF JOHNSON AND LAURENCE 
COUNTIES 


Dixon is a well known surname in Scotland, England and Ire- 
land, as well as in the United States. In ancient records it is spelled 
in many ways, perhaps the first being the Scottish way, Dicksoune, 
Dickson and Dykysoun. 


The chiefs of the clan Dickson are descended from the Keiths, 
Earls Marshall of Scotland, and a mighty power in themselves. It 
is said that a Keith could journev from the north to the south of 
Scotland and find shelter overnight in one of his own castles. Blind 
Harry, the ancient Scottish Minstrel, recounted the triumphs of 
Thom Dixon, the first eminent leader of this noted family. It was 
he whom the great Douglas sent through an enemy camp of 3,000 
men bearing a message to Sir Wiliam Wallace. For this service 
Thom Dixon was awarded lands in County Lanark, King Robert 
Bruce indorsed the charter and also created him hereditary castellan 
of Douglas Castle. 


In England where the name is not a clan name, it is spelled 
Dixon, and this spelling is used by many families in the United 
States. The name Dixon is well known in the Southern States, 
perhaps the most notable representative being Thomas. Dixon, 
novelist, whose stories of post-Civil War days have been read from 
coast to coast. 


The name Dixon and Dickson originated with the necessity of 
distinguishing father from son. Thus, Dick’s son took unto himseif 
the surname Dickson to be used by himself and, his descendants for 
all time. 


Henry Dixon was the ancestor of a branch of the family in the 
Big Sandy Valley. He was born, presumably in Grayson County, 
Virginia, in 1774 and died in Johnson County. Kentucky, in 1854. 
He and a brother came from Grayson County, Virginia, in 1814, and 
yurchased and lived on the lands that embrace the site of present 
Paintsville. They were important and leading citizens of the com- 
munity; purchased and owned large tracts of land, and were in 
easy circumstances. 


Henry Dixon was a farmer; conducted a grist mill at the upper 
end of Paintsville; was a minister of the Baptist Church; and a fine 
violinist. It is related of him that he went to church to conduct 
services with his Bible under one arm and his violin under the other ; 
and that he always opened and closed services with rendering several 
selections on the violin. He was an honored and respected pioneer 
citizen.’

1. BarrHotomew Dupvy was the progenitor of the Dupuy family 
of Northeastern Kentucky. He was born in 1652 in the province of 
Languedoc, France. At the age of 18 he enlisted in the army and 
continued service for fourteen years, holding the rank of leutenant 
and assigned to the King’s (Louis XLV) household when, he retired 
in 1684. He then purchased a chateau and vineyard in Velours and 
married Countess Susanna Lavillon. 


Religious persecutions of the Huguenots breaking out fireelhs and 
Bartholomew Dupuy still being in the good graces of the King, was 
given a chance to abjure Pr otestantism. He “and his wite Berueed to 
become Catholics. 


However, the King gave him a document granting him protection 
until the end of the year 1685. He immediately began carrying out 
his plan to leave France by disposing of his property. This done, 
and dressing himself as a King’s guardsman and his wife as a page, 
and having in his possession the King’s guarantee of protection, they 
began the flight from France and reaching the frontier in eighteen 
days, they entered Germany where they remained for fourteen years 
when they went to England in 1699. 

In England they joined that small band of Huguenots who came 
to America about 1700 with the purpose of settling in North Caro- 
lina. Upon reaching Virginia means of transportation to Carolina 
failed and, sponsored by William Byrd III, they settled at Manakin 
Town, present Goochland County, on the James River about twenty 
miles ‘above Richmond. Here Bartholomew Dupuy died in 1743.

Dysart Castle in Ireland was the seat of a powerful family of 
Dysarts in early times. 


Captain James Dysart was the first of the name to come. to 
Kentucky. He was living in the Valley of Virginia at the breaking 
out of the Revolutionary War. He was one of the first justices of 
the peace of Washington County, Virginia; the first sheriff of the 
county; and was a captain of the (Washington County) Virginia 
Militia. He commanded a division in the battle at Kings Mountain 
(October 7, 1781), where he was wounded.’. i 


After the close of the Revolution, Captain Dysart settled in Rock- 
castle County, Kentucky. He patented several large tracts of land 
in Rockcastle and Jefferson Counties. Very little has been learned 
concerning him after his coming to Kentucky. He was a State’ repre- 
sentative from Rockeastle and Lincoln Counties. The records of 
Rockeastle County would seem to indicate that members of his family 
migrated to and settled in Missouri. 


Captain Johnston Dysart, believed to be a son of Captain James 
Dysart, married in Pulaski County, Kentucky, Polly Cowan, Febru- 
ary 13, 1817. He served in the War of 1812 as captain of Dysart’s 
Company, Kentucky Mounted Volunteer Militia, in Col. Williams’ 
Regiment; and was State representative from Rockeastle County, 
1814; Samuel Dysart was a private in his company.’ 
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DYSART FAMILY OF CARTER AND GREENUP 
COUNTIES, KENTUCKY 


Isaac G. Dysart, a son of Jacob Dysart, was the progenitor of 
the branch of the family that settled in Greenup County in the 
early 1800s. He came in from what is now Greenbriar County, 
West Virginia. Tradition and documentary evidence reveal that the 
family had previously lived at Altoona, Pennsylvania.

18. Henprerson Ricnarpson Dysarp, lawyer, one time teacher and 
public official, was born at Charlotte Furnace, Carter County, Octo- 
ber 2, 1875. His boyhood was spent on his father’s farm. He was 
educated in the public schools at Charlotte Furnace and at the 
National Normal University at Lebanon, Ohio, where he was 
prepared for teaching. He taught in the public schools of Carter 
County from 1896 to 1901. Choosing the legal profession as a 
career, he studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1896 and after- 
wards pursued his law studies at Columbian University Law School, 
Washington, D. C., and at Valparaiso University, Valparaiso, In- 
diana. He did not enter upon the practice of law until 1901 when 
he opened an office at Grayson, Kentucky, where he practiced for the 
succeeding eight years, when in 1909 he located at Ashland, Ken- 
tucky, for the practice of his profession. He soon attained and ever 
since has maintained high rank as an attorney at the Boyd County 
Bar and elsewhere. 


A Republican in politics and always interested in public affairs, 
he was nominated on the Republican ticket and elected judge of the 
Carter County Court for the term 1902-1905, inclusive, at the expi- 
ration of which he was elected and served as county attorney for 
Carter County for the term, 1906-1909, inclusive. He was elected 
and served as mayor of Ashland for the term, 1917-1921. During 
his administration the city water works were built, Central Park 
lighted and the highway to Russell paved to the city limits. Subse- 
quently he was appointed and confirmed as State Tax Commissioner 
but did not accept. He served for two years as examiner of ap- 
plicants for license to practice law.

ELLIOTT AND PRICHARD FAMILIES OF CARTER AND 
ELLIOTT COUNTIES 


Eliot is another diminutive 
form of Ehas. The name Elias is 
from Hebrew Elijah meaning 
“Yahweh is my God”. The names 
Ellet and Eliot also occur in the 
forms Allott and Aliot. Eliot may 
sometimes be from Elliston, signify- 
ing “town of St. Elias”. Elhott is 
also a famous Scottish clan name. 


The name first made its ap- 
pearance in England with William 
the Conqueror (1066) who had a follower called William Aliot, al- 
though some authorities claim that the name originated with the 
clan Ehot in Scotland. There is a locality by the name of Eliot in 
the region of Dundee, Scotland. 


Families of Eliot or Elliott settled and lived in all the thirteen 
original American colonies in early colonial days and were numerous 
in some of them, particuarly in New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, South Carolina and 
North Carolina. 


The Elliotts of England who emigrated to the United States are 
all descendants of Henry Algernon Elliott, Esq., of the British Navy. 
He, according to tradition and some authorities, descended from the 
valiant knight, Sir William de Aliot, who came to England with 
William the Conqueror. The Irish branch’s first definite lne is 
Edwin Elliott who lived and died and is buried in Fincastle, Done- 
gal County, Ireland. The Elliotts in the south of England (Crom- 
well) embrace the Earls of Germanes from which the family of the 
Apostle to the Indians sprang.’ 


1, Coronet Ricuarp Exziorr was the American progenitor of a 
large branch of the Elliott family who settled in Eastern Kentucky. 
He served in the Virginia Forces in the Revolutionary War as did 
sixty other Elliot, Elliote and/or Elliotts.” He was b. at sea; m. 
Mary Stewart; migrated to and d. in Montgomery County, Ky., in 
1799. They had a son. 


2. James Extiorr, b. 1770, who m. Miss Hannah Scott, daughter 
of Benjamin Scott who resided on the South branch of the Potomac 
River in Hardy County, Virginia, now West Virginia. Authorities 
state that she was a cousin to Gen. Charles Scott, Governor of Ken- 
tucky, 1808-1812, and of General Winfield Scott of the U. S. Army.

Authorities state that John L. Elliott came from Russell County, 
Virginia, with his family and settled on the North Fork of the Lick- 
ing River in Morgan County in 1824. However, he settled in what 
is now Morgan County at an earlier date as is ev ridenced by the fact 
that when Morgan County was organized (at the house of. Edward 
Wells) on March 10, 1823, John Elliott, Esq. was recommended to 
the Governor as a proper person to fill the office of surveyor of the 
county. He moved and settled on the Maggard farm in the central 
part of present Elliott County about 1838. Subsequently he entered 
and patented several tracts of land aggregating 1800 acres on Big 
Sinking, Gimlet and Caney creeks in Carter and/or Morgan Coun- 
ties; and acquired other tracts of land in other localities. 


apes L. Elliott was one of the outstanding men of his time and 
section of the State. He was an honored and respected citizen; and 
held many offices and positions of honor and trust and filled all of 
them creditably and well. He was a captain of the Virginia militia 
in the War of 1812 and commanded a company for one tour of 90 
days. Under contract with the Carter County Court, he built the 
first court house and jail at Grayson, 1841-2; was State representa- 
tive from Lawrence County, 1836-1837, and State senator from the 
district composed of Lawrence and Morgan Counties, 1851-1853.

In 1847 he was elected State 
representative from the district composed of the counties of Johnson, 
Floyd and Pike. In 1853 he was elected to Congress from the 6th 
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District then known as the Gibraltar Whig district, defeating Dr. 
Pierce of Garrard County by 881 votes; reelected in 1855, defeating 
George W. Dunlap, Know Nothing candidate by 1357 majority; 
reelected in 1857, defeating John A. Moore of Rockeastle County by 
a majority of 1775. After the close of this term he was elected 
(1861) State representative from the Floyd County district without 
opposition and was expelled, December 21, 1861, for being connected 
with, or giving aid to the Confederate Army, he having enlisted Octo- 
ber 19, 1861, in the command of then Captain John S. Williams, 
“Old Cerodo Gordo” and later resigned to enter the Confederate 
Congress. He represented the 6th Kentucky district in first and 
second sessions of the Confederate Congress. After the close of the 
Civil War he established himself at Owingsville, Bath County, for 
the practice of law; and in 1868 he was elected judge of the 
thirteenth Kentucky Judicial district, defeating Benjamin Gudgell 
of Bath County by a majority of 2400. In 1876 he was elected 
judge of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky and was serving as such 
when on June 6, 1879, he was assassinated at the side door of the old 
Capital Hotel, Frankfort, by Thomas Buford, because, he claimed, 
the court had made an unjust decision against his sister, causing her 
to lose $20,000. 


Judge Elliott was interred in the State Cemetery at Frankfort. 
He married in Johnson County, September 23, 1848, Miss Sarah 
Jane Smith, daughter of William Smith whose Virginia ancestors 
served in the Revolutionary War. Judge and Mrs. Elliott had no 
children. 

A statue of him was erected by his widow on the court house yard 
in Catlettsburg.

JEREMIAH Power Ricuarps, farmer, sometime businessman and 
stock trader, son of John Richards of Scott County, Virginia, and 
Rebecca Power of Lexington, Kentucky, and grandson of James 
Anderson Richards, (born 1726) and Mary Burbridge, was b. 
September 15, 1816, on Triplett Creek in Fleming County, Kentucky, 
now Rowan County, and d. at his home “Walnut Grove’, near 
Soldier, Kentucky, July 9, 1913 at the age of 96 years, 9 months and 
24 days. 


Prior to the Civil War Mr. Richards became one the the leading 
farmers and traders of the State, having commercial houses at More- 
head, Olive Hill, West Liberty and Walnut Grove. He drove and 
sold horses, cattle and hogs to Virginia, the Carolinas, Tennessee and 
lower Kentucky. When the war broke out, robbers, pretended Union 
men, looted the stores, despoiled the plantations and drove away the 
herds, all of which hastened Mr. Richards’ enlistment in the Con- 
federate Army. He served throughout the war during which all his 
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property was swept away except his lands and these were involved in 
debt on behalf of his friends. Being aged and broken in fortune and 
the society of his native hills so wrecked that it was impossible to 
resume the life of his former years with the ardor and success with 
which he had pursued it, he went to Ulhnois with his family and 
remained four years and thence to Renick, Missouri. Here his wife 
died in 1872. His daughter, Zarelda, who had married J. A. Dun- 
lap, died in Illinois. He returned to his home, “Walnut Grove” 
where he lived until his death. 


Eleven years after the death of his wife, Mr. Richards was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Henrietta Connell, an estimable and cultured lady of 
Trimble County, Kentucky, with whom he lived most happily until 
her death a few years later. There were no children by this mar- 
riage. 

He was an ardent Democrat and for many years was a consistent 
member of the Christian Church. For more than sixty-one years he 
was a member of Trimble Lodge No. 145, F. & A.M. at Grayson 
which attended the funeral in a body and in every way showed all 
the honor due its oldest member and also its last charter member who 
had aided in establishing the lodge many years before.

Roserr E. Dunuap, minister of the Gospel, evangelist, prohibi- 
tion advocate, was born in Illinois, 1849, died at Tacoma, Washing- 
ton, June 1, 1938, in his eighty-ninth year; educated at Transyl- 
vania University, Lexington, Kentucky; taught school and preached 
in Kentucky; served the state board of Kentucky, was sent on mis- 
sionary service to Montana, serving in Deer Lodge, Bozeman, and 
other places; became pastor of the First Christian Church, Seattle, 
Washington, 1891, and organized the University Church in that city 
in 1899. For 21 years his headquarters were in Seattle; and for 14 
years he served as state secretary and evangelist in Arizona.

M Limestone, 
Carter County, on June 28, 18938, she was united in marriage with 
William Harvey Flanery, then a student of law at the University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor. She spent some time in Ann Arbor with her 
husband. They went to housekeeping at Pikeville, Kentucky, where 
Mr. Flanery began the practice of law. 

While engaged in rearing her family she became interested in 
newspaper work and from 1904 to 1926 she was one of the able 
writers constituting the editorial staff of the Ashland Daily 
Independent. 


The Flanerys moved to Catlettsburg, Kentucky, and lived in the 
beautiful home that: had been bequeathed to Mrs. Flanery by an aunt, 
the widow of the late Judge John Milton Elliott. 


Mrs. Flanery was an ardent suffragist and had a ores 
for politics. She was a delegate to the Democratic National Con- 
vention at Madison Square Garden, New York City, in 1928; was 
State representative from Boyd County in 1920, being the first 
southern woman to be so honored by her State. She was a member 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution on the record of 
Colonel Richard Elliott and served as regent of Poage Chapter at 
Ashland for three years; was a member of the Order of the Eastern 
Star and during 1911 was worthy matron of Anna O. Young Chapter 
No. 28 at Pikeville; was director of the Brookover School of Music 
of Ashland and Catlettsburg and an associate member of the Civic 
Music Association in the latter city; was chairman of the legislative 
board of the Ashland Woman’s Club and also connected with the 
Woman’s Literary Club of Catlettsburg. 


Wituiam Harvey Franery, lawyer, was b. at Sandy Hook, Elliott 
County, Kentucky, November 10, 1865; educated in the pubhe 
schools; attended University of Kentucky three years and was gradu- 
ated from the National Normal University, Lebanon, Ohio, with 
degree of I. S. and B.S., in 1889; engaged in educational work for 
a time, proving a capable instructor and conductor of teacher” s In-

stitutes; entered the law school of the University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, and was graduated with degree of LL.B. in June 1895, and 
immediately returned to Kentucky; began his professional career at 
Pikeville, Kentucky, where he continued for 17 years, representing, 
among other clients, the Northern Coal & Coke Company, of which 
the late John C. C. Mayo was president. He moved to Catlettsburg 
in 1912 where he continued the practice of law with success. 


He was a Mason, being a member of Hampton Lodge No. 235; 
was a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and gave 
his allegiance to the Democratic Party. He was appointed by the 
City Council of Catlettsburg to’ fill a vacaney caused by death of 
James H. McConnell, judge of the Police Court, in the Spring of 
1925 and at once took a determined stand for a rigid enforcement of 
law, thereby incurring the enmity of the criminal element who at 
1:30 in the morning of August 7, 1925, dynamited his home. He 
continued his activities against the violators of the law and success at 
length crowned his efforts.

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Axsiup Farrcutip, a Revolutionary War soldier, was the progeni- 
tor of one branch of the Fairchild family of Eastern Kentucky. On 
February 18, 1834, he appeared in open court before the justices of 
the Floyd County (Kentucky) Court and filed his declaration for a 
pension on account of his services in the Revolutionary War, wherein 
he stated, among other things, that he was born in Westmoreland 
County, Virginia, in 1762, and that he removed to and lived in 
Wilkes County, North Carolina, until about 1808 when he removed 
to Floyd County, Kentucky; that he first entered the service as a 
drafted soldier on or about October 10, 1778, in a company of North 
Carolina Militia of which John Robbins was Captain; and that he 
joined his company at Wilkesborough, Wilkes County, North Caro- 
lina; and Captain Robbins not joining, William Gillery, the Lieute- 
nant of the Company took command and commanded the Company 
throughout the whole tour, William Sutton the ensign acting as 
lieutenant, and the sergeant, whose name to the best of his recol- 
lection was James Lewis, acting as ensign; that from Wilkesborough 
he marched with his Company via Salisbury, Charlotte and Camden, 
South Carolina, to Perosburg, South Carolina, where they remained 
for about six weeks, Colonel John Brevard (Prevard) being the 
Colonel commanding the regiment to which his company was at- 
tached; that from the encampment at Perosburg they marched up the 
Savannah River to Three Sisters at which place his company under 
Captain Gillery left the other troops and marched down the river 
about three miles to White House where they remained on garrison 
duty to guard a ferry on the Savannah River for about six weeks 
when they marched to Turkey Hill where they were discharged on 
April 10, 1779, Captain or Lieutenant Gillery signing his discharge; 
that from April 10, 1779 to June 1, 1780, he served as a volunteer 
on short excursions under orders of Colonel Benjamin Cleaveland to 
proceed in pursuit of the Tories and to report as to their strength, 
etc.; that in the latter part of June or the first of July, 1780, he 
volunteered and joined for duty under Colonel Benjamin Cleaveland 
at Wilkesborough, North Carolina, and was placed in a company by 
Colonel Cleaveland, the names of the officers not remembered; and 
that in July, 1780, the company, Colonel Cleaveland commanding, 
marched to Ramsour’s Mills (North Carolina), arriving there after 
the battle (June 20, 1780) between the Mecklenburg troops and the 
Tories was over, and the Tories defeated; that from Ramsour’s he 
returned home to his residence in Wilkes County, having been in the 
service about two weeks; that he next volunteered and served in the 
company under Captain William Jackson, Colonel Cleaveland being 
the commanding officer, joining his company for duty at Wilkes- 
borough on or about September 1, 1780. From Wilkesborough he 
marched with his company in the direction of Kings Mountain and 
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while on the march they fell in with the Virginia troops under the 
command of Colonel William Campbell, which troops were mounted ; 
that Colonel Cleaveland with all the mounted troops under his com- 
mand proceeded with Colonel Campbell to Kings Mountain, leaving 
the footmen, including this soldier, to follow with all possible expe- 
dition; that the footmen reached Kings Mountain, October 8, 1870, 
the day after the battle; that he returned to Wilkes County and re- 
ceived a discharge signed by Captain Jackson for a three months’ 
tour; that he next volunteered and ‘served under Captain John 
Cleaveland, son of Colonel Benjamin Cleaveland, reporting for duty 
at Wilkesborough on or about March 3, 1781; that he marched with 
his company——there being about forty of them under Captain Cleave- 
land—to the old Trading Fort on the Yadkin River in Rowan 
County, and returned from the expedition about April 25, 1781. 


Abiud Fairchild, the Revolutionary War soldier, removed from 
Wilkes County, North Carolina, to what is now Johnson County, 
Kentucky, in 1808, and settled on Big Paint Creek near Fish Trap 
Meeting House, a famous Baptist Church building about six miles 
from Paintsville.

Witt1aAM Jason Frextps, farmer, public official and officer in 
the Confederate Army, was b. in East Tennessee, February 25, 1519. 
When seventeen years of age—about 1836—he migrated to the 
vicinity of Fielden, present Elliott County, Kentucky, then Lawrence 
County, and about three years later he m. in that County, Rebecca 
Boggs, b. in Kentucky in 1827, daughter of James Boggs. Soon 
after marriage he located on the Boggs farm near present Hitchins, 
Carter County, and two years later he purchased for the sum of 
$400 a one thousand acre tract of land on “Lick Branch” (being 
practically all the land on the branch) near Reedville, Carter County. 
Here he built his permanent home and here he lived until he entered 
the Confederate Army in 1862. The stream was called Fields 
Branch after Mr. Fields, the first permanent settler, which name it 
has since borne. 

William Jason Fields became interested in Carter County politics 
early in life and was elected and served as Sheriff of Carter County 
for four terms, three of which were successive. He was defeated for 
a fourth term by one Stephen England. However, after the expira- 
tion of Mr. England’s term he was again elected and was serving as 
Sheriff when the Civil War broke out. A Democrat in politics, 
Sheriff Fields acquiesced in the policy of neutrality adopted by the 
State with respect to secession and endeavored, in good faith, to 
remain neutral in the great conflict and to continue to perform his 
official duties of Sheriff, but the bitterness engendered by the local 
strife of the times decreed a different fate for Sheriff Fields. Three 
companies of 22nd Kentucky Volunteer Infantry (Union) were re- 
cruited and organized at Grayson (1861), the seat of justice of 
Carter County. The captain of one of these companies demanded 
of Sheriff Fields that he resign his office and enlist in the company, 
informing him that if he did not enlist voluntarily he would force 
him to do so. Sheriff Fields replied, cooly and firmly, so it was 
reported, in the presence of many persons that his people were in 
the South, his sympathies with the South, and that he would not take 
up arms against the land of his birth; that if he was forced into the 
war he would cast his fortunes with the Confederacy. He returned 
to his home on Fields Branch that afternoon; and that night, near 
the midnight hour, he was awakened from sleep by the barking of 
the family dog and the clatter of horses’ hoofs. Knowing full well 
the meaning of this alarm, he sprang from his bed, grabbed his shoes 
with one hand and his clothes with the other and hurriedly made his 
exit through the rear door into the night just as a musket was fired 
at the dog which had challenged the invaders’ right to enter its mas- 
ter’s home. Returning to the house after the Union soldiers had 
searched it and departed, he bade his family goodbye, saddled his 
favorite horse and rode to the home of his brother-in-law, Absolam 
Rucker; and from thence he went to Camp Moecassin in Virginia, 
where, on March 22, 1862, he was commissioned a 2nd Litutenant, 
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Company “G”, 5th Regiment Kentucky Volunteers (consolidated). 
Later resigning his commission, he returned to Eastern Kentucky 
and recruited Fields’ Company of Partisan Rangers, Case A cot 
which he was made the captain. The organization served under 
Gen. Humphrey Marshall in ‘the Big Sandy River and Southwest 
Virginia campaigns, 

if 1863 while in East. Tennessee, Captain Fields was taken a 
prisoner by the Union for ces and. sent, first, to Louisville, Kentucky, 
then to Camp Chase, Ohio, and finally 40 Fort Delaware on the island 
in the Delaware River. etercpon te about July 2, 1864, Captain 
Fields and about 2,400 other Confederate prisoners died of ‘smallpox. 
They were buried in a “tr ench” on the New Jersey shore of the river. 
A monument erected on the site 2 by. the Daughters. of the Confede- 
racy recites these facts. | 

The sureties on Sheriff Field’s official bond were Samuel ‘Mc-

During his administration the States financial system was so revised 
and improved that State warrants that were frozen assets at the be- 
ginning of his term were currently cashed by all banks at face value 
at close of his administration, resulting, among other things, in mak- 
ing certain payment of teacher’s salaries when due for the first time 
in the history of the State. During his administration State Normal 
Schools at Morehead and Murray were established and extensive im- 
provements made on the Eastern and Western State Normal Schools, 
at Richmond and Bowling Green, and the State University at Lexing- 
ton, including the purchase of the much-needed farm for agriculture 
experiments; the public health service was extended more than it had 
been from the date of its establishment; over 1000 miles of State 
roads were graded and hard surface placed on most of it; and the 
State debt was reduced by $2,000,000. 

Governor Fields was a Democrat in politics, a Methodist (Meth- 
odist Episcopal, South) in religion and a member of the Masonic 
fraternity. He m., in Carter County, October 28, 1893, Miss Dora 
McDavid, of Rosedale, Carter County, daughter of Samuel McDavid.

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FUQUA FAMILY 


This family is of French Huguenot extraction; and after the re- 
vocation of the Edict of Nantes (1685) by Louis XIV, King of 
France, members of the family fled from France to England on ac- 
count of religious persecution. They were of that party of French 
refugees who were induced to emigrate from England to North Caro- 
lina. Upon reaching Virginia, means of transportation failed, and, 
sponsored by William Byrd III, of Virginia, they settled at Manakin 
Town on the James River about twenty miles above Richmond.

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GARRED FAMILY OF LAWRENCE COUNTY 


David Garred was the first of the family to settle in Eastern Ken- 
tucky; and he was the immediate ancestor of a very large and pro- 
minent branch of the family. The surname of the family was al- 
ways spelled “Jarrett” and David Garred was the only member among 
the pioneers of the family to change and spell the name “Garred”’. 


David Garred was b. on the Greenbriar River near the village of 
Pent Springs, Greenbriar County. Virginia. He was a son of David 
Jarrett, Sr., who lived at Wolfe Creek Fort during the Revolutionary 
War, which was one of the three forts on the Virginia frontier com- 
manded by Daniel Boone during Dunmore’s War and at the time 
of the Battle of Point Pleasant (October 10, 1774). 


Davin Jarrett, Sr., migrated from Greenbriar County, Virginia, 
now West Virginia, and settled on the Kanawha River about eight or 
ten miles above present Charleston. His son, David Jarrett 
(Garred) Jr. moved from the Kanawha River and settled in the 
vicinity of the Falls of Tug River near the post office, Clifford, Ken- 
tucky. Here he acquired a large tract of land, became an extensive 
agriculturist, utilizing the services of his large number of slaves; 
and engaged in the timber and mill business. Disposing of his 
property, he moved and settled on the first Garred location in Ken- 
tucky—on the Big Sandy River about ten miles above the present 
city of Louisa. Here he acquired a large tract of land and developed 
an extensive farm property utilizing the labor of his many slaves in 
its operation. He was buried in a stone vault constructed of native 
stone above ground on a point overlooking the Garred home.

Robert Gee was a consistent member and minister of the Barretts 
Creek Christian Church for over half a century.

He was ordained a minister of the 
Gospel in the Christian Church, October 22, 1877, at Cora Hill, Ken- 
tucky, by Elders M. L. Maddix, H. L. Forrest and B. F. Bowling. 
He served in the Middle Kentucky Christian Conference as Secre- 
tarv from 1871 to 1890, when he was elected Secretary of the Ken- 
tucky State Christian Conference which position he held until his 
death. 


The Barretts Creek Christian Church was organized, September 
3, 12803, by Robert Gee’s grandfather, John W. James, was re- 
presented in the first session of the Kentucky Conference which met 
in 1804. 

Robert Gee’s grandfather, John W. James, was present at the 
conference held in the old Lebanon Church, Surry County, Virginia, 
in 1794, when all human names were rejected and the name “Chris- 
tian” accepted. 

For many years Robert Gee had it in his heart to build a meeting 
house on the site of the original church, which hope was realized dur- 
ing the latter part of his lifetime by the building and dedication of 


the Robert Gee Memorial Church.

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GRAHAM FAMILY OF FLOYD COUNTY 


Ancestors of the Graham family seem to 
have wandered from England into Wales 
and afterward into Scotland. The name is 
derived from the Old English personal name 
Grim or Graeme (“fierce, warlike’). In 
Wales the Graemes founded the town of 
Graemsport (“harbor of Graeme’), later 
known as Groomsport. In Scotland, 
Graham is one of the Highland clan-names; 
and the first definite appearance of the name 
of Graham in Scotland is about the year 
1143 when “Wilham of Graham” signed 
the Holyrood Charter. In the following 
centuries many members of the Graham 
family became distinguished in Scottish 
history. 

John Graham, farmer, surveyor, soldier, 
merchant, banker and public official, was the 
progenitor of a large family of Grahams of 
the Big Sandy Valley, Eastern Kentucky. 
He was of Scotch-Irish extraction and was b. in Augusta County, 
Virginia, January 1, 1765. His father, David Graham, b. in Augusta 
County, Virginia, 1742, d. in February or March, 1768, was a soldier 
in Captain William Preston’s Company of Rangers in the French 
and Indian War in 1758, and m. Jane Armstrong in 1764. His 
grandfather, William Graham, Sr., b. in Donegal County, Ireland; 
emigrated to America in 1741 and settled on Calf Pasture River 
about 1742; d. in Augusta County, Virginia, April , 1749, and 
m. Jane 

1. Joun Grauwam received a good education in Virginia, probably 
at Augusta Seminary and later while still a youth, had service in the 
Revolutionary War in the Eighth Virginia Regiment, Continental 
Line. Subsequently, after coming to Kentucky, he had service in the 
Kentucky Militia under Captain William Price in the Indian cam- 
paign of 1788. 

John Graham came to Kentucky when still a young man. He 
entered lands on the waters of Red River in 1784 and explored the - 
headwaters of the Big Sandy River about 1787. About this time he 
was employed to survey a vast boundary of 100,000 acres of new and 
first class land on the headwaters of the Big Sandy River which had 
been entered in 1787 for Colonel John Preston. In 1797 he made his 
first survey covering the site of the present city of Prestonsburg, and 
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soon thereafter surveyed for his own homestead, a 2,000-acre tract 
extending along the waters of the Levisa Fork of Big Sandy all the 
bottom land. on each side of the river from Cliff to mouth of Beaver 
Creek. 

At the close of the century his surveys of the Preston lands being 
well advanced, and having purchased land and having become a resi- 
dent of the section, then Mason County, and the new county of Floyd 
having been established thus making possible local self government in 
Eastern Kentucky, John Graham went back to Virginia where he 
m., February 16, 1803, in Tazewell County, that State, Rebecca 
Witten, whom he had met and wooed in her home while contemplating 
settling in Kentucky. Rebecca Witten, b. in Washington County, 
Virginia, January 29, 1775, d. in Floyd County, Kentucky, August 
28, 1843, was a daughter of Thomas Witten, Jr., Revolutionary War 
soldier, and his wife, Eleanor Cecil, and a first cousin to Governor 
Christopher Greenup of Kentucky, and a lineal or direct descendant 
of William Cecil, Lord Burghley or Burleigh, who for forty years 
was Prime Minister of England during the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
(See Witten and Cecil Families). 

After their marriage John Graham and his wife lived in Tazewell 
County for a year or so. About 1805, their new home of hewn logs 
on the Big Sandy having been completed, they with their infant son, 
Thomas, moved with their slaves and household effects to Kentucky. 
Their first cabin stood close to the river, about three miles below 
Beaver Creek, near the present hamlet of Emma, Floyd County. Here 
a vear or so later, John Graham erected the first fine home in all the 
country side. The dwelling immediately attained wide fame for it 
contained twelve rooms, had four huge brick chimneys and in ap- 
pearance, inside and out, resembled the ample and picturesquely de- 
signed plantation homes of Eastern Virginia. Here John Graham 
and Rebecca (Witten) Graham spent the remainder of their lives and 
in this home their six daughters were b. and lived until their 
marriage. 

As the years passed John Graham prospered in lands and chattels 
and grew in public esteem. He became the outstanding leader in the 
upper Big Sandy Valley and held many publie offices of honor and 
trust. Upwards of 150,000 acres of land were surveyed by him, much 
of it passing by title through his hands. He became the leading 
merchant and was the first banker of the community. He was elected 
and served as the first State representative from his district, then 
Mason County, 1799-1800 and was instrumental in securing passage 
of the act forming and establishing Floyd County. He served as 
surveyor of Floyd County for many years; and in 1808 and again 
in 1814 he was chosen as one of theAssistant Judges of the Floyd 
County Cireuit Court. 

Judge Graham died April 20, 1835 “and was simply buried on a 
low timbered knoll near his home above the quiet waters of the Big 
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Sandy River.” In his will executed April 19, 1835, and probated 
in the Floyd County Court. at the June Term, 1835. ie bequeathed to 
his wife and their six daughters over 5,000 acres of land and a large 
estate of personal property, including 14 negro slaves; and emanci- 
pated one negro slave.

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GILBERT FAMILY OF LEE COUNTY VIRGINIA, AND 
CARTER COUNTY, KY. 


Apparently the Gilbert families in 
the United States are of English ex- 
traction. Gulbert is an ancient Saxon 
name which means “bright pledge”. 
The name, it seems, originated from 
a shortened form of the personal name 
Giselbertus introduced into England at 
the time of the Norman Conquest 
(1066). The name is found in the 
Doomsday (or Domesday) Book com- 
piled A. D. 1086, and the Patent Rolls 
of Hertsfordshire dated 1320 contain 
the name Gibbessone. The name Gil- 
bert was sometimes bestowed in honor 

: of Saint Gilbert of Sempringham 
(c. 1085 - 1187) English ecclesiastic 
@ilbert founder of the order of Gulbertines. 
This name not only is itself a com- 
mon surname in many countries, but has given rise to many diminu- 
tives, such as Gibb, Gibbes, Gibbard, Gibbings, Gill, Gilpin, Gibson, 
and many others. ; 

The earliest known ancestor of the family was Gilbert of Compton, 
parish of Marldon, County of Devon, in the thirteenth century. 
The homes of the families in England are mainly in Cornwall, Devon- 
shire, Kent, Leicestershire, Rutlandshire, Lincolnshire, N or folk, 
Northamptonshire, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, and Worchester- 
shire. 


One of the first of the Gilbert family to come to America was 
Jonathan who was b. in England in 1617. With him came his 
brothers, Thomas and John. Jonathan settled at Hartford, Con- 
necticut, where he became a land owner and the chief inn keeper. 
He was prominent in the affairs of the community, serving as deputy 
to the General Court from Hartford. His brother Thomas settled 
at Springfield, Massachusetts. 

By the time of the breaking out of the Revolutionary War, Gil- 
berts had settled in all the original thirteen colonies and were numer- 
ous, particularly, in the colonies of Massachusetts, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, North Carolina, and Virginia. 

The Gilbert family of Southwestern Virginia descended from 
Samuel Gilbert, a Revolutionary War soldier, who was b. about 1761, 
apparently in Virginia. On the 18th day of February 1833, he ap- 
peared in the Lee County (Virginia) Court and filed a declaration in 
connection with his claim for a pension growing out of his service in 
the Revolutionary War, from which declaration it appears he was 
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then a resident of Lee County, 72 years of age, and that in May 1776, 
he enlisted for a term of six months in a company of rangers com- 
manded by Captain James Crabtree, Humberson Lyon being the 
lieutenant and Philemon Higgins, the ensign, under the command of 
Colonel Arthur Campbell of Washington County, Virginia, an officer 
of the Virginia Militia. He served in this organization for a period 
of five months as a spy against the Indians and in guarding the 
frontier of the then county of Washington, now Russell County, 
which was then the Southwestern frontier of Virginia. At the end 
of five months and about the Ist day of Nov., 1776, he was discharged 
by Captain Crabtree at Jeremiah Harrison’s Fort in Washington 
county. 


He again entered the service, probably in 1777, and served a six 
months’ tour against the British at Williamsburg, Virginia, in a 
company commanded by Captain John Canifax, Samuel Gilbert, a 
relative, being the heutenant. The names of the other officers were 
not remembered, he being only sixteen years of age at the time. 


In July 1780, he again enlisted in Washington county in a com- 
pany of Militia commanded by Captain James Montgomery, Samuel 
Newell, lieutenant, and James Sims, ensign, and with his company 
marched to the Lead Mines on New River, operating against the 
Tories, and joined some regular troops there under the command of 
Colonel Jeremiah Pearce of the Militia. He was engaged in this 
campaign for a little over two months when, after causing several 
Tories to enlist in the regular service, dispersing all other Tories, and 
procuring a large quantity of lead for the protection of the frontiers, 
the troops were permitted to return to their homes. 


After his return from the Lead Mines and in June 1781, he again 
enlisted as a spy for a term of seven months under Captain James 
Crabtree, making Harrison’s Fort his place of rendezvous from which 
place, at short intervals, and with other spies, he coursed the wilder- 
ness under great privations and dangers for the period of his en- 
listment of seven months, spying upon the Indians who were making 
frequent incursions into the settlements and doing a great deal of 
mischief in their sanguinary mode of warfare. During this enlist- 
ment, he together with his organization was in an expedition com- 
manded by Colonel Arthur Campbell, aided by troops under Captains 
Sevier and Clark against the Cherokee Indian towns on the Tenn- 
essee River and at Tellico and Hiawassee; and after having destroyed 
the Indians’ towns and killing and taking many prisoners with the 
loss of only one white man killed, the troops returned after a service 
of three months. 


Just prior to the surrender of Cornwallis, he substituted for a six 
months’ tour to guard New London, Virginia, under the then captain 
Samuel Gilbert, his relative, Arch Moon, leutenant, in the regiment 
commanded by Colonel Stiff, and had served for a period of eight 
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weeks when the news of the surrender was received and he was dis- 
charged at Williamsburg, Virginia.’ 


After the close of the Revolutionary War, Samuel Gilbert settled 
in Washington County, Virginia. Subsequently he removed to Lee 
County in which county he resided until his death which occurred 
about 1845 at the advanced age of about 84 years. Exhaustive re- 
search has not disclosed whom he married, nor the time or place of his 
marriage. Public records disclose, however that in 1810, his family 
at home, consisted of a wife and eight children. Of the children, 
three were daughters and five were sons whose names apparently were 
*2. Nathan or Nathaniel, 3. William, *4. Benjamin, 5. James, and 6. 
Thomas P. The records would seem to indicate that he died in the 
home of his son Thomas P. Gilbert. 

Many—probably a great majority—of Samuel Gilbert’s descen- 
dants of the early generations lived in Southwestern Virginia. How- 
ever, some settled in Southeastern and in Eastern Kentucky and 
others migrated and settled in Missouri.

GRAYSON FAMILY OF PRINCE WILLIAM COUNTY 
VIRGINIA AND CARTER COUNTY, KENTUCKY 


The Grayson family of Virginia and Kentucky is of English or 
Scottish extraction. Yorkshire, England, appears to be the true 
early home of the family. However, members of the family lived in 
Scotland. The poll tax lists of Yorkshire, England, as of the year 
1379, bear the names of Thomas Graysson, Johannes Grayfson, 
Thomas Grayfson. Emma Grefeson, Mary Grayson and George 
Grayson resided at Salwicke, England, in 1639 and John Greason 
lived at Leonaster, England, in 1637. 


1. Bensamin Grayson was the first of the name who emigrated to 
the American colonies of which there is any known record. He was 
believed to have come from Scotland. He settled in Prince William 
County, Virginia, where he was a merchant and acquired great 
wealth.

The Hundred Rolls 
of England, 1273, bear the names of Robert de la Grene and Warin 
de la Grene and the olmaxelist or Yorkshire, England, 1379, bear 
the names of Petrus del Grene, Adam del Grene aiid Willenue del 
Grene. 


The family was numerous in the New England and Southern 
colonies at an early date.

General Daniel Hager, by reason of his energy and superior 
mental endowments, ranked as the leader of the Hagers of his time. 
He became comparatively wealthy and did well by his children, not so 
much in a pecuniary sense as in rearing them to think and act in- 
dependently.

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HACKWORTH FAMILY OF FLOYD COUNTY 


This is a local surname, ‘of Hackworth’, that is, the worth of the 
farmstead of Hake. The family is of English extraction and was 
seated in England in very early times as is evidenced by the Hundred 
Roll which bears the names of Peter de Hakeworth and John de 
Hakeworth, County Devon, 1273. Members of the family emigrated 
from England to Virginia in early Colonial days and were numerous 
in Bedford County, that colony in the middle 1700s. In Virginia 
they defended the colony in all its wars and supported the cause of 
American Independence. 

Augustine Hackworth and William Hackworth had service in 
Thomas Buford’s Company of Bedford County (Virginia) militia 
and were in the battle at Point Pleasant (October 10, 1774) between 
the Virginia troops under General Andrew Lewis, and a strong Indian 
Army led by the Shawnee chief, Cornstalk. Thomas Hackworth had 
service in the Revolutionary War in Captain Trigg’s Company of 
militia. 


THE HACKWORTH FAMILY OF EASTERN KENTUCKY 


Members of the Hackworth family migrated and settled in Eastern 
Kentucky in early pioneer days, the exact time not certainly known. 
The earliest available records, the U. S. Census of Floyd County for 
1810, bear the names of John Hackworth and Jeremiah Hackworth 
as heads of families. John Hackworth and his wife were then over 
45 years of age; and living in the household were eight sons and three 
daughters. Jeremiah Hackworth and his wife were then between 
26 and 45 years of age; and living in the household were their two 
sons. Apparently John Hackworth was the ancestor of a great 
many of the Eastern Kentucky Hackworths. 

Members of the Hackworth family married into some of the im- 
port and influential pioneer families of Eastern Kentucky, among 
others, the Haywoods, the Laynes, the Meades, the Pattons, the 
Rathffs and the Wittens. The family became numerous and spread 
over the entire Eastern section of the state.

Tuomas Hackworru, Revolutionary War soldier, appeared in the 
Bedford County (Virginia) Court on April 11, 1838,’ and made de- 
claration for a pension on account of his war services, wherein he 
stated, among other things, that he was 70 years of age; that he 
entered the service in March 1781, under Captain Alexander Clemins 
and Lieutenant Conrad Speece as a drafted militiaman; that he left 
his home in Bedford County, Virginia, and reported at New London 
for duty to guard magazines there; and was in the service for three 
months when he was discharged in June, 1781; that he was again 
drafted for service in July or August, 1781, and served in Captain 
John Trigg’s company of the regiment commanded by Colonel 
Tucker; that he marched to Yorktown, Virginia and guarded 
prisoners surrendered there as they were being taken from place of 
surrender to Winchester, Virginia; that he was discharged in Oct- 
ober, 1781, and subsequently returned to his home in Bedford County. 
Other records show that Thomas Hackworth removed from Bedford 
County, Virginia, to Greenup County, Kentucky, in November, 1837, 
for the reason his children had previously removed to that state.

From that time until the 
commencement of the fatal malady which ended his short but busy 
and useful life, August 25, 1871, he constantly rose in the estimation 
of the people as one of the brilliant lawyers of his time and place. 
He was an ardent Republican in politics, and was Master Commis- 
sioner of the Floyd Circuit Court. His son: 


5. Walter Scott Harkins, lawyer, was born at Prestonsburg, Ken- 
tucky, September 25, 1857; educated in the public schools of Prestons- 
burg and at Centre College, Danville, Kentucky; studied law in the 
office of the late John F. Hager, Ashland, Kentucky; admitted to the 
bar in 1877, and locating in his home town of Prestonsburg, he 
practiced his profession with great distinction and success in the State 
and Federal Courts of Kentucky for over forty years. Serving one 
term as county attorney for Floyd County, he never thereafter sought 
political office but devoted his time and energies to his profession and 
other activities. He organized the Bank of Josephine at Prestons- 
burg in 1891 (named in honor of his wife) and was its first president 
and continued in that position until his death. He was among the 
earliest to realize the prospective values of the hidden mineral wealth 
in the hills of his section and with prudent foresight accumulated 
large ownership of timber, coal, oil and gas lands and rights therein. 
He was associated with the late Col. John C. C. Mayo in developing 
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the mineral resources of Eastern Kentucky. He was public-spirited 
and fostered every movement calculated to advance the material 
prosperity and well-being of the Big Sandy Country. To this 
spirit more than any other contributing cause the people of Prestons- 
burg owe the beautification of their city in the fine building of the 
Bank of Josephine, the number of fine residences (including his 
home which cost about $65,000) and the handsome church edifice 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, where he and those of 
his spiritual faith worshipped. 


Mr. Harkins was hospitable without limit, of a kindly disposition 
and uniformly courteous to all. He d. February 20, 1920. Inter- 
ment at Prestonsburg. 


Mr. Harkins was m. at Prestonsburg in 1880 to Josephine David- 
son, daughter of Joseph Morgan and Mary Amanda (Hatcher) 
Davidson. (See Davidson in Lackey Family.) Josephine Davidson 
was b. at Prestonsburg, July 27, 1859; was educated in the public 
local school and figured prominently and wielded great influence in 
the intellectual, moral and social affairs of her home city.

6. JosepH Davinson Harkins, lawyer, was b. at Prestonsburg, 
April 24, 1884; educated in the public schools of Prestonsburg; at 
Hogsett Military Institute, Danville, Kentucky; at Randolph Macon 
Academy, Bedford, Virginia; was graduated from Centre College, 
Danville, Kentucky, 1904; and from the University of Virginia with 
degree of LL.B. in 1906; was admitted to the bar and formed a part- 
nership with his father with whom he was associated until the death 
of the latter. He is a wise and reliable counselor and an able and 
skillful advocate. 

Aside from his legal practice, he engaged in many business activi- 
ties: Vice-president of the Bank of Josephine. In 1920 he organized 
and financed the Pennsylvania Oil and Gas Company, capitalized at 
$3,000,000 and was elected its vice-president. He constructed a pipe 
line from Sitka, Johnson County, to Maytown, Floyd County, by 
which means all the gas in the Beaver Creek district was made avail- 
able for use in Louisville. The business was sold to the Louisville 
Gas and Electric Company. 
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Mr. Harkins is a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South; is affiliated with the Elks Lodge at Catlettsburg and is a 
Mason, being a member of Zebulon Lodge No. 273, F.& A. M. at 
Petersburg, Pikeville Chapter, Ashland Commandery and Covington 
Shrine and Consistory. He organized the Rotary Club at Prestons- 
burg and was its president for first ten years. 

On January 1, 1908, Mr. Harkins was m. to’ Miss Reca Baker, 
daughter of George W. Baker of Mt. Vernon, Kentucky.

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HATCHER FAMILY OF FLOYD COUNTY 


Although not among the first settlers in the Big Sandy Valley, 
the Hatchers were by no means late arrivals. James H. Hatcher m. 
a Miss Peery of Tazewell County, Virginia, and settled at mouth of 
Mud Creek about 1830. They had a large family of sons who early 
developed into businessmen and occupied a conspicuous place in the 
mercantile affairs of the valley. By the mother’s side they were 
connected by consanguinity with many of the leading families of the 
valley: Mrs. David Borders (see Borders Family); Mrs. “Coby” 
(Moses, Jr.) Preston, afterward Mrs. Dr. Strong (see Moses Preston 
Sr. Family); Mrs. K. N. Harris; and Mrs. Arthur Preston (see 
Moses Preston, Sr. Family). The Hatchers have always been identi- 
fied with the Methodist Church and most of the family are active 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. In politics they 
are Democrats. 


1. Jonn Harcuer was the ancestor of the Hatcher family of the 
Big Sandy Valley. Migrating from Bedford County, Virginia, he 
settled in then Floyd County, Kentucky, in the early 1800s. He was 
a farmer and held public offices of honor and trust, serving as Sheriff 
of Floyd County from May 16, 1831 to June 16, 1833.

HOCKADAY FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 


Hockaday is an old Colonial family of Virginia, members of whom 
came from Virginia to Clark County, Kentucky, in early days. 1. Is- 
aac Hockaday and son *2. John, came to what is now Greenup 
County, then Mason County, Kentucky, before the county was es- 
tablished and organized. Isaac Hockaday was the first acting clerk 
of the Greenup County Court, having been appointed clerk pro tem by 
the justices of peace of the county on February 1, 1804, when the 
county was organized. John Nichols and Jesse Boone were sureties 
on his official bond. On the same day and at the same session of the 
court, on motion of Isaac Hockaday, Clerk of the Court, John Hocka- 
day was permitted to take the necessary oath (as clerk?) with John 
Nichols, Moses Fuqua and William Lowery as sureties on his official 
bond. Nothing further is known of Isaac Hockaday. It is presumed 
that he returned to Clark County. John Hockaday was the first clerk 
of the county. The Rev. James Gilruth wrote concerning him: 
“Next above Boone (Daniel) settled John Hockaday. He came to 


these parts a single man, not far from 1804 or 1805. He was said to 


possess $3,000 in cash. He kept school for one term in an old cabin 
between Thomas Hood’s and Jesse Boone’s. He bought a tract of 
improved land (I think it was part of the Boone tract), built a hewed 
log double house with an open entry between nearly as wide as either 
end was long, shingle roofs and brick chimneys. I mention these 
things because brick chimneys and shingle roofs were not yet com- 
mon in these parts and the plan of the house was rather novel. 
Hockaday obtained the Clerkship of the Court of Greenup County, 
kept his office in his own house a few miles above Greenupsburg. 
After living here some years he m. Margaret Donathan, a young lady 
of good family and of respectable character. On settling here Hocka- 
day commenced improving his land in which he succeeded to a con- 
siderable extent. He was considered a good shot with the rifle and 
enjoyed as a gentleman the chase and the fishing rod, but did not 
let them interfere with business. He owned some slaves and was 
never known to use his tongue or his talents to the injury of others. 
Few men sustained a more amiable and worthy character than John 
Hockaday.” (See Gilruth manuscript herein.) 


2. Jonn Hooxapay m. Margaret Donathan. They purchased a 
from from Jesse B. Boone lying on the Ohio River above Greenups- 
burg at present Riverton, the terminal of the Eastern Kentucky 
Railroad. It is said that Mrs. Juliet Collins, a descendant, is in pos- 
session of the deed to the land from Boone to Hockaday, dated 1807, 
and also of another deed, from the same party, dated 1817 (just be- 
fore Jesse B. Boone went to Missouri). John and Margaret Hocka- 
day were buried in cemetery on the farm at Riverton and the land has 
been in possession of the Hockaday family ever since that early day.

1. Jasper Hoop was the ancestor of the Hood family of Berkeley 
County, Virginia, (now West Virginia) and of Bourbon, Clark, Mont- 
gomery, Mason and Greenup Counties, Kentucky." The place of his 
birth is not known; nor is anything known concerning his parents. 
The marriage records of the old Dutch Reformed Church of New 
York City reveal that he married Tryntje Lucas (Luykas), alias 
Catrina Andries* in June 1696. She was the eleventh of fourteen 
children baptized in this same church by their parents, Lucas Andries- 
zen and Aefje Laurens. In the baptismal register of this old church 
are the baptismal records of five of their children:

Rachel, daughter of Tunis Eliaszen van Ben- 
schoten and Gerritie Gerrits, at Kingston, N. Y., October 27, 1718. 
Thev migrated to Virginia and were of the 70 families that founded 
Hopewell Friends Meeting House in Frederick County in 1735. 
They received land grants in 1772 in that part of Frederick County 
which was subsequently included in Berkeley County (now West Vir- 
ginia) when formed in 1772. On June 14, 1744, Rachel Hood quali- 
fied as administratrix of the estate of John Hood, deceased. On 
August 7, 1771, Tunis Hood “sole surviving son and heir of John 
Hood, deceased” sold to John Pearce 130 acres, being a part of 1175 
acres granted to John Hood, Sr., lying along the Potomac River at 
the mouth of Back Creek.

14. Anprew Hoop, Sr., was b. about 1745 and m. Massa Sudduth 
prior to 1770. He migrated to Pennsyvania in’ 1774 and from thence 
he went to Kentucky about 1784 and settled in that part of Bourbon 
County (then Fayette) that was included within the boundary of 
Clark County upon its formation in 1792. He served 18 days in 
the Revolutionary War as a private under Gen. George Rogers Clark. 
He was known as Major Hood. However, it is not believed that such 
rank was bestowed by reason of military service. 


Andrew Hood’s first appeared on the tax list of Bourbon County 
May 25, 1787; he was on the tax lists of Clark County from 1793 to 
1795 and on the tax lists of Mason County from 1799 to 1803 when 
Greenup County was formed. He owned 1000 acres on Fox Creek 
in Fleming County and 250 acres on the Ohio River on which tract 
he built his home and lived about one half mile above the mouth of 
Little Sandy River. The local courts were organized and held their 
sessions for a time in a rough plank shed attached to the north end 
of Major Hood’s home; also in a shed attached to his house Benja- 
min Chinn kept the first dry goods store on either side of the Ohio 
River between the Big Sandy and the Big Scioto Rivers. 
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Major Hood was a respected and good citizen. He took an active 
part in organizing Greenup County and establishing the county seat, 
Greenupsburg. He served on the first grand jury empaneled for the 
county and was appointed a reviewer of the first public road of the 
county—from a point on the Ohio River opposite the mouth of the 
Scioto River to the mouth of the Big Sandy River.

66. Joun Brett Hoop, Confederate soldier, was b. at Owingsville, 
Bath County, Ky., June 1, 1831, and d. at New Orleans, La., August 
30, 1879. Against the wishes of his father, who wished him to study 
medicine, he entered West Point in 1849 and was graduated, after 
an indistinguished career as cadet, forty-fourth in a class of fifty-two 
that included Sheridan, McPherson and Schofield. After brief 
garrison dutv at Ft. Columbus, N. Y., he served two years in Cali- 
fornia as 2nd Lt. in the 4th Inf., and was transferred to Texas to 
_ join the 2nd Cav., then under the care of Lt. Col. Robert E. Lee. 
Wounded in a scouting expedition against Indians, he was partially 
incapacitated for two years. 

In April 1861, he received his commission; joined the Con- 
federacy and was sent as a Ist Lt. to Yorktown, Va., where Gen. 
John B. Magruder put him in charge of the Cavalry attached to his 
forces. By rapid promotions he became a_ brigadier-general on 
March 2, 1862, and took command of the Texas Brigade. These 
troops, which he personally led into action at Gaines Mill, broke the 
Federal line on June 27, 1862, and won high reputation, which they 
confirmed by hard successful fighting at Second Manassas and 
Sharpsburg (Antietam). Following the Maryland campaign, he 
was promoted a major-general October 11, 1862, partly at the in-. 
stance of “Stonewall” Jackson and his troops became the first division 
of Gen. Longstreet’s corps. At Gettysburg he was badly wounded in 
the arm on the afternoon of July the 2nd and before he fully re- 
covered he rejoined his men, enroute to Georgia, and at Chickamauga 
(September 19-20, 1863), he distinguished himself while directing 
Longstreet’s corps and three divisions of the army of the Tennessee. 
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Another wound, which necessitated the amputation of the right leg, 
deprived him of further part in the campaign. 

General Hood was made a lieutenant-general on February 1, 1864, 
to date from the battle of Chickamauga. Crippled as he was, he went 
to Dalton, Ga., a few days later to take command of one of the corps 
of the army under Gen. Joseph E. Johnston. Trained to the offen- 
sive, he had now to fight under a general who held to the defensive. 
Previously he had been successful in all his operations but in every 
battle thereafter he met defeat. In the neighborhood of Marietta, 
Ga., in the latter half of June, there were a series of fierce contests, 
and the Union forces were successful. The Confederates were beaten 
back, but succeeded at last in repulsing a gallant charge at Kenesaw 
Mountain. By the middle of July, Gen. Johnston reached Atlanta, 
having conducted his orderly retreat in a masterly manner. Presi- 
dent Davis, demanding an aggressive policy, relieved Gen. Johnston, 
on July 18, 1864, and put Gen. Hood in command. Hood urged the 
President to defer the order of Johnston’s removal until the impend- 
ing battle at Atlanta was over, but Davis refused. Johnston left 
Army headquarters and Hood struck promptly against Sherman on 
July 20th and 22nd. Failing to drive back his adversary, he had 
to submit to seige in Atlanta, where he was forced to retire on Sept- 
ember Ist. After the battle of Jonesboro it was made clear that 
Sherman would soon envelop him. 


Sherman was strong enough to detach Thomas and Schofield, with 
a stronger force than Hood commanded, while the remainder of the 
Federal army rested preparatory to the march to the sea which Hood 
did not anticipate. Hood moved into Tennessee abandoning the 
campaign against Sherman and amid misgivings of Pres. Davis and 
Gen. Beauregard who had been given general supervision of the 
operations, launched operations against Thomas and Schofield. At 
Franklin, Tennessee, November 30th, Hood fought a sanguinary 
drawn battle with the advanced portion of Thomas’s army under 
Schofield. He encountered Thomas himself in the great battle of 
Nashville, December 15th and 16th in which his army was routed 
and scattered. 


General Hood asked to be relieved and on January 23, 1865, he 
said farewell to his troops. On the way to the Trans-Mississippi De- 
partment with orders to collect troops, learning of the surrender of 
Gen. Lee, he rode into Natchez and surrendered on May 31, 1865. 
Going to Texas, which he regarded as his adopted state, he was able 
to make good business connections and soon established himself as 
factor and commission merchant in New Orleans and seemed to be 
very successful but unwise ventures soon reduced him to poverty. 

In physique Gen.’ Hood was commonding and dignified with 
ample ability to impress soldiers. As a commander he undoubtedly 
deserved the reputation he won in Virginia as “a fighting general 
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and admirable leader of a brigade or a division in action”; but if he 
possessed the higher military qualities, they were marred by ir- 
repressible rashness. 

Gen. Hood m. Anna Marie Hennen in New Orleans, in 1868, who 
d. August 24, 1879, presumably of yellow fever. Gen. Hood and 
several of his family were stricken and he and his eldest daughter d. 
on August 30, 1879. He was buried in New Orleans. Ten children 
survived him among them twins three weeks old.’

English Ancestry of the Hord Family of Virginia 
The lineage of the Hord family of England has been traced to 


Richard Hord, Shropshire, 1275 A. D. In 1553, Alan Hord 9 (John 
8, Thomas 7, Richard 6, Thomas 5, Richard 4, Richard 3, John 2, 
Richard 1, 1275 A. D.) a member of the Shropshire family and a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple, London, purchased the Manor of 
Cote, Oxfordshire, where the family continued to reside until it be- 
came extinct in the main line in 1840. 

Younger branches of the family of Alan Hord of the Middle 
Temple removed to London, to Ewell, in Surry and to the southern 
and southwestern counties of England. 

Research recently made in England and in Virginia indicate that 
the Hord family of Virginia is descended from the family of Alan 
Hord of the Middle Temple, whose grandfather. Thomas Hord 7, 
was Attorney General during the reign of Henry VII. 

May 22, 1650, “Aalan Hoord” came to Virginia with Colonel 
Moore Fauntleroy ; and his name appears as head-right in the patent 
granted to Moore Fauntleroy for land in what is now the county 
of Richmond in the Northern Neck of Virginia. 

May 27, 1654, “Elias Hoard” came to Virginia and was head- 
right in the patent of Captain John West, a relative of Lord Dela- 
ware. 

August 1, 1708, John Hord, who came from England, was living 
at this time in Christ Church Parish. Middlesex county, Virginia. 
His eldest son, Thomas Hord, proved his importation into the colony, 
April 15, 1740, in the Essex County Court, Virginia. 


First Generation 


John Hord and his eldest son, Thomas Hord, styled “Gentlemen” 
in the Virginia county records (relatives of Alan Hord and Elias 
Hord, who came to Virginia at an earlier date) were the immigrant 
ancestors of this branch of the Virginia family, as proved by the 
oath of Thomas Hord in the Essex County Court, Virginia, April 
15, 1740, in which he stated that he “came into this colony to dwell 
in the year 1737 and this is the first time of proving his importation 
either by himself or his parents.” 

John Hord was an English gentleman. He was b. in Ewell, 
England, December 29, 1664 and was baptized there the following 
January 19th. He came to Virginia in 1685, and it is supposed that 
he was engaged in the rebellion of the Duke of Monmouth against 
King James II, and came to America after the defeat of the former 
at the battle of Sedgemoor (1685). It is a well-known fact that 
several other members of the family were engaged in this rebellion 
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and a record still exists showing that Thomas Hord, Esq. of “Cote 
House”, the head of the family at that time, was imprisoned in 
Oxford Castle for this offense. 


Coming to Virginia, John Hord purchased a large tract of land 
in what is now Caroline ea on the Rappahannock River, which 
he named “Shady Grove”. His house was brought from England 
in sections and in its day was considered a very handsome one, bas is 
so badly in need of repairs that it is now uninhabitable. It is located 
two miles south of the Rappahannock River, and eight miles below 
the village of Port Royal. It is a large, double mansion, with a 
spacious hall ten feet in width running through the center, having on 
each side rooms twenty feet square. In the middle of the hall is an 
archway handsomely carved. The entire building is massive and 
substantial, having hardwood floors, tall white mantels and hand- 
somely panelled doors. It is two stories high, built of massive tim- 
bers, with brick foundations and chimneys. Here John Hord lived 
and died. By will, probated in Essex county, November 21, 1749, he 
gave to son Ambrose Hord “the land and houses whereon I now 
live after my son William has had the use of it for one year, also the 
land that my son Thomas Hord escheated for me x x x”. He be- 
queathed 1000 acres of land in King George county to sons Thomas, 
Peter, James, and William Hord; and made other bequests to son 
John Hord, grandsons Mordecai Hord and William Hord, (son of 
William) and to William Miller “that marry’d my daughter Jane”.

600 bushels of Indian corn, ten thousand weight of tobacco, one 
wagon, five horses and slaves, Margery and her seven children. 
Mordecai Hord d. at his seat ‘“Hordsville’, Henry county. His will, 
proved in that county, June 29, 1789, shows that his personal 
property amounted to $9,045.08; he had 32 slaves valued at $175 
each. Besides the valuable property on which he lived which was 
abundantly stocked with horses and cattle he owned vast tracts of 
land in Powell’s Valley, or on the Western Waters, as he referred to 
them in his will. His executors were his “friends (Governor) 
Patrick Henry, Colonel George Waller, his brother-in-law and Ed- 
mund Lyne.”

continued teaching in the rural schools of Carter, Elliott and Green- 
up Counties for the nine succeeding years; was elected on the Demo- 
cratic ticket and served as superintendent of public schools of Elliott 
County for three terms, twelve years—from 1906 to 1910 and from 
1926 to 1934; served as chairman of the Elliott County Democratic 
Executive Committee, 1933-1934 when she resigned to accept ap- 
pointment as postmaster at Sandy Hook, serving from December, 
1934, to December, 1948, when she resigned so as to give personal 
attention to her general store at Sandy Hook. 


In June, 1907, Mollie Horton was united in marriage with John 
Will Greene. They established and maintained their home at Sandy 
Hook (Martinsburg) county seat of Elliott County. Being in com- 
plete agreement with respect to the important things in life, they 
worked together very effectively in all matters pertaining to public 
schools and education, politics and civil affairs. They entertained in 
their home and consulted and advised with important people who 
came to the community on business and/or political affairs. Aside 
from and in addition to her many public duties, Mrs. Greene was 
interested in and gave considerable time to the Church and to the 
social and civic activities of the town, particularly to the Church and 
its activities, teaching classes of both adults and teen-agers in Sun- 
day School. 


John Will Greene, sometime teacher, traveling salesman and 
merchant at Sandy Hook, son of James and Mary (Day) Greene, was 
b. in Elhott County, Kentucky, December 23, 1873, and d. at Sandy 
Hook, August 23, 1933. Interment in Rose Hill Cemetery, Ashland, 
Kentucky. His mother d. when he was a youth, thus throwing him 
more or less on his own resources. He received very little formal 
education. However, by utilizing his spare time he managed to ob- 
tain sufficient education to begin teaching school in 1896. He was a 
thorough, painstaking teacher. 


In 1899 he entered Bowling Green (Kentucky) Business Uni- 
versity from which he was graduated in 1900. Subsequently he 
taught school for two years and then became a traveling salesman 
and continued as such for six years. Soon after his marriage in 
June, 1907, he located permanently at Sandy Hook. Here he went 
into the department mercantile business which he conducted suc- 
cessfully until his death. 


Aside from conducting his extensive mercantile business, he was 
an active worker in the Democratic party and actively supported all 
educational and progressive movements in his county, particularly 
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that of highway improvement. He was of pleasing personality, 
forceful, magnetic and influential in his county.

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HOWE FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY | 


This surname, originally spelled Hoo, is traced to ancient France, 
where it signified in those times, a high place—a hill. It later took 
on the Norman form “de la Hoo” and “de la Howe,” meaning people 
who lived on a hill. The name was introduced into England at the 
time of the Norman conquest (1066), and has been consistently 
spelled Howe in that country. In the New England States in 
America it was spelled How until comparatively recent times. 


John How, the immigrant ancestor of a large number of families 
of this name in America. is thought to have descended from John 
Howe, of Warwickshire, England, and to have been a grandson of 
John Howe of Hodin-hall. This line has been traced back to Sir 
John Howe of Lancaster, who lived during the reign of Charles [. 


John How, the American founder, was among the earliest settlers 
of Watertown, Massachusetts. 


A branch of the English family of Howe settled in the North 
of Ireland and the name is well scattered throughout that country. 
Francis Howe, of the Irish branch, came to America as a child with 
his widowed mother and located at Stonington, Connecticut. There 
is a tradition that he was of the same branch of the family as Sir 
William Howe and Lord Howe, who led the British forces in the 
American Revolution. 


The progenitor of the Howe family in Northeastern Kentucky was 
John W. How or Howe. a Revolutionary War soldier. He was b. 
in Virginia, probably Fincastle county, in 1753, and migrated with 
his family and settled in then Mascon county, Kentucky, now Green- 
up county, probablv in the 1780’s. He was elected as State rep- 
resentative from Mason county, 1796, and was a farmer, a slave 
holder, and a man of importance in the early affairs of Greenup 
countv. On June 3, 1833, he appeared in the Greenup County Court 
and made declaration in connection with his claim for pension 
growing out of his service in the Revolutionary War wherein he 
stated, among other things, that in the Fall of 1775 he enlisted in the 
Army and served in Captain William Campbell’s Company, a rifle 
company, of the First Regiment of the Virginia State Line, com- 
manded at first by Colonel Patrick Henry and after his resignation 
by Colonel William Christian; that when enlisted he resided in that 
part of Fincastle county, Virginia, which was embraced within the 
boundary of Montgomery county upon its formation; that he did 
not engage in any regular battles but was in a number of skirmishes 
and that he was engaged mostly in guarding the coasts: that he 
rendezvoused at New London and marched to Williamsburg and 
from there to points on the coast and then returned to Williamsburg 
where he was discharged after having served about twelve months. 
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He stated further that in the Spring of 1778 he was appointed by 
Colonel William Preston as a spy for a term of two years and 
served as such for at least six months of each year in Captain Cloyd’s 
Company. 

He stated further that he volunteered for military service in Mont- 
gomery County, Virginia, in 1774, and served under Captain James 
Robinson; that he was stationed at Woods Fort and rendezvoused at 
Camp Union subsequently called Louisburg (Lewisburg) and with 
his organization marched to the mouth of Kanawha River | Point 
Pleasant| and arrived there the night of the day |October 10, 
1774] the battle was fought. 


In a deposition made March 16, 1841, by Mary Ann Howe, widow, 
she stated that she was 75 vears old; that she married John W. Howe 
in Montgomery county, Virginia, September 19, 1782, and that he 
died April 30, 1835. Elizabeth Howe, daughter-in-law of John W. 
Howe, gave hee deposition, March 17, 1841, in the claim for a pension 
of ie le, and filed as an exhibit thereto. a flyleaf taken from 
a volume of the “History of Scotland” whereon John W. Howe had 
entered the names and dates of birth of his children :

ren, Melcenia’, Milton, John, David, Minerva and one, name not 
recalled; son William’s five children Eleanor, Mary Ann and three, 
names not recalled.

Historians and genealogists" state that John W. Howe had an- 
other son: 9.

If there were 
a son James obviously he was by an earlier and former marriage of 
John W. Howe. One James Howe was a pioneer settler of Greenup 
county as is evidenced by the U. 8S.

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HOWES FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


This is a local surname, ‘at the house’, from residence in some 
large hall or mansion as servant or retainer; possibly it might rep- 
resent the proprietor himself. 

House is an old English family as is evidenced by the Hundred 
Rolls of England which bear the names of

Families of Howes, Howse, House lived in all the thirteen origi- 
nal colonies in early colonial days. 

Chares Howes was the progenitor of the Howes family of Eastern 
Kentucky. The records indicate that he was a native of Maryland 
and that he migrated and settled in Clay County, Kentucky, in 
pioneer days. In his will, dated March 9, 1821, and probated in the 
Clay County Court, May 14, 1821, he bequeathed lands and personal 
property to his wife, “Anny”, sons William, John, and Elexious and 
to Samuel St. John (relationship, if any, not disclosed).

“Since 1896 Mr. Howes has been serving the Democratic party. 
In that vear as a boy he took the stump and began a career that has 
been of inestimable value to his party. In 1910 and 1912 he was 
reading clerk at the House of Representatives under the late James 
Stone, a foremost authority on parliamentary law. He has served 
his fourth consecutive session as chief clerk of the House and at 
the last session was elected by acclamation without a dissenting voice 
or any opposition. He has been attached to virtually every depart- 
ment of the State government since his early youth and is as familiar 
with the organization and operation of the State’s business as any 
official in Frankfort.

“Mr. Howes is a native of Paintsville, but for a number of years 
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has been living in Frankfort. He is highly popular with his col- 
leagues at Frankfort, and is conceded to have the post of chief clerk 
of the House of Representatives as long as he wants it. With the 
duties of his office engrossing all his time and that of a large staff 
during the session of the Legislature, Mr. Howes is never too busy to 
confer with legislators and give them advice and instruction on the 
proper method of completing some given task.”

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HYLTON FAMILY OF FLOYD, JOHNSON AND CARTER 
COUNTIES 


The exact origin of the name 
Hilton is lost in the clouds of anti- 
quity, but it is known that this is 
one of the oldest families entitled to 
bear arms in Great Britain. It is 
certain that the house of Hilton 
existed and flourished in great 
splendor at the time of the Norman 
conquest (1066), and under the feu- 
dal system of the country enjoyed 
the rank and reputation of barons, 
by tenure, a title which, after the 
decline of the family, was _ con- 
stantly attributed to the chiefs of 
the name by popular courtesy. 

Hilton is a “place name” and 
means literally “men of the hills 
or on a hill”. Authorities have 
stated that the name Hilton is from 
a town in Derbyshire, situated on a 
hill. There are several parishes and 
places in England bearing this name, as well as a number of distinct 
families. Hylton or Hilton Castle in Durham is an ancient family 
seat of the English Hiltons. It is there the Hilton arms were found 
sculptured on the walls. The Hiltons quartered their arms with the 
families of Nevill, Skirlow, Percy, Washington and many others. 


The American immigrant representing the Durham branch of 
the family was Edward Hilton who came to New Hampshire and 
settled in a place that was called Hilton’s Point (now the town of 
Dover). There are many descendants of Edward Hilton living in 
various sections of this country today. 


The Hiltons became numerous in the “Appalachian Highlands” 
and other sections of the country as is evidenced by the naming for 
the family settlements, villages and postoffices, among others: Hyl- 
ton, Pike County, Kentucky, Texas; Hilton, California, Georgia, 
Nebraska and New York; Helton, Leslie County, Kentucky, and 
Ashe County, North Carolina; Hiltonian, Perry County, Kentucky; 
Hiltons, Scott County, Virginia; Hilton Village, Warwick County, 
Virginia; Heltonsville, Indiana; Hiltonhead, South Carolina. 

The first of the family of Hilton, of whom there is any available 
record, to pass the mountain barriers to Kentucky in the great West- 
ward movement were 


1. Jonn Hitron and his son * 2. Jesse Hilton. The records tend 
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to show that they were Virginians and came from Bedford County. 
The exact time they settled in Kentucky is not certainly known, but 
obviously it was prior to 1786 as Benjamin Hilton, Jesse’s son, was 
b. in Kentucky, March 13, 1786. Both John and Jesse Hilton were 
residents and tax-payers of Madison County, Kentucky, as of April 


7, 1789. Available records disclose nothing futher concerning John 
Hilton.

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JACOBS FAMILY OF FLOYD AND CARTER COS. 


*1, Roley Jacobs and *2. William Jacobs, brothers and Revo- 
Jutionary War soldiers, were the progenitors of large branches of the 
Jacobs Family of Eastern and Northeastern Kentucky. 


1. Rotry Jacoss, a resident of Floyd County, Kentucky, per- 
sonally appeared in the Floyd County Cireuit Court, on October 19, 
1818, and filed his application for a pension growing out of his ser- 
vices in the army wherein he stated among other things, that he was 
65 years old: that he enlisted for one year at Winchester, Virginia, 
on or about January 25, 1774, and served in the command of Daniel 
Morgan, afterwards Gen. Morgan, and was attached to the Rifle 
Regiment at Boston. commanded by Gen. Arnold; and from thence 
he marched to Quebec where he was taken prisoner and remained a 
captive for nine months; that he served until about the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1776, and owing to his captivity he never received a discharge 
from his enlistment; that on January 21, 1777, he enlisted again for 
three vears under Captain Charles Porterfield and was attached to 
the Rifle Regiment of Col. Daniel Morgan, which last enlistment 
was at Winchester, Virginia; that he cin ‘until February 9, 1780, 
and was honor ably. discharged by Col. B. Ball.’ 

The above statements were corroborated by William see a 
brother and Revolutionary War soldier. Roley Jacobs d. February 
19, 1825. Carter H. Jacobs was his executor. 


2. WirttiAM Jacoss, aged 63 years. on October 19, 1818, personally 
appeared before Judge Benjamin Mills, Judge of the Floyd County 
(Kentucky) Cireuit Court, and filed his application for a pension 
erowing out of his services in the army during the Revolutionary 
War, wherein he stated. among other things, that he was then a resi- 
dent of Clay County, Kentucky; that on or about January 15, 1776, 
he enlisted at Winchester, Virginia, for one year’s service in the 
Revolutionary War. in Captain Thomas Perryv’s Company of the 
Highth Virginia Regiment, commanded by Col. Muhlenburg; that be- 
fore the expiration of his enlistment he reenlisted for three years 
in Captain Westfall’s Company of the same regiment; and that he 
continued to serve in said corps until the expiration of his enlistment 
when he was honorably discharged in Frederick County, Virginia, in 
1782, by Gen. Daniel Morgan.* 

William Jacobs’ statement was corroborated by Roley Jacobs, a 
brother and Revolutionary War soldier. 

The Jacobs family is of Scotch-Irish descent. The earliest an- 
cestor of record in Kentucky is William Wood Jacobs, Sr., who may 
have been identical with the William Jacobs who was at Fort Pitt 
in 1760 with his wife Elizabeth and daughter Margaret. He probably 
was related to a Christopher Jacobs who was licensed as an Indian 
trader in 1747; and to William Woods, who was killed by Indians in 
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1763 or 1764. Apparently he was a native of Frederick County, 
Virginia, where the Wood family was very prominent in those days. 
He received from Virginia a warrant for 100 acres of land in con- 
sideration of his services for three years as a soldier in the continental 
line. It is not known what disposition he made of this land warrant. 

William Jacobs was b. in Virginia about 1755 and lived to be 
nearly one hundred years old. It has not been established whom he 
married. However, one William Jacobs m. Lydia Suttle in Frederick 
County, Virginia, April 3, 1787. 

The records would seem to indicate that Roley and William Jacobs 
settled in Floyd County, Kentucky, in the early 1800s. 

Though not definitely established by records, the facts and cir- 
cumstances strongly indicate that Wiliam Jacobs had children and/ 
or grandchildren as follows:

KEESEER, KESEE, KEEZEE, KEZEE, 
KISSEE, KAZEE, KOZEE 


According to tradition Jacques La Caze, a French Huguenot, was 
the progenitor of the Keesee or Keezee family of the Virginia colony. 
He was of that large company of French Huguenot refugees who 
emigrated from England or France about 1700 and, sponsored by 
William Byrd III, settled at Manocantown, Henrico County, (now 
Mankin, Goochland County) about twenty miles up the James River 
from present Richmond. At this time Jacqques La Caze was thirty- 
one years of age and unmarried. Research has disclosed nothing 
concerning his marriage. 

Not long after Manocantown was erected into a parish, the 
parishioners were assembled to erect a vestry and Jacques La Caze 
was elected as one of the twelve vestrymen. He was reelected and 
served as vestryman many years. 

In anglicizing the name the “La” was dropped and the “Caze” 
was pronounced as two syllables and spelled Keesee, Keysee, or Kee- 
zee. Subsequently the name has been spelled many other ways: Ke- 
see, Kezee, Kissee, Kazee, Kozee. 

With respect to the progenitor of the Keesee family in Arena it 
was stated by Olivia (Simmons) Keesee (Mrs. Charles Blackwell 
Keesee), prominent in the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
that a George Keesee, Huguenot, who came to Henrico County, Vir- 
oinia, about 1700, was the founder of the family 1 in America. How- 
ever that may be, it is agreed by all authorities that all Keesees of 
Virginia were of the same family, descending from a common an- 
cestor. 


Many of the descendants of the first immigrant remained in 
Henrico County; others spread out westward and southwestward and 
by the year 1800 they were numerous, particularly in the counties 
of Campbell, Charlotte, Halifax and Pittsylvania. At this period 
families of the name lived in the Carolinas. Members of the family 
migrated and settled in Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, Oklahoma. 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Colorado and Missouri and probably other 
states. 


The records indicate that prior to the Civil War, the Keesees of 
Eastern and Southern Virginia were generally planters or farmers, 
owning large plantations on which tobacco was cultivated, principally 
by their slaves. Some of them, however, were professional men and 
others held public office. The records do not disclose that any member 
of the family had service in the armed forces in the Revolutionary 
War. However, the records show that on August 10, 1781, the Com- 
missioners of Pittsylvania County assessed one Jesse Keasés four 
pounds and one John Kessee forty-two pounds for provisions for the 
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Revolutionary Army. Arthur Keesee and Richard Keesee’s service in 
the Revolutionary War was civil as distinguished from military. 
However, the descendants of Jesse, John, Arthur and Richard Keesee 
would be eligible to membership in the D.A.R. and S.A.R. by reason 
of this support and service rendered to the cause of American 
Independence.

22. CHARLES BLackweLL Kerrsrer, banker, industrialist, philan- 
thropist and civic leader, was b. at Oak Lawn, Caswell County, North 
Carolina, October 21, 1861, and d. at Martinsville, Henry County, 
Virginia, February 1940. 

Mr. Keesee was a businessman of many activities. A banker, he 
was president of the Peoples National Bank at Martinsville and was 
interested in and owned considerable stock in the American Furni- 
ture Company, the Bassett Furniture Company and the North Caro- 
lina Granite Company. 

In his will, probated in the Henry County (Virginia) Circuit 
Court in February, 1940, he disposed of an estate valued at $685,000 
of which $30,000 was represented by real estate and the remainder 
personal property. He bequeathed to his nephew, John Raleigh, 
4,000 shares of common stock in the American Furniture Company 
and to R. H. Simmons 5,000 shares of the same stock. He provided 
for a trust fund founded on 4,000 shares of American Furniture 
Company stock, the income from which was to go to two family ser- 
vants, Elvira Zeigler and Martha Kate Spencer, the principal ulti- 
mately to go to the Salem (Virginia) orphanage. He provided for a 
trust fund composed of 150 shares of Bassett Furniture Company pre- 
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ferred stock, 200 shares of North Carolina Granite Company stock, 
150 shares of American Furniture Company preferred stock and 
20,000 shares of common stock of the American Furniture Company, 
the income from which was given in equal parts to four nieces, Mrs. 
A. K. Walker, Mrs. R. A. Stokes and the Misses Janie and Ruth 
Raleigh for their lives and ultimately to revert to the estate. He 
bequeathed all the residue of the estate to his widow, Olivia (Sim- 
mons) Keesee, one half in fee simple and the remaining one-half to 
be administered by the trustees of the estate who were to pay the 
income therefrom to Mrs. Keesee. He made provisions for the 
establishment of the Keesee Educational Fund for the benefit of the 
youths of the Baptist Church. 


Mr. Keesee was a consistent member of the Baptist Church and 
was a generous contributor to it and its auxiliaries. 

He m. Olivia Helm Simmons, October 14, 1897, who was b. at 
Brookhurst, Floyd County, Virginia, December 4, 1873. She was 
educated by governess and at Oxford Academy, Floyd Court House, 
Virginia. She was a member of many patriotic societies, among 
others, Daughters of the American Revolution, in which she was 
prominent and influential and held many high positions, including 
that of State Regent of the Virginia Society and Corresponding Secre- 
tary General of the National Society. 

In her will, Mrs. Keesee disposed of an estate valued at $834,000. 
She bequeathed to nieces and nephews incomes for life from rental 
property, and the home on Church Street, Martinsville, was left to 
the First Baptist Church for use as a parsonage at the death of a 
sister, Mrs. Mattie S. Marshall, and a niece, Miss Alice Simmons, 
who were given a life estate in home. The Virginia Baptist Orphan- 
age at Salem, Virginia, was bequeathed $70,000 with which to con- 
struct a Keesee Memorial Recreation Building; and the bulk of the 
estate of $834,000 was eventually to pass into the Charles B. Keesee 
Educational Fund. 

Mr. and Mrs. Keesee left no children. Residence “Chaskeeookee”’ 
Hunt Street, Martinsville, Virginia.

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KEESEES IN THE WESTWARD MOVEMENT 


Just before the breaking out of the Revolutionary War and 
Boone’s first attempt to settle Kentucky, the first of the family Kee- 
see, so far as there is any record, crossed the Blue Ridge mountains 
and settled on the Holston River. On May 5, 1782, there were sur- 
veyed for one George Keesee 190 acres on Moccasin Creek in then 
Washington County, now Scott County, Virginia, actual settlement 
of which was made in 1772. On June 20, 1796, 100 acres were sur- 
veyed for Elias Keesee on Reedy Creek, actual settlement of which 
was made in 1774. During the period from 1797 to 1799, Charles 
Keezee and his wife, Mary, and Avery M. Keezee and his wife, Jen- 
nie, lived in Russell County, Virginia, as is evidenced by the purchase 
and/or sale of lands on Glade branch and Sinking creek tributaries 
of the Clinch River and on Little Cedar and Big Moccasin Creeks, 
tributaries of the North Fork of the Holston River. 

Richard Keezee was the progenitor of a large family in Eastern 
Kentucky and, so far as the records disclose, was the first of the 
family Keesee to cross the Allegheny Mountains in the Westward 
Movement. He was b. in Virginia—presumably in Pittsylvania 
County—about 1760 and m. in that State about 1784, Sallie (sur- 
name not known). In the early 1800s he, with his family and slaves, 
settled on or near the mouth of Pigeon Creek on the Tug Fork of 
Big Sandy River in then Cabell County, Virginia. It is not known 
whether he came from the Holston or Clinch River settlements in 
Southwestern Virginia where the Keesees had settled about a quarter 
of a century before or from Eastern or Southern Virginia where 
the family had been seated for about a century. It is definitely 
known, however, that Richard Keezee was of the host of settlers who 
came in via the Great Kanawha River and settled Cabell County in 
the early 1800s. 


Richard Keezee acquired by assignment considerable acreage in a 
tract of 11,065 acres of land situated on the Tug Fork and Pigeon 
Creek, then Cabell County, Virginia, which he had surveyed into 
small farms and conveyed in 1812 to Richard Ferrell, John Safford, 
Vineent Grant, Elijah Donothan, Ferrell Ivins and others. It is 
not known when he removed from Cabell County to Kentucky. 
However, he was a resident of Floyd County, Kentucky, in 1810 
and soon afterwards purchased and patented several tracts of land 
in that county. He finally settled on Hood’s fork of Big Blaine on 
the line between Lawrence and Johnson Counties.

George Hugh Keesee, banker, was b. in Richmond, Virginia, 
December 2, 1878, a son of Dr. George Fish Keesee, who was b. in 
Richmond, Virginia, September 15, 1842, where he lived all his life 
and where he d. in October, 1924, at the age of 82 years. Dr. Keesee 
was graduated from the Baltimore College of Dentistry in 1869 as 
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valedictorian of his class and immediately began the practice of his 
profession in Richmond. He rapidly became one of the most prom- 
inent and best beloved dentists in the Richmond area. He was promi- 
nently identified with and instrumental in the organizing of both the 
Virginia State Dental Association and the Richmond Dental Society ; 
served as president of both organizations and served as secretary of 
the State Association for more than 50 years. Both associations pre- 
sented him with large silver loving cups in recognition of his fifty 
years active leadership in his chosen profession." Throughout his 
long and useful adult life, he was very active in his “aid ccctoin, the 
Church (Methodist) and Masonry until within a few months of his 
death in October, 1924.° He was the father of five children—four 
daughters and a son, George Hugh Keesee, the subject of this sketch. 


George Hugh Keese was educated in the public schools of Rich- 
mond, graduating at the age of 16 from the Richmond High School 
(now eaeria as the John Marshall High School). Soon after gradu- 
ation he became a messenger in one of the smaller banks in Richmond 
and continued in the banking business in one capacity or another until 
retirement in 1946. 


When a very young bank clerk, Mr. Keesee began studying bank- 
ing in evening classes and was instrumental in associating several 
other young bank employees in the study of banking and commercial 
law, particularly as applied to the business of banking. Since the 
organization of the American Institute of Banking in 1901, which 
has long been recognized as the educational branch of the American 
Bankers Association, he has been active and is a charter member of 
the local Richmond Chapter formed in 1902. By several years he 
was the first and only A.I.B. graduate in Virginia, having pur- 
sued the course of study by correspondence with New York head- 
quarters. During the period 1915-1921, he taught “Banking” in even- 
ing classes in Richmond, the classes varying from 40 to 85 students. 


Mr. Keesee was employed in different clerical positions in several 
Richmond banks prior to 1903 when he was appointed assistant 
cashier of the Merchants National Bank of Richmond in which 
capacity he served until he was elected Secretary of Federal Reserve 
Bank of Richmond upon its organization in November, 1914. 


Throughout his long banking career, Mr. Keesee was active in the 
American Institute of Banking, having served the National organiza- 
tion as a Vice Chairman, a member of its Committee on Arrange- 
ments. a member of its Executive Committee. 1907-1908, and a mem- 
ber of its Executive Council, 1913-1916. He is an honorary life 
member of both the National and local organizations. Becoming 
interested in Masonry in early manhood, he has lone been a 32° 
Mason: has served as Master of his lodge, High Priest of Royal 
Arch Chapter, Commander of his Commandry of Knights Templar 
and Potentate of Acca Temple Shriners. For many years he has 
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been a Trustee of the Grand Lodge of Masons of Virginia, of the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Virginia and of the Scottish Rite 
Bodies; and is presently the active Secretary-Treasurer of the Knights 
Templar Education Foundation which grants loans to needy college 
students. 

For many years Mr. Keesee was one of the youngest to hold mem- 
bership in the old Westmoreland Club, now consolidated with the 
Commonwealth Club. He is a member of the Commonwealth Club, 
Virginia Boat Club, Country Club of Virginia and the Hermatage 
Golf Club. 

Mr. Keesee was married to Miss Virginia Sheppard Taylor, a 
ereat-great-eranddaughter of Nathaniel Fox, who served on General 
George Washington’s Staff during the Revolutionary War. She d. 
in 1951. They had no children; and the only member of Mr. Kee- 
see’s immediate family bearing his name is a grandnephew, George 
Keesee Tyler, a great-grandson of President John Tyler. 


Curtis Gorpon Kerrsrr, Federal employee, son of Samuel and

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KIRK FAMILY OF JOHNSON AND MARTIN COS. 


It would seem that this family is of Scottish extraction. The sur- 
name Kirk was commonly characteristic of the Lowland Scottish 
border counties, particularly Berwickshire, Roxburgshire and Dum- 


friesshire. The name was originally used to designate a resident by 
a Kirk (a church). 


The word Kirk is derived from the Gaelic “cearcall” meaning 
u circle. The primitive places of worship among the Celts were 
round, a symbol of eternity and the existence of the Supreme Being, 
without beginning or end. 


The ancient seat of the Kirks in Scotland was at Whitehough 
Hill, in Derbyshire. There were many distinguished men of the 
name who added luster to the already shining pages of English and 
Scottish history. Sir David Kirke (the English spelling usually 
retained the e) was Governor of Newfoundland; Lewis Kirke was 
Governor of Canada; Captain Thomas Kirk was vice admiral of the 
English fleet and was in the engagements which resulted in victory 
over the French and the capture of Canada. 

The first appearance of the name in America was in 1665 with 
Henry Kirk, a resident of Dover, New Hampshire. Zacheriah Kirk 
is recorded as an inhabitant of Boston, Massachusetts, in 1686. 

William Burns Kirk, son of Jesse Kirk, was b. in Scotland in 
1799. He came to America with two brothers and located at Fish- 
kill, New York, where he became a wheelright. He was a thrifty 
man and prospered in his trade, accumulating a large amount of 
property. In 1826 he bought the John Garrison Tavern, on the site 
of a popular present-day city block in Syracuse, N. Y. He became 
a very influential man in Syracuse and was active in securing a 
charter for the city. 

The records indicate that the Kirks had settled in all the American 
colonies at the time of the Revolutionary War. They were numerous 
in New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia and the Carolinas. 

The Kirk family intermarried with some of the most distinguished 
families and there is a long line of descendants who have contributed 
much to the communities and to the Nation. 

Three brothers Kirk lived in Mason County, Kentucky, in pioneer 
days—Thomas, Benjamin and William. 

Thomas Kirk had service in the Revolutionary War. He ap- 
peared in the Mason County Court on October 8, 1832, and made 
declaration in connection with claim for a pension on account of his 
services wherein he stated, among other things, that he served in the 
Maryland militia under the command of Philip Marooney, Lieuten- 
ant Elisha Bell, Ensign William Beatty in the regiment of Colonel 
Charles Griffith and Lieutenant-Colonel Scioe (?); that he volun- 
teered in Frederick County, Maryland, in June 1776; that he was in 
the battle at York Island and at White Plains and was honorably dis- 
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charged at Philadelphia by Captain Elisha Bell by reason of expira- 
tion of six months tour of duty. 

One Nathaniel Kirk m. Doreas Madden in Mason County, Febru- 
ary 6, 1800. The records would seem to indicate that the first of the 
family to settle in the Big Sandy Valley were John Kirk and Thomas 
Kirk, brothers. * John Kirk settled on a farm near the site of present- 
day Warfield, Martin County, then Floyd County.

24, McCretian Carvin Kirk, lawyer, public official, civic leader 
was b. on a farm near Warfield, Martin county, on which farm also 
were born his father, James T. Kirk (No. 38) and his grandfather, 
John Kirk (No. 1). Left as the chief support of his mother and 
younger brothers and sisters by the death of his father when he was 
but a youth, he was employed by the Peach Orchard Mining Com- 
pany and at the end of two years was manager of its mines. Conse- 
quently his early educational advantages were very limited. Subse- 
quently he was graduated from the law schools of Valparaiso 
(Indiana) University in 1894 and entered upon the practice of law 
at Inez, Martin county, where he was associated in practice with his 
cousin, Judge Andrew J. Kirk (No. 15) for six years.

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KOUNS FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY

Honorable Thomas Hanson Paynter, lawyer, judge, legislator, was 
b. on a farm near Vanceburg, Lewis County, Kentucky, December 9, 
1851; was educated in the public schools of Lewis County; at Rand’s 
Academy, that county; and at Centre College, Danville, Kentucky; 
studied law, admitted to the bar in 1872 and commenced practice at

GENERAL ALEXANDER Lackry was the founder of the family 
Lackey of Eastern Kentucky. He was b. in Virginia, 1772, and 
migrated from Pittsylvania County, that state, in 1804 and settled at 
the forks of Beaver Creek in Floyd County, Kentucky. Bringing 
with him from his home in Virginia his slaves and considerable 
property and selecting one of the richest tracts of land for his planta- 
tion, he began life in the new country under very favorable auspices; 
and being of clear judgment and iron will, he soon rose to distinction 
both as a successful businessman and as a public official.’ He held 
many offices of trust and honor both county and State. He was an as- 
sistant judge of the Floyd County Circuit Court; State representative 
in the Kentucky Legislature from Floyd County, 1816, 1817, 1818, 
1825, 1826, 1830, 1831, 1840; State senator, 1819-23; sheriff of Floyd 
County, 1827-29; school commissioner (Superintendent of Schools), 
1838; tax commissioner (assessor), 1827, 1840; and a_ brigadier- 
general of the State Militia. 

General Lackey m., in Virginia, Mary Morgan, b. in Virginia, 
1781, daughter of David Morgan, a relative of General Daniel Mor- 
gan, who distinguished himself in the Revolutionary War, parti- 
cularly at the battle of the Cowpens (January 17, 1781).

Handicapped in youth by lack 
of advantages, he managed to secure a good education and the 
exercise of effort developed his latent powers, enabling him to achieve 
prominence both in business and public affairs. He was a merchant 
and trader of great prominence and for a time a banker in connection 
with his cousin, Green M. Witten at Catlettsburg. He was a large 
land-owner in his county and took a deep interest in the county’s 
welfare. Soon after the close of the Civil War he was elected sheriff 
of Floyd County and afterwards served two terms in the State Legis- 
lature, being Speaker of the House for one term; and at the time of 
his death on September 9, 1882, he was a candidate for Congress. 
He was a staunch Democrat and a leader in state politics. A man 
of strong physique, he was six feet, four inches in height, large in 
mind as well as in stature; and his integrity was never questioned.

Hon. Francis (Franx) A. Horxtns, lawyer and public official, 
was a native of Virginia of Colonial ancestry. He was b. at Jetfer- 
sonville, now known as Tazewell, in Tazewell County, Virginia, May 
27,1853. His grandfather, John Hopkins, m. Mary Turner, a daugh- 
ter of Rev. James Turner, a noted Presbyterian minister of Bedford 
County, Virginia. Mary Turner’s mother was Sallie Leftwich, a 
daughter of William Leftwich who was a lieutenant colonel in the 
American forces during the Revolutionary War and also a captain of 
militia during the Colonial wars. His father was John Calvin Hop- 
kins. 


F. A. Hopkins was educated in the Tazewell (Virginia) High 
School. In January, 1874, he moved from Tazewell to Prestonsburg, 
Kentucky, where he was soon admitted to the bar and subsequently 
became one of the leading attorneys of Eastern Kentucky. 


From the beginning of his career in Kentucky, he was before the 
pubhe in one or another capacity and filled all positions of trust 
creditably and well. He was Superintendent of Schools of Floyd 
County, 1882-6; a member of the Constitutional Convention of Ken- 
tucky from Floyd, Knott and Letcher Counties, 1894, in which body 
he was the moving spirit in having incorporated into the constitution 
a section forfeiting all claims under the Old Virginia Land Grants 
for failure to list for taxation, thereby removing the clouds upon 
the titles of the land owners of Eastern Kentucky. He was a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the University of Kentucky for a number 
of years; and in 1902 was elected as a Democrat to the Fifty-eighth 
Congress, and in 1904 was reelected to the Fifty-ninth Congress, but 
failed of reelection in 1906 to the Sixtieth Congress. 

Mr. Hopkins was a Mason of high standing. He d. at Prestons- 
burg June 5, 1918, and was buried there.

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LANE FAMILY 


Lane is an ancient English name that originally indicated one 
who lived in a lane, a narrow way between hedges, afterwards an al- 
levy, a narrow street. Early English records include such forms as 
“John in ye Lane”. After the tenth century, Norman influence led 
to the use of the French ‘“‘de” before the surname, a custom that may 
account, in some instances, for the name “Delaney”, although that 
name may have other sources. Lane may sometimes be Gaelic from 
“Llane” (“a plain, narrow lands”), or French from “le aine” (“the 
old one”).

498 EARLY FAMILIES OF EASTERN AND SOUTHEASTERN KENTUCKY 


LESLIE FAMILY OF PIKE AND GREENUP COUNTIES 


The Leslie family is of Scottish or Scotch-Irish extraction. Wil- 
liam Robert Leslie was the progenitor of the Leslie family of Eastern 
Kentucky. He and his brother John emigrated from Scotland to 
New York City. Here they became separated and never saw each 
other again. William Robert migrated to Pennsylvania where he 
m. Elizabeth Buchanan, b. about 1765. They migrated to Augusta 
County, Virginia, where four children were born. William Robert 
Leslie was a Revolutionary War soldier.’ 

This Leslie family attempted to make a settlement at the mouth 
of Pond Creek on the Tug River, then Mason County, in 1789 but 
were driven out by Indians. They returned in 1791 but instead of 
stopping at Pond Creek, they went on to Johns Creek and founded 
what to this day is known as the Leslie Settlement. The Leslies must 
have been the earliest permanent settlers in the Big Sandy Valley 
region. 

According to some authorities William Leslie migrated to and 
settled in what is now Pike County, Kentucky, in 1802.° He d. at the 
age of 73 years. Ely in “The Big Sandy Valley”, p. 211, describes 
his casket and burial as follows: 

“Tn early days when the plank in the upper Johns Creek country 
was sawed by hand, and used as fast as sawed, William Leslie d. at 
seventy-three, and no plank could be procured to make a coffin to 
bury him in. Nor could a whipsaw be procured to saw enough. His 
relatives and friends were determined to give him a decent burial; 
so they had a nice poplar tree cut down and chopped off a log of 
proper length, squared it up, and with ax and adze, shaped it into a 
coffin, digging out a trough. They took clapboards and shaved 
them, with which they made a nice lid for the trough-like casket ; 
and in this unique case the remains of William Leslie of Johns Creek 
were consigned to mother earth.”

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LEWIS FAMILY OF FLEMING, CARTER AND GREENUP 
COUNTIES 


According to tradition the progeni- 
tors of the Lewis family of Virginia 
were first of the Louis family of France 
who fled to Wales during the Huguenot 
persecutions. Some authorities have 
discredited this theory, but, however 
that may be, most of the first Lewises 
in America, and particularly in the 
Southern colony, came from Wales. 

One tradition which has continued 
in the family says that their progeni- 
tors in Wales were two of four 
brothers, Samuel, William, Robert, 
and John; that Samuel migated to 
Portugal, William died in Ireland and 
that Robert and John migrated to 
America and established homes in 
Virginia early in the eighteenth century. 

John Lewis was b. in Ireland in 1678; m. Margaret Lynn. In 
1720 he killed an Irish landlord, fled to America and finally settled 
near the town of Staunton, Augusta County, Virginia. He had many 
conflicts with the Indians and built his dwelling house with port- 
holes through which he could fire on the savages and so protect his 
family. He d. in 1762 in his 84th year, leaving a large family of 
whom General Andrew Lewis was the most distinguished. 

The Robert Lewis family m. into the Warner family of Virginia, 
from which comes the notable “Warner Hall” Lewises of Gloucester 
County. This branch also became connected with the Washington 
family through the marriage of General Fielding Lewis to Betty 
Washington, sister of General George Washington. 

The Descendants of the Virginia Lewises are very numerous and 
have a creditable record for the distinguished services of its members 
in all the major conflicts of this nation. 

Another well-known and interesting Lewis family in America is 
the Pennsylvania house, which traces descent from Ellis Lewis, who 
was b. in Wales in 1680. He came to Kennett Township, Pennsyl- 
vania, and established his home in 1708. Huis father was Owen Lewis 
of Wales. This family has preserved an unbroken chain showing 
descent from Lord of Nanan, Wales, who was descended from Cyn- 
fyn, Prince of Powys and King of Wales who d. in 972. 


Lewis Family of Northeastern Kentucky

Charles Nelms Lewis I was interested in the salt works near 
Grayson, Kentucky. On November 24, 1804, an Act was passed by 
the General Assembly of Kentucky for opening the road (The Lexing- 
ton Tunpike) suitable for horsemen and drivers from Thomas 
Green’s farm near mouth of Triplett’s Creek, in Fleming County, to 
the Big Sandy River at the junction of a road opened by Virginia, 
which Act was amended, December 9, 1806, requiring the road to be 
fit for wagons and carriages. Subsequent Acts of the General As- 
sembly authorized commissioners named therein to erect turnpike gate 
on the road and to let to some person, bound by bond with security to 
put road in good repair and to keep in good order during term of 
years, during which time he was to keep the turnpike gate and take 
toll from passengers allowed by law. 

Pursuant to these Acts the turnpike was let to Charles Nelms 
Lewis I for a long term of years, probably 16 years, he owning at the 
time a farm of 145 acres on the road known as Barns old place on 
which he erected a turnpike gate on the hillside west of “Tignets” 
(Tygarts?) creek on which tract there was a tavern at the turnpike 
gate. He was operating the turnpike at date of his death; and sub- 
sequently, early in 1815, his personal representatives, Amos Kibbe 
and Eliza Lewis, his widow, assigned the turnpike contract and 
leased the farm and tavern to one John Jouett for the unexpired 
term for consideration of $400 annually together with stipulations 
concerning repairs, ete. Jouett and/or his assignees defaulted in 
performance and on September 16, 1818, Lewis’ Administrators filed 
suit against Jouett and Others in the Montgomery (County) Circuit 
Court for failing to keep the road in repair and were awarded judg- 
ment. Subsequently, on November 21, 1826, suit, involving this con- 
tract and lease, was filed in the Greenup Circuit Court which suit 
was transferred to the Bourbon Cireuit Court, and final decree 
rendered by that court, August 25, 1837, the commissioners having 
reported settlement. 


A great number of pioneers living along the turnpike appeared 
in this long, drawn-out litigation either as witnesses, administrators 
or bondsmen:

In September, 1899, he enlisted in the U. S. Army and served in the 
Forty-sixth Regiment, U. S. Volunteers Infantry, in the Philippines 
at Manila and on Luzon Island until May 30, 1901, when he was 
honorably discharged. Returning to the United States after the 
close of the war, he entered Kentucky University, now the University 
of Louisville, Medical Department, from which he was graduated 
with degree of M. D. in 1905. Returning to his home in Grayson, he 
formed a partnership with his father with whom he was associated in 
the practice of medicine until 1916. On May 1, 1927 he established 
a hospital in Grayson, thoroughly modernized in all its appointments, 
which became the “J. Q. Stovall Memorial Hospital” in honor of his 
father. He is presently superintendent of and surgeon at the hospi- 
tal. 


Aside from his professional activities, Dr. Stovall has been 
interested and influential in the business and political affairs of the 
community.

1 John M. McConnell, lawyer and sometime public official, was of Scotch-Irish descent 
and was b. in Western Pennsylvania, circa 1790. He received a good education before 
he attained his 16th year when he was apprenticed to a tailor and draper. While en- 
gaged in his regular work he spent his spare time in pursuing a course of study pre- 
viously decided upon; and living in a college town, Cannonsburg, he pursued and com- 
pleted a college course at home, encouraged and assisted by the students and the pro- 
fessors of the college so that when his apprenticeship expired at the age of 21 he had 
completed his education. 

In 1812 his employer gave him twenty-five dollars, a horse, bridle and saddle, a large 
pair saddle bags and a new suit of broadcloth clothes; and he left his native state and 
started to Kentucky which he reached opposite Portsmouth, Ohio. He rode to Greenups- 
burg Court House where he tarried for a time. Subsequently he went to Woodford 
County, Kentucky, but soon returned to Eastern Kentucky and went to Prestonsburg 
where he taught school and studied law with Robert Walker, one of the early lawyers 
of that town. About this time he married Miss Lucy Brag Lewis and settled in Green- 
up County where he lived the remainder of his life. 

From his entrance upon the practice of law until his death, John M. McConnell stood 
at the front rank in his profession and was considered as one of the most eloquent men 
on the stump and brilliant conversationalist of his time in the State. Enjoying a large 
and lucrative practice and making wise investments in the infant industries of his 
county which yielded large returns, he became wealthy for his day; and being a gentle- 
man of taste and culture, he set up an establishment comparable to any in the older 
settlements at that time. He purchased a large boundary of land fronting the Ohio 
River four miles above Greenupsburg where he laid out a four-acre plot, fronting the 
bank of the river, and in the center erected a splendid two-story brick mansion which 
he furnished with the most skillfully wrought furniture. He landscaped the lawn, 
planted shrubbery and laid out flower beds; built his law office and negro quarters; and 
when ready to occupy the premises, without any apparent sickness, he died July 5, 1834, 
at the age of 43. His widow, Lucy Brag Lewis McConnell, died about 1854. 

During his busy career Colonel McConnell was interested also in politics. He was 
elected and served as State representative from Greenup County, 1822, 1824, 1825; and 
as State senator from Greenup and Lewis Counties, 1826-30. 

, Commencing his adult life with comparatively nothing, he accumulated and left his 
widow and children what was considered in his day a large estate—over $50,000 in 
money, lands and negro slaves. His will, dated June 23, 1834, and probated in the 
Greenup County Court, August 4, 1834, leaves his property to his widow, Lucy B. and to 
their children, Charles, Mary Ann, Caroline, Elizabeth and Harriet; and recommends that 
the children be educated at Marietta, Athens and/or Oxford (Ohio) Colleges. 


2 Charles D. Corey was the editor of the Herald. “He was a very amiable and brilliant 
young man, a New Yorker, bought the outfit used by the Advocate and ventured on the 
Herald in 1863. Mr. Corey was a Democrat and made his paper at first mildly Demo- 
cratic; but as it grew in age it also grew to be a stalwart Democratic organ, even in 
time of war. Mr. Corey was a genius; he was a photographer, printer, poet, painter, and 
a good prose writer. He made a good paper. He m. a beautiful young lady of Grayson— 
Miss Lucy Lewis, the daughter of Hon. Nelms Lewis. But the married life of the hand- 
some pair was cut short by the death of the husband whose physical nature was almost 
ethereal, so delicate was he. The young, loving wife would not be comforted after her 
Charley’s’ death, and she soon joined him in the land of pure delight. The con- 


nubial love of this beautiful couple for each other was more than human.” (Ely, ‘The 
Big Sandy Valley’, p,. 329.) 
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LYTTLE FAMILY OF CLAY COUNTY 


The Lyttle family is of Scotch-Irish origin and the founders of 
the American Branch of the family settled in Virginia in the Colonial 
period. 


1. Harrineron Lyrrrie was the ancestor of the branch of the 
family that settled in Southeastern Kentucky. He passed his entire 
life in Lee County, Virginia; was a successful planter and a citizen 
of prominence and influence.

He 
became one of the distinguished members of the Kentucky bar and 
for many years controlled an exceptionally large and representative 
law business. 

He was a leader in the councils of the Democratic party in his 
section of the State but preferred to devote himself to his profession 
rather than to hold public office. However, he represented Clay 
County in the State Senate, 1867-71.. 

He m., first, in Harlan County, Kentucky, Miss Drucilla Brittain, 
b. in Harlan County, in 1823 and d. at the Cedar Craig homestead, 
Clay County, in 1863.

5. Cor. C. B. Lyrrrx, lawyer, received his early education in the 
publie schools of Munehester erg thereafter was a student for four 
terms in the University of Kentucky at Takin He prepared 
himself for his profession under the tutorship of Hon. W.C.P. 
Breckenridge and John T. Shelby, distinguished lawyers of Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky. Prior to his taking law course he had so far ad- 
vanced his technical knowledge as to prove himself eligible to the bar 
to which he was admitted in 1871, when he engaged in practice at 
Manchester and where he continued for many years. He resided on 
his beautiful surburban homestead, Brooks View, one-fourth mile 
west of Manchester. 

In polities Col. Lyttle was a Democrat. Both he and his wife 
were members of the Presbyterian Church at Manchester. 


Col. Lyttle served as county attorney for Clay County for three 
terms, twelve years; was President Elector, 11th Congressional Dis- 
trict, in President Wilson’s first election; and was a colonel on the 
staff of Governor Black. 


He m. in 1878, Miss Belle or Isabella Garrard, daughter of 
Gen. Theophilus T. Garrard and his wife Lucy (Lee) Garrard. (See 
Garrard Family). Miss Garrard was educated among other in- 
stitutions of learning, at Loretta College and at Ben Franklin school 
at Frankfort.

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MARTIN FAMILY OF FLOYD AND BOYD COUNTIES 


Coronet Joun P. Martin, lawyer, legislator and politician, was 
the founder of one branch of the Martin family of Eastern Ken- 
tucky. He was b. in Lee County, Virginia, October 11, 1810, and 
d. at Prestonsburg, Kentucky, December 23, 1862. In 1828, he re- 
moved to Harlan County, Kentucky, and when only nineteen years 
of age, he was a candidate for State representative against one John 
Bates who was elected by thirty-seven votes, much less than the usual 
majority. In 1835, he removed to Floyd County where he lived un- 
til his death. He was elected a State representative in 1841 and 1843 
and on February 23, 1842, he cast a solitary vote for Judge Richard 
French for U. S. Senator in opposition to John J. Crittenden, and 
was hissed for such action. He was elected to Congress for one 
term, 1845-47. defeating Adams and McKee, in a district that was 
normally 3,500 against him; in 1848 he was defeated for Congress 
by Judge Daniel Breck by only 900 votes—having reduced the Demo- 
cratic majority from 3,500 to 900. In 1848, as the Democratic 
candidate for lieutenant-governor he was defeated by John C. Helm 
by a much smaller majority than his distinguished co-nominee for 
governor, Lazarus W. Powell, was defeated by John J. Crittenden. 
He represented Floyd, Morgan, Johnson and Pike Counties in the 
State Senate 1855-59, having been elected by over 2,000 majority. 
In 1856 he was a delegate from the state at large to the Democratic 
national convention at Cincinnati, and advocated the claims of his 
warm personal friend Linn Boyd, for the presidency in preference 
to James Buchanan. His efforts and influence turned the tide in the 
mountains of Eastern Kentucky against Know-Nothingism. In 
1860, he was on the Democratic ticket for the Peace convention and 
canvassed a large portion of the State and then returned to his home 
and quietly observed the logic of events until his death in 1862. 


Contemporary historians have stated that Col. Martin was a 
gentleman of high social qualities, fine intellect, extensive informa- 
tion, and generous heart; that few men had so great influence with 
the masses, and none equaled him in personal popularity in the 
Eastern or mountain region of Kentucky. 


In Floyd County, on May 24, 1835, Col John P. Martin m. 
Elizabeth Lackey, daughter of General Alexander Lackey (See 
Lackey Family). Thev had two daughters and one son:

He was a lawyer by pro- 
fession but engaged principally in steamboat business on the Big 
Sandy River. The family lived at Catlettsburg. 


4, ALEXANDER Lackry Martin, lawyer, was b. at Prestonsburg, 
Floyd County and d. there in 1877. He was a State representative 
from Floyd County, 1867-69 and a State senator, 1871-75. He m. 
in Floyd County. Nannie Frances Brown, daughter of Judge George 
N. Brown. See Brown Family of Boyd County.)

5. George Brown Martin, lawyer and U. S. Senator, was b. at 
Prestonsburg, Floyd County, Kentucky, August 18, 1876, and d. at 
Catlettsburg, Kentucky. 


After his graduation from the Catlettsburg High School in 1889, 
he became a student in Central University, Richmond, Kentucky— 
since removed to Danville, Kentucky—from which institution he was 
graduated with the degree of A. B. in 1895. In 1900 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and entered into the general practice of law at 
Catlettsburg, a member of the prominent law firm of Brown & Mar- 
tin, which firm, by reason of its important cases and the able man- 
ner of conducting them, became known all over Kentucky; and many 
of its cases attracted wide attention. 


From early manhood Senator Martin took a deep interest in pub- 
he affairs and held many public offices of honor and trust and dis- 
charged the duties of all of them with ability. Before entering upon 
the practice of law he served as deputy sheriff of Boyd County; was 
deputy Circuit Court Clerk; and served as judge of the Boyd County 
Court, 1904 and 1905. Upon the death of U. 8. Senator Ollie James, 
he was appointed Senator, September 7, 1918, to serve the unex- 
pired term which ended March 3, 1919. Soon after the outbreak of 
World War I, he was called, first to the office of the Judge Advocate 
General of Kentucky, with the rank of major and then was com- 
missioned a major in the Judge Advocate Office at Washington, D. 
C. Subsequent to 1918 he was a member of the National Conference 
of Commissioners of various states to bring about uniform state laws. 

Senator Martin was a member of the Masons, the Elks and of his 
college Greek Letter society, the Delta Kappa Epsilon. He was a 
valued member of many professional organizations, including the 
Boyd County, Kentucky State and American Bar Associations. He 
was reared as a Presbyterian. He never married. 


446 EARLY FAMILIES OF EASTERN AND SOUTHEASTERN KENTUCKY 


MAY FAMILY OF FLOYD COUNTY 


There are a number of possible sources for the name May. Chil- 
dren born in the month of May were sometimes named May. The 
Old English word may mean a “flower, a daisy”. The Middle Eng- 
lish may denoted a “maiden”. May is also a shortened form of 
Matthew, abbreviated from the Old French name Mahieu (May- 
hew). The form Mayes signifies “son of May’. Sometimes May 
is shortened from the Irish Mayo (local from County Mayo in Con- 
naught). May is also one of the Scottish clan names; the May clan 
of the Highlands was affliated with the clan MacDonald. The 
May family of the Big Sandy Valley, Eastern Kentucky, was among 
the early pioneers, coming in from Virginia about 1796. 


1. Tuomas May was the first, or at least among the first of the 
family, settling on Shelby Creek, then Mason, now Pike County. 
Contemporary historians state that he was a jovial man, fond of 
“fiddling” and dancing and very popular with his neighbors; that he 
was the largest slave holder of his time or afterwards in the Sandy 
Valley, having been possessed of seventy-one negro slaves. 

Other branches of the May family settled further down the 
river, mostly at Prestonsburg. They spread over a half dozen 
counties in the Sandy Valley and adjacent section. 


From the beginning the family became prominent and influential, 
many of them served as county officers and as members of the Legis- 
lature. Many of them were local preachers in Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South; some have been lawyers and judges. In politics the 
Mavs of the immediate Sandy Valley were and are Democrats, but 
some of them in other counties were Republicans.’ 


2. CoLtonrL ANprEew Jackson May, lawyer, was b. in Prestons- 
burg, Kentucky, January 28, 1829; was admitted to the bar; began 
the practice of the law in Prestonsburg and became one of the best 
barristers of the place and period; m., first, in 1855, Matilda David- 
son, b. 1830, d. 1896, and secondly, Nell Davidson, of Prestonsburg, 
b. 1880, d. 1918." He served with distinction in the Confederate 
States Army; was appointed or commissioned, May 26, 1861, at West 
Liberty, Kentucky, a captain, 5th Regiment, Infantry, Kentucky 
Volunteers; C. S. A.; assigned to duty as lieutenant-colonel, Novem- 
ber 17, 1861; promoted to colonel, April 18, 1862; resigned on ac- 
count of ill health and resignation accepted, November 14, 1862.* 

After the close of the war, Colonel May located for and resumed 
the practice of law at Tazewell Court House, Tazewell County, Vir- 
ginia, where he had an honorable career at the bar. He d. in 19038 
and was buried in Tazewell County. 


3. Reupen May was the ancestor of a branch of the Mays in 
Floyd County. He migrated from Scott County and settled on 
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Beaver Creek, Floyd County, about 1820. He m. Sally Allen in 
Floyd County, November 27, 1825. The land on which they settled 
is still in the possession of fhew descendants. Reuben May had ser- 
vice in the Mexican War and the family were Southern sympathizers 
during the Civil War. They were prominent and consistent mem- 
bers of the Christian Church and as a family they organized the Reu- 
ben May Chapel of that denomination.

4. Joun May was b. December 13, 1831, and lived to a ripe old 
age. Hem. at the age of 17 or 18 years, Dorcas Conley, b. 1827, and 
d. 1914, daughter ae Sampson Conley. The Conleys came in from 
Wareinia and North Carolina and settled in what is now Knott 
County. John May and Dorcas Conley lived together as man and 
wife for over 60 years. He had no educational advantages whatever 
so far as schools were concerned. After marriage a neighbor taught 
him to read and write. He became a prolific reader and fitted him- 
self for the duties and responsibilities of a citizen. For twenty-five 
years he was deputy County Court Clerk of Floyd County and his 
records are a model for neatness and accuracy.

12. Wiriram H. May, onetime teacher, lawyer and judge, was b. 
on Beaver Creek, near present Langley, Floyd County, June 24, 1875; 
educated in public schools of Floyd County, at the Prestonsburg 
Normal School and for several years engaged in farming and teaching 
in the Floyd County Schools. At the age of 27 (in 1902) he entered 
Cumberland University, Lebanon, Tennessee, where he completed 
a classical course and law studies; was admitted to the bar there 
and had some experience in practice, 

Returning to Prestonsburg in 1899, he was admitted to the bar, 
September 9, 1899, and formed a partnership with his brother, A. J. 
May, under the firm name of May and May. He served his judicial 
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district as commonwealth’s attorney for ten years and was the logical 
candidate for the office of circuit judge without opposition at the date 
of his death, February 20, 1921. During the last five years of his 
life, he was attorney for the Consolidated Coal Company at Jenkins, 
Kentucky. 


In polities, Mr. May was a Democrat. He was affiliated with the 
Masons (a Knight Templar). 


13. AnprEw Jackson May, lawyer and U. 8. Representative from 
Kentucky; b. on Beaver Creek, near Langley, Floyd County, Ken- 
tucky, June 24, 1875; attended the public schools; taught in the 
pubhe schools of Flovd and Magoffin Counties, Kentucky, for five 
vears; was graduated from the Southern Normal University Law 
School, Huntington, Tennessee (later Union College, Jackson, Ten- 
nessee) in 1898; was admitted to the bar same year and commenced 
practice in Prestonsburg, Kentucky; county attorney of Floyd 
County, 1901-1909; special judge of the circuit court of Johnson 
and Martin Counties in 1925 and 1926; also engaged in agricultural 
pursuits and coal mining; elected as a Democrat to the Seventy- 
second and to the seven succeeding Congresses (March 4, 1931—Janu- 
ary 3, 1947); unsuccessful candidate for reelection to the Eightieth 
Congress; resumed the practice of law in Prestonsburg, Kentucky, 
where he now resides.’ 

On July 17, 1901, Andrew J. May m. Julia Grace Mayo, b. —— 
and d. , daughter of John D. Mayo. 

Mr. May is a Democrat in polities, is affiliated with the Masons, 
and he and Mrs. May are members of the Missionary Baptist Church 
and he is a deacon and trustee of that church.

A Mr. May represented Floyd County in the State House of 
Representatives, 1822.

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MAYO’ FAMILY OF FLOYD COUNTY 


The surname Mayo originated in the Gaelic “Moy”, meaning 
a river or plain. There is a town in Ireland called Moy. 


In New England the Mayo family was represented as early as 
1638 by John, who was a resident of Boston. He was the first 
minister of North Church, Boston. Another John Mayo emigrated 
from County Kent, England, to Roxbury, Massachusetts, in 1682. 


The above coat-of-arms was found on the tomb of one Joseph 
Mayo of Powhatan, Virginia. He is recorded as a “Gentleman, born 
in Somersetshire, England, 1693, d. 1740”. The arms are also found 
on the tomb of his son, George Mayo, who was b. on the Isle 
of Barbados in 1717 and who d. in Virginia in 1739. Joseph Mayo 
emigrated from Barbados to Virginia about 1723 and established his 
home at Powhatan, near Richmond. He was one of the first justices 
of Goochland County and served as a surveyor in running the divid- 
ing line between Virginia and North Carolina. 

Joseph Mayo served the colony in other public capacities and 


was active in military affairs. He held the rank of colonel of Gooch- 
land County Militia in 1740. 
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THE MAYOS OF THE BIG SANDY VALLEY, EASTERN 
KENTUCKY 


The Mayos were among the early pioneers in the Big Sandy 
Valley. 


*1. Jacob Mayo came from Fluvanna County, Virginia, and was 
appointed clerk of the Floyd Circuit Court in 1800. *2. Harry B. 
Mayo and *3. Wilson Mayo came later. *4. Lewis Mayo came to the 
Valley in 1837. 


The Mayos were industrious, of good morals and intelligent. The 
various branches of the families have spread to all parts of the Big 
Sandy Valley.’ 

Anticipating that the new Floyd County would need a scholarly 
man for clerk, General Alexander Lackey requested 5. William James 
Mayo, brother of 2. Harry B. Mayo, to emigrate to that county. 
Soon after his arrival, William James Mayo became clerk.” He 
was b. in Virginia, presumably in Fluvanna County, in 1779, and d. 
in Floyd County, Kentucky, in 1849. He was the first County Court 
Clerk of Floyd County, serving from 1800 to September 25, 1825. 
The records would seem to indicate that he was a competent official. 


1. OnE Jacosp Mayo was deputy clerk of Floyd County in 1817, 
and served as County Court Clerk from September 26, 1825, to April 
12, 1839. One Jacob Mayo, b. in Kentucky, 1800, m. Rebecca 
Graham, daughter of Judge John Graham. (See Graham Family.) 


2. Onzt Henry B. Mayo (probably identical with 2. Harry B. 
Mayo) was a deputy County Court Clerk of Floyd County in Octo- 
ber, 1809; deputy sheriff, November 25, 1811—September 26, 1814; 
and School Commissioner (County Superintendent) in 1838. He m. 
Peggy McGuyer in Floyd County, January 14, 1818. 


3. Witson Mayo m. Jenny Stratton in Floyd County, September 
24, 1818. 


4. Lewis Mayo was well educated and was employed practically 
all his adult life in teaching school. He reared a family of sons and 
daughters who maintained the fine reputation of the house of Mayo.

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JOHN CALDWELL CaLHoun Mayo, industrialist, was b. in Pike 
County, Kentucky, September 16, 1864, and d. in Paintsville, John- 
son County, Kentucky, May 11, 1914. When four years of age his 
parents, Thomas Jefferson Mayo and Elizabeth (Leslie) Mayo 
moved to Johnson County. He attended the public schools in John- 
son County and in 1883 was graduated from Kentucky Wesleyan 
College then located at Millersburg, now at Winchester. He worked 
his way through that institution by teaching mathematics. After- 
wards he engaged in teaching in the rural schools of Johnson and 
Pike Counties. Even when a student he had decided ideas regarding 
the development of the natural resources of Eastern Kentucky; and 
as 1s admitted by all, he became prominent in the development of the 
coal industry in that section of the state. 


Having taken options on vast quantities of coal lands, he con- 
sumated his first important deal in the development of his coal 
properties when in 1901 he effected the organization of the Northern 
Coal & Coke Company. Subsequently he organized other companies. 
In 1913 the Elkhorn Fuel Company was organized and took over 
several of the holdings of these other companies. Later the Elkhorn 
Coal Corporation was organized which took over the holdings of the 
Elkhorn Fuel Company and other companies which Mr. Mayo had 
acquired. He was interested in the Williams Coal & Coke Corpora- 
tion, the Toms Creek Coal Company and had other holdings at the 
head of the Kentucky River. Finally a number of corporations in 
which he was interested were combined-under the name of the Ken- 
tucky River Coal Company. The agreements for this merger were 
made before his death but illness prevented his signing the final 
papers. 

Mr. Mayo was a dominant figure in the Democratic party in Ken- 
tucky but he never sought public office. He was National Com- 
mitteeman from Kentucky at date of death. 


He m. Miss Alice Meek, daughter of Green Meek, a well-known 
timberman of Paintsville and owner of a line of steamboats operat- 


ing on the Big Sandy River. Two children were born to them: 
John C. C., Jr., and Mary Margaret. 


Mr. Mayo passed away May 11, 1914, and he was buried in 
Paintsville. Many distinguished men attended the funeral which 
was the largest and most notable ever held in Eastern Kentucky.

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MEADE FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


This name was taken from the 
old Anglo-Saxon “maed,’ which 
meant “mowed or cut down—a 
meadow”. The Meades of Ireland 
trace the name to the old Irish 
“Meagh.” The family of Meades 
were seated in the county of Cork, 
Ireland, for many centuries. At 
Meadstown, in that county, there 
was formerly a great castle built 
by the Meades. 


The first of the family in 
America was Andrew Meade of 
County Kerry, Ireland. He landed 
in New York where he met and mar- 
ried Mary Latham of Flushing, 
Long Island. Five years afterward 
he removed to Virginia and settled 
in Nansemond county. He left two 
children, a son and a daughter. 
David, the son, m. Susanna Ever- 
ard, daughter of Governor Ever- 
ard of North Carolina. 


Richard Meade, the son of Ed- 
ward, the immigrant, was aide to General Washington during the 
Revolution. He was with the commander in chief in all the im- 
portant battles, and it is recorded that the great general held him in 
high esteem and warmest affection. At the close of the war, on taking 
leave of his soldiers, he said to Colonel Meade: “Friend Dick, you 
must go on a Virginia Plantation. You will make a good farmer 
and an honest foreman of the grand jury of your county.” This 
advice was followed and the prediction verified. 


Famihes of Mead, Meade, Meed, lived in all the thirteen original 
colonies in early days. 


The Meades intermarried with some of the most outstanding 
families of America.

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MEEK FAMILY OF LAWRENCE COUNTY 


The Meek family is of Scotch-Irish descent. In 1765 a number 
of Meek families emigrated from Ulster (Northern) Ireland, land- 
ing at Charleston, South Carolina. With these families came other 
families including Andrew Jackson, Sr. and his wife Elizabeth 
(Hutchison) Jackson, parents of President Andrew Jackson, both of 
Scotch-Irish descent. 

Reputable historians have stated that Adam Meek was a soldier 
of the American Revolution, serving in Captain Baker’s Company 
under Colonel Francis Marion of South Carolina. The records show 
that Moses Meek had service in the Revolutionary War as a private 
in Captain William Alexander’s Troop in the Regiment of Light 
Dragoons commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Wade Hampton of 
South Carolina. 

The U. S. Census of South Carolina for 1790 bears the names of 
Captain Adam Meek, James Meek, Sr., James Meek, Jr., John Meek, 
Thomas Meek, Athi Meeks, Jesse Meeks and Littleton Meeks. 

According to family tradition James Meek and his brother Wul- 
lam migrated from North Carolina to the Big Sandy Valley about 
1800 and settled in the vicinity of the present-day Offutt, Johnson 
county.

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MOBLEY FAMILY OF CARTER AND ELLIOTT COUNTIES 


Samuel Mobley was the ancestor of the Mobley family of North- 
eastern Kentucky. Family tradition supported by some documentary 
evidence is that in the early 1820s three brothers Mobley left Pennsyl- 
vania for Frankfort, Kentucky, to visit an uncle who, according to 
the information available and obtained, was Gen. John Adair, the 
then Governor of Kentucky. They travelled by flatboat down the 
Ohio River and when Catlettsburg, Kentucky, was reached, one of 
the brothers, Samuel. left the boat and decided and proceeded to 
finish the journey to Frankfort on foot so as to get a better view of 
the famous Bluegrass region. On reaching the site of present Wil- 
lard, he stopped as snow about four feet deep had just fallen, which 
made further travel impossible. By the time the snow had ‘cleared 
away he had been employed by the parents of the community to teach 
a three-month subscription (select) school; and while so engaged, 
he met, wooed and married Elizabeth Talitha Thompson. He never 
finished the journey to Frankfort nor heard from his brothers again.

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MOORE FAMILY OF LAWRENCE COUNTY 


1. FrepertcK Moore was the progenitor of a branch of the Moore 
family of Big Sandy Valley in Eastern Kentucky. He was of Teu- 
tonic (ancient Germanic) origin. His ancestors settled in or near 
Philadelphia before the Revolutionary War. Here he was born in 
1782. When a young man he married a Miss Van Hoorn, born in 
1795, a sister of John Van Horn, well and favorably known on the 
lower Big Sandy River. 

Frederick Moore established and operated a nail factory in Phila- 
delphia which business was disrupted by the War of 1812, when he 
purchased a stock of goods in Philadelphia, hired his brother-in-law, 
John Van Horn, as clerk, and leaving his wife and children with 
relatives in the East, came to present Louisa, Kentucky, in 1815, and 
became identified with the development of the community. He pur- 
chased a large tract of land on which Louisa is situated. Subse- 
quently he purchased a much larger tract on the Virginia side of the 
Big Sandy which included the site of present Cassville, West Vir- 
ginia. On this tract about one-half mile below the forks of the river, 
he built a large brick house as his home. Here his wife and children 
rejoined him in 1818. 

Mr. Moore was prominent and influential in the affairs of the 
community. He was a farmer, merchant, tanner, saddler, shoemaker 
and for a short time a distiller. In politics he was a Whig, but was 
never an office seeker. However, he served as colonel of the State 
militia, justice of the peace and State representative in the Virginia 
Legislature. He d. in 1874, aged 92. His wife d. in 1881, aged 86°

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MORRIS FAMILY OF FLOYD AND CARTER COS. 


There have been many explana- 
tions propounded to account for the 
name Morris. Some _ authorities 
claim it is derived from the per- 
sonal name Maurice; others that is 
comes from Moorish, and originally 
indicated a person of dark com- 
plexion, like a Moor; and yet others, 
probably the majority, claim that 
the name is derived from the Welsh 
word mawr-rhys (mawr meaning 
great and rhys, a warrior) which de- 
notes a great hero. Although the 
name may have originated in Wales, 
the family of Morris has been well 
established in England, Scotland, 
and Ireland for many generations 
and were numerous in all the Amert- 
can colonies prior to the Revolution- 
ary War. 


The Morris Family of Eastern Kentucky 


According to family tradition a John Morris was the progenitor 
of a branch of the Morris Family of Eastern Kentucky. Apparently 
he was of Scotch-Irish extraction. Hem. at Limerick, Ireland, Mary 
McCloud. Soon after marriage he and his wife emigrated from Ire- 
land to America and settled in Patrick County, Virginia. Subse- 
quently members of the family migrated to Floyd County, Ken- 
tucky. 


The earliest available records of Floyd County show a large 
family of Morrises living in that county. Mary Morris, head of a 
household and apparently a widow, was living in Floyd County in 
1810 with her four children—two sons and two daughters. She was 
then over 45 years of age. Apparently other of her children had al- 
ready married and established homes of their own.

26. Mrtvina Genoa Morris, artist and poet, was b. at Holton, 
Kansas, January 13, 1881. After her mother’s death she lived in 
the home of a maternal uncle, William Martin, at Holton. She 
was graduated from the Holton (Kansas) High School in 1897, and 
later studied art at Campbell College, Washburn College and Kansas 
University. From 1908 to 1911, she was an instructor and head of 
the department of art at Campbell College. In 1911, she removed 
to Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, and established and has since con- 
ducted a studio of painting there. 

In June, 1941, Miss Morris had published by Henry Harrison, 
Publisher, New York, first edition of her poems in book form en- 
titled “This Is Quivira.” The collection includes certain poems 
which had appeared in various magazines, newspapers and antholo- 
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gies and others theretofore unpublished. Ten of the poems have 
received first awards in state and national contests; and the volume 
of poems has received highly favorable reviews by newspaper and 
magazine book critics throughout the nation, 


Miss Morris is an active member of the Oklahoma Artists’ As- 
sociation, the National League of Penwomen, the Oklahoma Writers 
and the Oklahoma Poetry Society. 


27. Benzamin FrepErrcK Crovupr Morris, businessman and civic 
leader, was b. at Colyer, Kansas, November 28, 1882. His family 
removed to Holton, Kansas, when he was very young; and after 
the death of his mother, he went with his father to Iowa. He was 
educated at the Benton County (Iowa) School and at the Madison 
School at Cedar Rapids. During his youth from his twelfth to his 
seventeenth year he engaged in various kinds of work: harvest hand, 
was foreman of culvert construction crew and a bridge carpenter.

In 1920 he 
purchased the largest vegetable forcing greenhouse in the Southwest 
—located at Oklahoma City—operating it successfully until his re- 
tirement from active business in 1932. During this period of busi- 
ness activities, he was a director and the treasurer of the Pominok 
Corporation, a seven and one-half million dollar corporation of 
Chicago, and a director of the Incubator Manufacturers Association 
of America. He has served, also, on the Board of Directors of the 
Oklahoma City Chamber of Commerce. 

In religion, Mr. Morris is a Baptist and a member of the First 
Baptist Church, Oklahoma City. He has served as trustee, deacon 
and treasurer of his church and has contributed liberally to religious 
and civic welfare. He has been active in promoting the State Gid- 
eons, and for a time he was a Rotarian.

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OSENTON FAMILY OF CARTER AND GREENUP COS. 


The progenitor of the Osenton family of Northeastern Kentucky 
has been traced in England to:

When James Osenton was three years old, the father, Samuel, 
decided to emigrate to America. Under the laws and/or regulations 
then obtaining children were not permitted to board ocean vessels; 
and Samuel, being unwilling to leave son James in England, and be- 
ing a skillful carpenter, having served seven years apprenticeship in 
England, constructed an elaborate tool chest with a false bottom in 
which to conceal son James. In the top of the chest Samuel stored 
a full set of carpenter’s tools, weighing nine hundred pounds. He 
sailed from England with the tool chest and contents arriving at 
New York in 1815 after a safe voyage. From New York he went 
to Philadelphia with son James and his carpenters’ tools where he 
remained for about a year and disposed of three hundred pounds -of 
the tools. From thence he began the trek Westward with son and 
the balance of tools, passing through Pittsburg and down the Ohio 
River to Greenupsburg (now Greenup). Here he boarded son James 
with various families, trying to give him a proper education. 

In August, 1819, Samuel Osenton m., secondly, Emzy Downs. 
They purchased a farm at Old Town, Greenup County, and son 
James’ formal education ended. About the time the Lexington turn- 
pike was under construction from Lexington to Catlettsburg, he 
removed to Olive Hill, Carter County, where he built a home, still 
standing, and kept a hotel and public house. He d. in April, 1856, 
and his wife, Emzy, d. in 1864. Both were buried at Old Town.”

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POAGUE OR POAGE FAMILY 


This family is of Scotch or Scotch-Irish extraction and migrated 
from Scotland to Ireland, probably to Ulster, Northern Ireland, and 
thence to the American colonies about 1738. Colonel Robert Poague, 
the immigrant, with his wife and nine children came to the Virginia 
colony by way of Philadelphia and on the 22nd day of May, 1740, he 
appeared in the Orange County (Virginia) Court to prove the im- 
portation of his family in order to obtain land. He settled on a 
plantation of 772 acres about three miles north of present Staunton, 
then Orange County, subsequently Augusta County, apparently pur- 
chased from William Beverley, as the land was in Beverley Manor.’ 
He acquired other land directly from the Government as is evidenced 
by a patent issued to him by Governor Gooch, July 30, 1742, for 306 
acres in Orange County on the west side of Blue Ridge. 

Colonel Poague m., in Ireland, Elizabeth Preston, sister to John 
Preston, the Scotch-Irish immigrant ° who settled in Augusta County 
Virginia, and was the ancestor of many distinguished families of 
Virginia and Kentucky. (See Preston Family.) Upon the organi- 
zation of Augusta County, Colonel Poague was commissioned as one 
of the first magistrates.

2. Masor Joun Poacuz 2 (Colonel Robert Poague 1, and his 
wife Elizabeth Preston) was a vestryman of Augusta Parish; 
deputy surveyor of Augusta County; became High Sheriff of the 
county, March 17, 1778, and the next day he qualified as surveyor. 
Probably he acquired lands in Greenbriar County, Virginia, now 
West Virginia, as is evidenced by a survey of 420 acres of land in 
that county on April 27, 1752, for one John Poage of Augusta. His 
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will dated February 16, 1789, proved in court April 22, 1789, 
mentions his wife, Mary (Blair) Poage, and his seven children:

In company with the families of Colonel Richard Calloway and 
John B. Stagner, William and Ann Poague migrated to Kentucky 
and settled in the fort at Boonesborough on September 26, 1775. In 
the following February they went to Harrodstown and in the spring 
of 1776, Poague cleared ground and planted corn about two miles 
from the fort. On September 1, 1778, a company of 16 white men, 
including Poague, while going from Harrodstown to St. Asaphs, were 
fired upon by Indians when near the site of present Danville and all 
escaped unhurt except Poague who was mortally wounded. He was 
rescued by his friends but d. the next day. His horse, on which 
he had escaped from the Indians, was given to his son, Robert, then 
12 years old. 

According to the historian Collins, William Poague had great 
mechanical skill and during two or three years made all the wooden 
vessels used by the people in the fort at Harrodstown; he also made 
the wood-work of the first plow used in Kentucky, and the first 
loom on which weaving was done in the State. 
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After the death of William Poage, his widow, Ann, m., in 1781, 
Captain Joseph Lindsay who was killed in the battle with the 
Indians at Blue Licks (the last battle of the Revolution, August 19, 
1782). Subsequently she became the wife of James McGinty. 

According to the historian Collins, Ann (Kennedy) Poague-Lind- 
say-McGuinty was a woman of rare energy and ingenuity; and 
brought the first spinning-wheel to Kentucky, and made the first 
linen manufactured in the country from the lint of nettles and the 
first linsey from Nettle-lint and buffalo wool.

In 1826 he organized a com- 
pany with William Paul, George Paull Walker and others to build 
Bellefonte Furnace. <A large brick house was built on the bank of the 
Ohio River for use of the furnace manager and his family. It had 
folding doors and an underground passage where the supplies for 
furnace use were stored. It has been said that Confederate soldiers 
were cared for in the underground passage during the Civil War.”

The Poage or Poague families furnished a comparatively large 
number of commissioned officers and enlisted men in defense of their 
country in the French and Indian War, the Revolutionary War’ 
and the War of 1812. Generally they were planters and slave-holders. 
However, some were public officials and ministers of the Gospel; and 
many ae them were businessmen: bankers, merchants, millers and 
iron masters. Generally they were Democrats in politics and Pres- 
byterians in religion. Some of them were considered wealthy in their 
day.

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PRICE FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


This is a well-known Welsh name formed by the joining (alphe- 
sis) of elements in the patronymic “Ap Rice” (son of Rice). Pre- 
vious to the time of Henry VIII, there were no fixed Welsh sur- 
names in the usual sense of the word. A man simply prefixed “Ap” 
(son of) to his father’s baptismal name. Thus if the father’s name 
was Thomas the son’s might be Ap Thomas, whilst the grandson’s 
might be John Ap John. But after that time the father’s name or 
the name of some earlier ancestor began to be adopted as a permanent 
surname. After the surname became permanent, it soon underwent 
another change by the absorption of the prefix “Ap”. The name 
Powell arose from Ap Howell; Price from Ap Rhys; Prichard from 
Ap Richard; Preece from Ap Reese, the modern form of Rhys; 
Pugh from Ap Hugh, etc. In all such cases the modern form of the 
name originates from a baptismal name. 


The Price families are numerous and large and are found in all 
parts of the United States. Most of them originated in Wales and 
doubtless have a common origin. The Welsh family of Price was an 
important one, famous for its soldiers and statesmen. 


The Maryland Prices descended from a Captain John Price who, 
in a colony of twenty-four families, was the first to arrive there. In 
Pennsylvania there were two separate colonies of Prices: one Philip 
Price came from Wales with the first colony, and another family of 
German extraction whose surname, being similar to Price, was 
changed to Price. A John Price, member of the Jamestown (Vir- 
ginia) colony, was the ancestor of the largest Price family in the 
United States. Most of the Prices in Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Missouri are of this family. 


The Progenitor of the Price family of Eastern Kentucky has not 
been definitely determined. However, it would seem from exhaustive 
research that one Thomas Price was the founder of this branch of 
the family. He was b. in Culpeper county, Virginia, about 1738, 
presumably a son of Kalem (or Calem) Price, and resided for a time 
at Elk Garden, now Russell county, Virginia. He was in Lord Dun- 
more’s War against the Indians in 1774, having enlisted and served 
in Captain John Lewis’ Company of the Augusta County( Vir- 
ginia) Regiment commanded by Colonel Charles Lewis. He was 
at the battle of Point Pleasant (October 10, 1774). He had service 
in the Revolutionary War and was at the battle of King’s Mountain 
(October 7, 1780). He migrated and settled in Kentucky prior to 
1793, as a son, John A. Price, was b. in Kentucky in 1793. He had 
other children—five came with him to Kentucky—one of whom, Wil- 
liam m.

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MOSES PRESTON, SR., FAMILY 


Moses Preston, Sr., was b. in Virginia, presumably in Bedford 
county, in 1763 and d. in Lawrence County, Kentucky, April 18, 
1842. In the Fall of 1779 or the Spring of 1780, he enlisted as a 
private for a term of eighteen months in the Virginia Line of In- 
fantry and served under Major Hill and Colonel Abraham Buford; 
and, under orders, was marched to Hillsborough, Nerth Carolina, 
where General Cornwallis had retired with the British Army after 
his repeated failures to overtake General Greene as he retreated 
across the Carolinas after the disastrous defeat of the British Army 
under Colonel Tarleton at the Cowpens. He served also under 
Captain “Boyers” (Bower?) in a regiment commanded by Colonel 
William Campbell in the Army commanded by General Horatio 
Gates subsequently commanded by General Nathaniel Green. He 
was in the battles and/or engagements at Guilford Court House 
(March 15, 1781); at Camden (August 15, 1780); and at Ninety- 
six (June 29, 1781); and continued in the service until the close of 
the War at which time he was guarding the home of General Hugar 
near the Eutaw Springs, South Carolina. He was honorably dis- 
charged in South Carolina in 1783, by Captain Crawford, a regular 
officer; and received a certificate for his bounty lands which, as he 
stated in his declaration for a pension, he “sold for 20 or 25 dollars.” 


Returning to his home in Bedford County, Virginia, Moses Pres- 
ton, on the 9th day of July 1783, in that county, m. Fanny Arthur, 
b. in 1764, daughter of Captain Arthur. Emigrating to the Big 
Sandy Valley in 1800, in the Great Westward Movement, he settled 
on the Morgan farm, Floyd county. From there he moved to the 
Forks of Beaver Creek, that county; and finally settled on a farm 
at the mouth of Georges Creek, then Floyd now Lawrence county, 
where he lived and d.

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NATHAN PRESTON FAMILY OF FLOYD AND JOHNSON 
COS. 


This is a place or local name, ‘of Preston’. The family is English 
and there are no less than 24 parishes situated in every part of Eng- 
land which bear the name. The Hundred Rolls of 1273 bear the 
names Laurence de Preston, Lincolnshire county; Alice de Preston, 
Northampton county; Adam de Prestone, Salop county; John de 
Prestone of Preston, Somerset county. The tax lists of 1379 bear the 
names Isabella de Preston and Johnanna de Pryston of County Yorks. 

The family of Preston was numerous in all the original thirteen 
colonies. 

Reputable historians and writers have stated that the early pro- 
genitors of the Prestons of the Big Sandy Valley, in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, were Francis Preston, Charles Preston, William Calvert Pres- 
tonton and Robert Preston, all of whom emigrated from England 
and settled in Maryland. 


The first Preston of whom there is any record that emigrated to 
and settled in Maryland was Richard Preston. He received a grant 
of.a large tract of land on the Patuxent River from Charles I of 
England on which he built his manor house called Charles’ Gift. 
Here during the religious wars of 1653-1661, and the reign of Crom- 
well in England, were held the sessions of the Legislature and the 
public business of the province conducted. The services of Richard 
Preston are commemorated by a marker erected at the village of 
Lusby, Calvert county: 


“Preston on Patuxent, Home of Richard Preston, Commander of 
the north bank of the Patuxent River, 1649. The seat of the Puritan 
Government of Maryland where the colonial records were kept, 1653- 
LCbae: 


Moses Preston and Nathan Preston, brothers, and Revolutionary 
War soldiers, and their sister, Mrs. Elizabeth (Preston) Burgess, 
were the first of the family of Preston to emigrate and settle in the 
Big Sandy Valley, Eastern Kentucky, in the Great Western Move- 
ment. These brothers were the progenitors of a relatively large num- 
ber—if not all—of the Prestons of Eastern Kentucky. They emi- 
grated from Bedford county, Virginia, and settled in Floyd county 
about 1800. Prior to that time a large family of Prestons had lived 
in Bedford county, of whom David, Moses and Philip were privates 
in the Bedford County Militia and had service in the French and 
Indian Wars during the year 1758. 


1, Narnan Preston was b., presumably in Bedford county, Vir- 
ginia, in 1761. In January, 1777, in Bedford county, he enlisted 
as a private for a term of three years in Captain George Lambert’s 
Company of the 14th Virginia Regiment on the Continental Line 
under the command of Colonel Charles Lewis and Lieutenant Colonel 
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Abram Buford; fought in the battles of Brandywine (September 11, 
1777) and Oy cenit (October 4, 1777) ; encamped at Valley Forge 
during the Winters of 1777-78; “nae Me enlistment of three years 
and was honorably discharged at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, Janu- 
ary , 1780; when, as he stated im his declaration for a pension 
on account of such service, he received “the paltry sum of ten dol- 
lars, which was the whole sum he received for his service.” 

Soon after his discharge from the service, he returned to his home 
in Bedford county and in August, 1780, in that county, he m. Eliza- 
beth Vaughan, b. about 1760, “by publication three times at church 
by the Rev. Mr. Ramsay’’.

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PRICHARD FAMILY 


This is an old Welsh surname 
and is derived from the name Rich- 
ard, being a contraction of “Ap 
Richard”. John Ap Richard in 
ancient Welsh vernacular meant 
“John, the son of Richard.” This 
system of naming was greatly simp- 
lified when the use of surnames be- 
came popular. 

The coat of arms here il- 
lastrated is borne by the Pritchards, 
or Prichards, of Tresgawen, Angel- 
sey, Wales, and their descendants. 

Some of the early settlers in the 
New England colony bearing the 
name Pritchard were Hugh Pritchard of Wales who came to Glou- 
cester, Massachusetts, and later established his home in Roxberry; 
Richard who lived at Yarmouth, Massachusetts in 1648, and later 
(1660) lived in Charlestown, Massachusetts; Roger, who was a settler 
in Springfield, Mass., in 1643, removed to New Haven where he 
d. in 1671; and William Pritchard who settled in Lynn, Mass in 
1645 and later went to Brookfield. 


Another family of Pritchard is represented in America by those 
of Maryland, Pennsylvania and Ohio, many of whom trace ancestry 
to John Pritchard who was b. in Wales in 1775, the son of Jesse 
Pritchard. John emigrated to America with his father in 1785, 
settling at Frederick, Maryland. In 1795 he moved to Uniontown, 
Fayette County, Pennsylvania, and from there to Cadiz, Ohio. 

William Prichard was the progenitor of the Prichard family of 
Northeastern Kentucky. He was of Welsh extraction and was b. in 
Wales circa 1730. According to tradition he and his brother, John, 
were kidnapped in Wales and brought to near Norfolk, Virginia, 
about 1744, when William was about 14 years of age. Here the 
owner of the ship on which they were transported apprenticed them 
to Virginia planters for a term of years the consideration being the 
cost of their passage across the ocean.

24. Lewis Pricnarp, physician and surgeon, banker and business- 
man, was b. January 19, 1839, on his father’s farm on the Big Sandy 
River about 12 miles above Catlettsburg, Kentucky, in then Lawrence 
now Boyd County, Kentucky. He worked on his father’s farm to 
manhood; attended the rural public schools and taught one term. 
Early in life he began dealing in timber, buying standing trees and 
floating the logs down the Big Sandy to market by which he earned 
money to continue his education. Subsequently he attended the public 
schools of Catlettsburg for a time. In 1858 he was a student at Mar- 
shall Academy, now Marshall College, at Huntington, West Virginia. 
He attended school at Decatur, Ohio, and at South Salem, Ohio; and 
finally he entered the National Normal University at Lebanon, Ohio, 
and was a student there when Lincoln was assassinated and due to 
sectional feeling he returned home. In 1865 he entered the Medical 
Department of the University of Michigan, remaining two years, 
when he graduated with honors. 

In the Spring or early summer of 1867, Dr. Prichard began the 
practice of medicine at Grayson, Carter County, Kentucky, being as- 
sociated with William D, Jones, then the leading physician in the 
county. Not long afterwards Dr. Jones retired from active practice, 
leaving his large and growing practice to Dr. Prichard, who, by un- 
tiring devotion to duty, steadily arose in his profession until he was 
acknowledged to be the leading physician and surgeon in Northeastern 
Kentucky. 

On January 7, 1868, Dr. Prichard was m. to Miss Sarah .Belle 
Meade, daughter of Armistead Meade, who lived near Russell, Green- 
up County, Kentucky. Twenty-six dollars was the sum of all of his 
wealth at the time, of which sum he gave fifteen dollars to the Rev. 
John T. Johnson of the Methodist Church, South, who performed 
the marriage ceremony. During the first few months of their mar- 
ried life, Dr. and Mrs. Prichard lived in the home of Capt. E. P. 
Davis of Grayson. In the course of the six months following their 
marriage, Mrs. Prichard’s father gave her sums of money aggregat- 
ing about $1250 which she turned over to her husband. About two 
months after marriage Dr. Prichard purchased a small cottage and 
about 15 acres of land on the outskirts of Grayson. Here all their 
children were born. He planted orchards of apples and peaches and 
cultivated the farm at such times as he was not attending to his pro- 
fessional duties while Mrs. Prichard did all her house work including 
washing, mending and caring for the children. By economy and in- 
dustry, their property steadily increased and Dr. Prichard dealt con- 
siderably in real estate; owned a brick building on Main Street in 
which he conducted a drugstore and a small banking business. 
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In the latter part of 1875, Dr. Prichard went to New York for 
a post graduate course in surgery. He disposed of his banking busi- 
ness to James Osenton, who became president, C. C. Magann, Mer- 
ritt Magann and E. B. Wilhoit. | 


In 1884 Dr. Prichard became one of the charter members and 
organizers of the Charleston National Bank of Charston, West Vir- 
ginia, which was promoted by his brother-in-law, Charles P. Mead, 
who became president and served as such until his death in 1888. Dr. 
Prichard succeeded him as president of the bank under whose wise 
management the bank grew from a capital stock of $50,000 to one 
of the largest in the area. Dr. Prichard owned about one-half of 
the capital stock besides large blocks of stocks in about 15 other 
banking institutions. He acquired about 20,000 acres of coal lands 
in West Virginia besides considerable other property and became 
one of the wealthiest men of the area in which he lived, all of which 
attest to his enterprising spirit, industry and great business abilities. 
In 1889 Mrs. Prichard joined him in Charleston. Here they es- 
tablished their home and afterwards lived.

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REEVES FAMILY OF CARTER COUNTY 


Although these names are represented by separate and distinct 
families in many sections of Great Britain, the United States, and 
other parts of the world, they have undoubtedly a common derivation. 
The name originated in the ancient word “reve”, meaning a bailiff, 
provost or steward. 


In the feudal days of Britain almost every manor of consequence 
had its “reve” whose authority was to levy the lord’s rent, to set to 
work his servants, to superintend his dominions to his best profit and 
to govern his tenants in peace as well as to lead them forth to war 
when necessity required. 

After the Normans invaded England (1066) the name “reve” was 
changed to “bailiff”. In later times the word “sheriff” (shire-reve ) 
came into use designating the principal Governor over the English 
shire or county. 


Robert Reve of Blandford, County Dorset, was the earliest known 
ancestor of the English family of Reve, Rives, or Ryves. He was 
b. about 1490. At his death in 1551, he was buried in the Church of 
Saints Peter and Paul in Blandford Forum where the coat of arms 
here reproduced was found in the north window. 

William Rives who settled in Virginia was the founder of Rives, 
Ryves family in the Southern States of America. He was a son of 
Timothy Rives of Oxfordshire, England, and came to Virginia about 
1653 as records of him are found in Surry County about that time. 
The family has spread over almost every section of the United States 
and are either descendants of William, the immigrant, or of related 
families. 

One William C. Rives, b. 1798, d. 1868, represented Virginia in 
the U. S. Congress as a Democrat from 1823 to 1829. While Mini- 
ster to France from 1829 to 1832 he negotiated the Indemnity Treaty 
of 1831. He was a U.S. Senator from 1833 to 1834, and from 1836 
to 1845; Minister to France from 1849 to 18538, and a Confederate 
Congressman from 1861 to 1864. He wrote an elaborate life of 
President James Madison. 


1. Barrrterr Reeves was the Kentucky ancestor of a branch of 
the Reeves family that settled in Northeastern Kentucky in pioneer 
days. It is believed that he was a descendant of or related to William 
Reeves the first of the family to emigrate to Virginia. He or his 
father migrated from Ashe County, North Carolina, and settled in 
then Mason County, now Greenup County, Kentucky, apparently in 
the Tygart Valley area. He m. Mahala (Matilda) Warnock, daugh- 
ter of Samuel and Rachael Warnock, and granddaughter of William 
James and Eizabeth (Carlisle) Warnock, the first of the family to 
settle in Kentucky. (See Warnock Family.) 


Bartlett Reeves, farmer, purchased all the land (about 407 acres) 
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on what was afterwards called Reeves Branch, a tributary of Lost 
Creek, near Willard, Carter County, the consideration being one 
horse. Here he established his home, lived and died.

Mr. and Mrs. Reeves have been consistent members of the Christ- 
ian Church in the various communities in which they have lived for 
over 50 years.

About this time he 
began a systematic and intensive study of the Bible, supplemented by 
commentaries thereon, with the result that he became one of the best 
informed men in the local brotherhood on religious matters. For 
over 50 years he has given of his time, talents and means in support 
of the Church and its auxiliaries; and at one time or another filled, 
creditably and well, practically ev ery position or place in the Chureh 
and Sunday School of which he was a member.

1. James M. Rice, lawyer, judge and sometime legislator, was b. 
near Guyandotte, Virginia, now West Virginia, in 1802, and d. at 
Catlettsburg, Boyd County, Kentucky, October 24, 1870. Huis father 
migrated from Eastern Virginia in 1799 and settled near Guyan- 
dotte, Virginia, where he m. in 1800. His grandfather emigrated to 
America before the Revolutionary War and fought in that war for 
American independence. Judge Rice’s father removed with his 
family to what was known as the Toler farm adjoining Coalton, then 
Greenup County, now Boyd County. 


In his youth Judge Rice attended the public schools in the settle- 
ment when he could be spared from work on the farm. However, 
every book procurable by his scanty means was diligently studied and 
mastered by him. Before he was twenty years of age he left his 
father’s home and farm and secured work at the salt-wells on the 
Little Sandy River near the present-day Grayson, Carter County, 
Kentucky, and continued his studies by reading at night by the light 
of the salt furnace. By the time he had reached man’s age, he had 
so improved his time in study that he was known and recognized as 
one of the best scholars of his time in the surrounding country. At 
this period of his life the distinguished John M. McConnell, lawyer 
and then state senator was attracted to him as a young man of great 
intellectual endowments and invited him to study law under his 
supervision in his office. Accepting the invitation he entered upon 
the study of law in Senator McConnell’s office at Greenup, Kentucky, 
and was admitted to the Bar about 1823." Soon after his admission 
to the Bar, Judge Rice settled at Pikeville, Pike County, for the 
practice of his profession and practiced there for six years when he 
removed with his family to. Louisa, Lawrence County, continuing 
the practice of law there. In 1860 he removed with his family to 
Catlettsburg, Boyd County, where he lived until his death. 

In politics Judge Rice was a Democrat and was strongly Southern 
in his feelings, but at the same time declared secession of the South- 
ern States to be heresy. He was a State senator, 1838-1842 and 1846- 
1850; and served as circuit judge of his circuit by appointment. 

On September 23, 1828, in Lawrence County, Judge Rice m., first, 
Jane H. Burns, daughter of Rev. Jerry Burns, a Revolutionary War 
soldier, and his wife, Elizabeth Roland, after whose death, he m., 
secondly, in Lawrence County, March 19, 1840, Mary Matilda Brown, 
daughter of Richard Brown and sister of Judge George N. Brown.

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RICE FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 
The Rice family is of Welsh 


descent and the name is another 
form of the old Welsh name Rhys, 
anglicized Rees. From this name 
also comes the nace Price which is 
the combination of the Welsh “ap” 
meaning “son of’ and Rhys— 
Thomas ap Rhys— “Thomas the 
son of Rhys” became too awkward 
so “ap Rhys” was shortened to 
Price. This does not mean, how- 
ever, the Rice and Price families 
are necessarily connected by ties of 
XR , blood, although there may have been 
Ite relationship in that far-off time 
when surnames were first adopted. 
The meaning of the name is “to rush”, figuratively, a dashing young 
man. Another variant of the name is Reese. 
The family of Rice was seated in England at an early date, the 
records showing that there lived in that country: 
Powell Rice or Rise, 1570.

Rice families resided in all the original thirteen colonies in early 
colonial days and were numerous, particularly in the New England 
and in the Middle colonies. 

Deacon Epmvunp Riczr, one of the first of the family to immigrate 
to America, was b. in Buckinghamshire, England, about 1594. He 
m., firstly, Tamazine or Thomasine and came with his wife 
and seven children and another child born during the voyage to 
America and settled at Sundbury, Massachusetts, in 1688. He was 
a son of Thomas Rice, b., probably in 1555, and grandson of William 
Rice of Boemar, Buckinghamshire, who was granted a coat of arms 
by Queen Mary of England in 1555 and who was a son of Sir Rice 
ap Griffith and Lady Katharine Howard, his wife. A John Rice and 
his wife, Rebecca, lived in Rappahannock county, Virginia, in 1687, 
as is evidenced by deeds executed by them as of that year. Their coat 
of arms is the same as that of the Rice family of County Kerry, Ire- 
land, which possessed land in County Cork, Ireland, also in the time 
of Edward III, and was descended from Sir John Rice. 

John Rice of Welsh descent, came from England to Rhode Island, 
in 1661. Robert Rice was in Boston in 1634, 

The name Rice is now represented in almost every section of the 
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United States, and those who bear it are honored for their personal 
worth and for the rich heritage of a distinguished name. 

The ancestor of this branch of the Rice family has not been 
definitely determined. However, according to family tradition one 
John Rice was the progenitor of this branch of the family. It is 
stated that he was born in England and emigrated from Dover, Eng- 
land, and settled near Roanoke, Virginia, about 1780; that he had ser- 
vice during the latter part of the Revolution and subsequently was 
killed near Roanoke by Indians in a raid on white settlers.

Wittram Nucxies Doak, labor leader, was b. near Rural Re-

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SALYER FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY AND MAGOFFIN 
COUNTIES 


The Salyer family is of French extraction and had its earliest 
home in the southern part of France where generations of them have 
lived for centuries. Authorities claim that the name goes back 2000 
years, to the time of Julius Caesar, when the “Salye” tribe resisted 
the conqueror, holding that part of France known as Provence, de- 
spite the valor of Caesar’s legions, 

The history of the Salyer family in America begins with Benja- 
min K. Salyer, a French Huguenot who emigrated from his native 
land and settled in or near Charleston, South Carolina, about 1700. 
In the course of time he became a wealthy planter in South Carolina. 
He seems also to have acquired land in the colony of North Carolina, 
having died at Guilford Court House, that colony in 1754. There 
is some definite information with respect to at least two of his sons 
who have numerous descendants in Virginia and Kentucky and 
scattered throughout the southern and western states. One of these 
sons, Benjamin Salyer, Jr., b. in 1730, was a soldier in the Revo- 
lutionary War under General Greene and was wounded during 
Greene’s retreat from the Dan River in Virginia. Another son, 
Zachariah Salyer, also had service during the Revolutionary War 
and was with Washington at Valley Forge during the winter of 
1776-7. 

The Salyer family is very numerous in Eastern Kentucky and 
is found mostly in Johnson and Magoffin counties,

He apparently was a son of Sir David Seton of Parbroath 
and came from London to Virginia, August 7, 1635, on the ship 
Globe when he was 19 years of age. 


The family was represented in New England by three brothers: 
James Seaton of Amherst, New Hampshire, came in 1727; John 
Seaton; and Andrew Seaton who came in 1740.

17. Joun Seaton IV was b. at Amherst, November 2, 1791. After 
a course in school he studied law with the intention of practicing. 
However, he and his family considered it a greater honor to be a 
deacon in the church—to follow in the footsteps of his father and 
grandfather. He d. in early manhood, on August 5, 1831. 


18. NarHanreL Kenpary Seaton, b. October 24, 1794; m. Nancy 
D. Richardson. He was an officer or employee in the Boston Custom 
House for about 12 years during the administrations of Jackson and 
Van Buren. In 1843 he removed to Greenup County, Kentucky, 
where his brother Samuel had settled. He engaged in merchandising 
here until his death, March 11, 1859, and was buried in the Seaton 
burying ground at Greenup. His widow went to [llinois but her re- 
mains were brought back to Greenup and buried beside her husband. 


19. Samuet Sgaton, farmer, teacher, lawyer, merchant, trader, 
legislator and iron master, was the immediate progenitor of all the 
Seatons of Northeastern Kentucky. He was b. at Amherst, New 
Hampshire, July 3, 1796. He was a student, devoting considerable 
time in preparing himself for teaching school and for practice of law 
—teaching as a stepping stone to the legal profession. He learned 
the printer’s trade and also learned how to make hand-cards for 
carding wool and cotton. At about the age of 19, taking with him a 
testimonial from persons of importance in Amherst as to his good 
character, being a gentleman and scholar and of good mind, he began 
the trek Westward seeking his fortune. He stopped at Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, for a time where he taught school; from there he went 
to Ohio where he again engaged in teaching in Meigs and Athens 
counties. Later he went to Greenupsburg, Greenup County, Ken- 
tucky, where he continued teaching, organizing in that town Seaton 
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Academy, the first of such educational institutions in that section. 
In Greenupsburg some of Jesse B. Boone’s children were his pupils 
and he lived for a time in the Daniel Boone old cabin. While en- 
gaged in teaching he commenced reading law under the instruction 
and in the office of the distinguished lawyer, John M. McConnell, of 
Greenupsburg; and about 1818 he went to Portsmouth, Ohio, where 
he continued his legal studies under a Mr. Clough, an attorney of 
that city. Subsequently he was admitted to the bar and practiced at 
Piketon, Ohio, 1819-1820; and in Meigs County, that state, for a 
time ; and finally he returned to Greenupsburg where he practiced for 
a time after which he engaged in merchandising at Greenupsburg. 


In the autumn of 1826, he, with his family, consisting then of his 
wife and two children, John and Rebecca, began a trip to New 
Orleans on a flat boat loaded with produce for sale along the route. 
The passage down the river to New Orleans was not without many 
dangerous and hazardous incidents, one of which was Mr. Seaton was 
thrown overboard and, being encumbered with his clothing and a 
large money belt he barely escaped from drowning. 


From New Orleans the party sailed to Boston and from thence to 
Amherst for a visit to the old home. 


Samuel Seaton and his family returned to Greenupsburg in 1827, 
when he entered upon his career as a merchant which he successfully 
managed until his death. As has probably been observed, he was en- 
eaged in many enterprises: In 1847 he constructed at a cost of $5,000 
a large stone dam 12 feet high across the Little Sandy River at the 
falls one mile from the Ohio, and a large mill. -In the same year 
(1847) he began the construction of a large charcoal iron furnace 
twelve miles westerly from Greenup on a tract of 20,626 acres—the 
Thomas Keith patent. The furnace was completed in 1849 at a cost 
of $50,000 and was named the New Hampshire, after his native state. 
At about the time the furnace began producing pig iron, he died of 
“lung fever” (pneumonia?) March 29, 1850, and was buried there by 
a small stream called “Undine” by his wife. Subsequently his re- 
mains were removed to the Seaton family burying ground at Green- 
up. He was universally regarded as a “friend of the poor’ and an 
honest man. | 

During his very busy business career Samuel Seaton was interested 
in other activities, particularly in public affairs. In politics he was 
a Whig of the Clay-Webster faction. He represented Greenup 
County in the Lower House of the Kentucky Legislature in 1832, 
1833 and again in 1845, 1847; and is the author of the Seaton Act, 
1847, which secured to married women certain property inherited by 
or bequeathed to them separate from their husbands.

He practiced medicine 
at Amherst, Boston and Maysville, Kentucky; m. in Amherst, Nov- 
ember 12, 1828, Mary Rand Goss, b. March 25, 1804, and d. at 
Maysville, July 4, 1863.

21. Joun Sarton, accountant, merchant, and sometimes public 
official, was b. in the Boone house near Greenup, July 25, 1823; was 
educated principally at home and in the local schools and attended 
the Boston and the Hingham (Massachusetts) schools, 1836-39. His 
early life was spent as salesman and bookkeeper in his father’s store 
at Greenup. On election day, November 7, 1844, after having voted 
for Clay for president, he mounted his horse and rode to Grayson, 
Carter County, Kentucky, where he opened his stock of goods, 
previously shipped there, and began the business of merchandising. 
Subsequently he returned to Greenup and on Thanksgiving Day, 
Thursday, November 20, 1845, he m. Mary Elizabeth Rice, b. in 
Greenup County, October 26, 1825, daughter of John and Elizabeth 
Rice. The ceremony was performed at the home of William Biggs, 
the bride’s uncle. After having been in business at Grayson for 
exactly five years, in the Autumn of 1849, he went to the New Hamp- 
shire Furnace in Greenup County, where he assisted in conducting 
the store and the office until his father’s death. In July, 1850, he re- 
moved to Greenup where eight of his children were born. 

Aside from his business activities, John Seaton was interested 
and active in public affairs, particularly in politics. He was a Whig 
and, after its organization, a Republican. He was a strong Union 
man and was elected county judge of Greenup County in 1862 on that 
ticket. Previously he had served as deputy County Court Clerk 
for some time; and was master commissioner of the Greenup Circuit 
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Court. He was a licensed attorney but did not actively engage in 
the practice of law.

In 1855 he went West to Comal County, Texas, to home of George 
Wilkins Kendall, his father’s cousin who had established and was 
then editor and part owner of the New Orleans Picayune. After a 
short visit here he went to his uncle Nathaniel Eddy’s home at Fort 
Worth, Texas. He engaged in teaching at Fort Worth and Dallas 
for several years and during this period he m. Lizzie Addington of 
Fort Worth. There were no children of this marriage. 

Samuel Seaton II was a staunch Union man and when the Civil 
War broke out he returned to Greenup, Kentucky, where he re- 
mained teaching, clerking in store, ete., until the close of the war. 
In 1865 he was appointed postmaster at Dallas, Texas, by then 
Postmaster General William Dennison, ex-Governor of Texas. At 
the close of his term he went to Fort Worth where he purchased a 
farm and erected some business buildings. 

He m., secondly, Jennie Pollard Johnson and they had one child;

In 1851 he took the posi- 
tion of book-keeper and manager of the Buena Vista Furnace; was 
one of the organizers in 1856 of the Portsmouth, Big Sandy & Pome- 
roy Packet Company, known as the White Collar Line; a director in 
1856, of the Kentucky Iron, Coal & Manufacturing Company; one 
of the founders of the Bank of Ashland; one of the Organizers of the 
Lexington and Big Sandy Railway Company, later the Ashland Coal 
& Iron Railway Company; and a director and Treasurer of the Nor- 
ton Iron Works. 


He was trustee and councilman of Ashland for 30 years. He 
moved to Catlettsburg in 1855 and to Ashland in 1857 where he lived 
until his death.

He was educated, principally, 
at Flemingsburg (Kentucky) College and at National Normal Uni- 
versity, Lebanon, Ohio, graduating from the latter institution. In 
early manhood he engaged in merchandising at Concord, Kentucky, 
for about six months when he entered upon a career as an educator 
which he successfully followed until his death in January, 1916. 
From Concord he went to Willard, Carter County, Kentucky, and 
taught the public school there; thence he went to Grayson, county seat 
of Carter County, and took charge of the public schools there. 
Leaving Eastern Kentucky, he went to the bluegrass section where he 
taught and organized academies and normal schools until his death. 
He was principal of the Henry Clay County School at New Castle; 
principal of the Normal College at Eminence; and in 1886 he or- 
ganized and opened a Normal School at Pleasureville, Henry County, 
with an attendance of only three students which number increased to 
110 the second year, with five instructors. This was considered to be 
one of the best schools of its class in the State. In addition to the 
usual English branches taught in such schools, courses in business— 
typewriting, telegraphy, etc., were taught. Finally he organized and 
conducted the Waddy Normal School for teachers at Waddy, Shelby 
County. He was also an instructor of teacher’s institutes. 


Professor Secrest was a scholar of considerable literary attain- 
ments; of pleasing and attractive personality; and exerted a power- 
ful influence over his students. In politics he was a Democrat, a 
member of the Christian Church and affiliated with the Masonic 


fraternity.

In March, 1872, he accepted a 
position as storekeeper, later becoming furnace clerk and assistant 
manager of Bellefonte Iron Furnace operated by Means, Russell and 
Means afterward incorporated as Means-Russell and Means. In

sequently he went South with view of establishing car wheel works 
at Birmingham. Afterwards he turned his attention to banking and 
with Charles P. Mead and others organized the Charleston (West 
Virginia) National Bank in September, 1884, of which he became 
teller and later cashier. Returning to Ashland in 1886 he became 
bookkeeper and cashier of the Ashland Coal and Iron Railway Com- 
pany; and at the end of the year he became manager of the Belle- 
fonte Iron Furnce and continued as such as long as it was in opera- 
tion. He was president and general manager of Russell & Means 
Iron Company after the death of the president, John Russell; was 
‘one of the organizers of the Citizens Telephone Company of Ashland 
and the Lawrence Telephone Company of Ironton, Ohio, and was

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SCOTT FAMILY OF CARTER AND GREENUP COUNTIES 


Scot was originally an English name, the designation of one who 
came from Scotland. The English medieval records, especially dur- 
ing the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, abound in such descriptions 
as le scot and le escot. A name like Seot would naturally not origi- 
nate in Scotland where all were Scots. The Scots of the Highlands 
originally came into Scotland from England where the family name 
was “Escot”’.

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SPARKS FAMILY OF LAWRENCE, CARTER AND ELLIOTT 
COUNTIES 


The families of Sparks were well established in the United States 
when the Federal government was organized. The first U. S. Census 
(1790) and reconstructed censuses from tax-lists for those destroyed 
by the British Army when Gen. Ross captured Washington, D. C., 
and burned public buildings and destroyed records during the War 
of 1812, would seem to indicate that there were about 700 Sparkses, 
men, women and children in the United States as of that time. About 
15% of the families were slave holders. The Maryland census re- 
ports a greater number of Sparks families than any other State; and 
then in order with respect to numbers are North Carolina, Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia (same number), South Carolina, Connecticut, 
New York, Massachusetts and Maine and Vermont (same number), 
and Rhode Island. At this period Sparks families lived also in 
Georgia, New Jersey and what is now Tennessee. 


John Sparks of North Carolina was the progenitor of a large 
branch of the family, members of whom migrated to and settled in 
Eastern Kentucky, circa 1820. He was a Revolutionary War soldier ; 
and on the 30th day of October, 1832, he personally appeared in the 
Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions of Wilkes County, North Caro- 
lina, and filed a declaration for a pension’ based on such service 
wherein he declared, among other things, that he was a resident of 
Wilkes County, North Carolina, aged 79 years; that he was b. on 
the 25th day of February, 1753 in Rowan County, North Carolina, 
where he lived until 1772 when his father moved to Wilkes County, 
formerly Surry County; that he enlisted in Wilkes County in 1775 
or 1776 in Captain Jesse Walton’s Company of Minute Men that 
had volunteered for two years’ service in the Revolution; that under 
orders of Captain Walton, he took command of a scouting party and 
scoured the country around in Wilkes and Surry Counties, suppres- 
sing the Tories or bringing in such as were supposed to be disaffected ; 
that in this expedition he served two or three weeks; ;that after re- 
maining at home some months he was ordered by Colonel Martin 
Armstrong to rendezvous at the head of the Yadkin River to prepare 
to march against the Cherokee Indians; that they rendezvoused at 
the head of the Yadkin until they built Fort Defiance during which 
time he was in command of Captain Walton’s company, that officer 
having been appointed a major; that orders were received for the 
company to return home and prepare for an expedition against the 
Cherokees: that he and his company reported at Headquarters at 
Pleasant Gardens where they joined General Rutherford and that 
the company he was attached to was attached to the command of 
Captain Benjamin Cleaveland; that after organizing at Head- 
quarters, the entire command marched to the Cherokee towns of 
Watauga, Cowee, Hiwassee, Big Chota, etc., during which expedition 
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he was detached as a spy while in the Indian nation; that after 
destroying crops the army returned home and he was discharged 
after about three months’ service; that subsequently he was called 
out and served in various short expeditions against the Tories; that 
when Cornwallis invaded North Corolina from the South, he was 
again called out and joined the command under Colonel Benjamin 
Herndon in pursuit of Cornwallis as he was on his march from 
Cowan’s Ford on the Catawba to Guilford, which pursuit continued 
until they reached General Greene’s army at High Rock on the Haw 
River where General Greene discharged them; and they returned 
home, having been gone at least one month.

STAFFORD FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


According to reputable genealogists and historians the history of 
the Stafford family of America has been traced in England back to 
the reign of the Stuarts when Viscount John Stafford, who claimed 
the throne of England, was beheaded by order of James II. Lord 
Stafford left one son, John, who was kidnapped in England and de- 
ported to America. He, after a time, m. a lady in Virginia whose 
name has not been learned. One of their sons, John, removed to 
Maryland from whom the Staffords of Maryland and New Jersey are 
descended, 

There are several branches of the Stafford family living in the 
United States; and there were branches of the family living in all 
the original thirteen colonies, except Maine, at the time of the 
enumeration of the first U. S. Census (1790). The male line of the 
family was extinguished in England with the death of Lord Stafford, 
and the family is now represented in the older female line by Sir 
Stafford Jerringham, and in the younger line by Sir Stafford North- 
cote. 

The Stafford family is of Scotch-Irish descent and the first to 
America was Thomas, b. about 1605. He emigrated from Warwicks- 
shire, England, to Plymouth in New England, in or about 1626. A 
few years later he removed to Providence, Rhode Island, and from 
thence to Warwick, Rhode Island, in 1652, where he died in 1677. 

The founder of the noble house of Stafford was Robert, a younger 
son of Roger de Tonei, standard bearer of Normandy, whose name 
appears in the Doomsday book as the owner of one hundred and 
thirty-one lordships in the counties of Suffolk, Gloucester, Lincoln, 
Warwick and Stafford. William the Conqueror appointed him 
govenor of the Castle of Stafford, from which he assumed a new 
surname; and from him descended the dukes of Buckingham and 
several other noble houses. 

The coat of arms of the Staffords has often changed to suit the 
varying rank of the family, and the motto likewise has not always 


been the same. At one time it was “Virtus basis vitoe;” at another 


“Frangas von flectes”. The former, “Virtue the corner-stone of life,” 
was probably the motto used by the family at the time the first 1m- 
migrant arrived in New England. Other coat of arms of the Staf- 
fords reads: Or, a chevron gules between three saltiers of the same. 
In English this is—A gold field with a red chevron and three red 
crosses.

He was a 
man of exceptional business ability, possessed of a brilliant mind and 
remarkable memory and was a great conversationalist ; was of a very 
sociable disposition but never ostentatious. He had a tender heart 
and a loveable disposition. His devotion to his family was great 
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and he spent what would be considered a modest fortune in the edu- 
eation of his children, 

The county court records show that, Mr..Stafford dealt extensively 
in real estate beginning in 1858 and continuing to about one year 
before his death in 1924, a period of sixty-five years. For many years 
he was president of the firm of F. M. Stafford & Company, consisting 
of Dr. I. R. Turner, John C. C. Mayo and himself.

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STRATTON FAMILY OF PIKE AND FLOYD COS. 


Stratton is an English name of local origin, from Stratton in 
Cornwall. The name is derived from the old English straet (Strat 
stret): “Street, way, road, place, market’. In this case the proper 
interpretation would seem to be “market town”. 

The Strattons came from Amherst County, Virginia, and settled 
in Floyd County, Kentucky about 1796. *1. Col Harry settled near 
the mouth of Toms Creek; *2. Henry, in whose home the first Metho- 
dist sermon was preached in the Big Sandy Valley, settled near the 
present Ival; 3. Tandy, who had m. in Amherst County, Virginia, 
Mildred Layne, sister to James Shannon Layne, arrived about 1796; 
and 4. Solomon, who had service in the Revolutionary War in Vir- 
ginia State troops (General George Rogers Clark’s Lllinois Regi- 
ment), came in with his son, Richard.’ Apparently Harry, Henry, 
Tandy and Solomon Stratton were brothers.

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STROTHER FAMILY OF VIRGINIA AND CARTER CO. KY. 


The Strother family is an 
ancient one and is supposed to be of 
Scandinavian origin. The name is 
found in Sweden and Denmark at 
the present time. Whatever its re- 
mote derivation, the name in its 
present form has existed several 
hundred years. General David 
Hunter Strother says: “It was car- 
ried by the Danish rovers and 
planted in the county of Northum- 
berland, England, sometime in the 
tenth century”. In this county 
the name and family have been con- 
spicuous for centuries. Its inter- 
marriages have been with some of 
the most influential and prominent 
families in Northern England. 
Alan del Strother, Lord of Lyham, 
was High Sheriff of Northumber- 


land from 1354 to 1357 and “warden of the border”. His son, Alan 
del Strother, was also high sheriff and warden of the castle and shire 
of Roxburgh, and he in turn was succeeded by his son Henry. In 
1440, William del Strother, a grandson of Lord Lyham, m. a daugh- 
ter of Robert Wallington and lived at Castle Strother in Glendale.

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The records of the various branches of the family in England 
are preserved but the links of connection with the Virginia family 
are not definitely known. However, there is a great similarity of 
christen names and it is not improbable that the first immigrant to 
America was a direct descendant of some branch of the Northumber- 
land family. Coming to Virginia, the early generations were loyal 
and active churchmen, as is attested by the old church records of 
King George, Stafford and Culpeper counties. They became large 
land holders, lived the life of cultivated planters of the time and 
inter-married with the leading families of the colony. Some of them 
were lawyers, physicians and ministers of the Gospel; many held 
positions of honor and trust in the government of the Virginia colony 
and state and the nation; and a relatively large number served as 
commissioned officers in the French and Indian War, the Revolution- 
ary War, the War of 1812 and later wars. 


Witiram SrrorueEr, | the first of the name to immigrate to Amer- 
ica and the founder of the family in Virginia, is supposed to have 1m- 
migrated from Northumberland county, England—date and _ parti- 
culars unknown. Arriving in Virginia, he settled in Cittenborne 
parish on the Rappahannock river, near the present Port Conway, 
then in Rappahannock, later in Richmond and now in King George 
county. His name appears on the records the first time when, on June 
12, 1673, he came into a court of old Rappahannock county to desig- 
nate the mark of his cattle. Huis will, probated in Richmond county, 
on Nov. 4, 1702, names his wife ‘‘Dorothey” and their six sons?

at Pleasant Valley, Carter County, Kentucky, June 5, 1865, where he 
was buried and where he had lived for many years. He m., about 
1812, Sarah Clemens, b. in Ohio in 1795, and d.

The Strothers were Baptists in religion but Sarah Clemens 
Strother was a Methodist; was possessed of many virtues and was a 
devoted Christian; and it was to her pious example that her husband 
ascribed his conversion to active christianity. He became a mem- 
ber and a minister of the Methodist Church and continued in the 
ministry until his death. | 

Mr. Strother became an itinerant in 1825; and after traveling the 
Nicholas, Big Kanawha, Kanawha, Burlington and Guyandotti Cir- 
cuits (the latter for two years), all in the Kanawha (Virginia) Dis- 
trict, he settled in 1831, (probably in the Big Sandy Valley) as a 
local preacher. His labors in the ministry may be partially des- 
eribed in the following tribute from the “History of Methodism in 
Kentucky” by Dr. Redford (Vol. III, page 416) : 

“Philip Strother and Stephen Spurlock will not only be remem- 
bered by the present generation (1870), but their names will be 
transmitted to generations yet unborn . . . . the good that he 
(Mr. Strother) accomplished can be estimated only in the light of 


eternity”. 


“A man of wonderful powers in the pulpit was Rev. Philip 
Strother who preached in the Big Sandy Valley for many years. He 
had a most captivating voice, was a man of true eloquence, and had 
superior descriptive powers. He was greatly beloved by the people 
and his name is worthily perpetuated in his gifted son, Hon. Joseph 
Strother, at this time judge of the County Court of Carter County. 
He was an old time Methodist’. , 

Philip Strother had service in the War of 1812. He was a man 
of strong convictions which is characteristic of his family. Living in 
a typical community of Southern sympathizers and slave holders in 
Carter County, he remained firm and steadfast in antagonism to 
slavery which institution had existed in the Strother families. Huis 
father, Anthony, had manumitted numerous slaves. He preached 
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the funeral sermon of three Federal soldiers at Olive Hill on Sunday, 
June 4, 1865, and died very suddenly on the night of June 5th.

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STUART FAMILY OF GREENUP AND LAWRENCE COS. 
SCG AGR as DE Wea ele 

This illustrious name has been 
identified with the history of Scot- 
land for many centuries. However, 
the Stuart family really originated 
with a Norman Knight named Fitz- 
Alan who accompanied William the 
Conqueror to England in the 
eleventh century (1066). As a re- 
ward for his military prowess he 
was given great tracts of confiscated 
lands, among them the grant of 
Aswestry, in Shropshire. His eld- 
est son, William Fitz-Alan, became 
the ancestor of the Earls of Arun- 
del, while his second son, Walter, 
went to Scotland and became prom1- 
nent in the service of the King, 
David I, who bestowed upon him 
large territorial possessions, among 
them the barony of Renfrew. He became the lord high steward of 
Scotland which office became hereditary. Huis great grandson, Alex- 
ander, assumed Stewart as his surname, changing the last letter, 
“d’ to “t”. Thus it can be said that Alexander Stewart was the 
ancestor of the royal line of Stewarts. Mary, Queen of Scots, was 
the first to change the spelling to Stuart. Having been educated 
in France, she wrote her name in the French language, in the 
alphabet of which there is no “w”. Her father, James V., however, 
wrote his name Stewart as did his son, James VI. 


The crown of Scotland was brought into the Stewart family by 
Walter, the sixth lord high steward of the realm. He performed 
brilliant service in the battle of Bannockburn (1314) during the 
reign of Robert Bruce, and subsequently married the daughter of 
the great Bruce, thus originating the Stewart dynasty in Scotland. 

The descendants of Walter Fitz-Alan (Stewart) formed a large 
Scottish clan, which through its younger members became very 
numerous. Representatives of the Stewarts emigrated to America in 
great numbers and descendants are now living in every section of 
the country. 

Many Stuart or Stewart families lived in Eastern and/or South- 
eastern Kentucky in pioneer days, some of whom might have been 
related to each other. 


Mircuett Stuart, Sr., was the immediate ancestor of a branch 
of the Stuart family who settled and now live in the Plum Grove com- 
munity near Riverton, Greenup County, Kentucky. His family emi- 


oe 
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grated from near Berthshire, Scotland, and settled near present 
Wytheville, Wythe County, Virginia, in pioneer days. From here 
members of the family migrated to the Big Sandy River region in 
Kentucky and settled in Lawrence County. From whence Mitchell 
Stuart, Sr., moved to the Plum Grove community in 1896, later re- 
turning to Lawrence County where he died. Among his children 
were Mitchell Stuart, Jr. .

2. Jesse Hinron Srvuart, termed the “Robert Burns of the Ken- 
tucky Highlands” and “Poet Laureate of Kentucky”; sometime 
teacher and public official, farmer, lecturer, short story writer, poet 
and novelist, was b. on W-Hollow of the Plum Grove community 
near Riverton, Greenup County, Kentucky, August 8, 1907. In his 
youth he evinced a talent for writing, particularly poetry; was a 
voracious reader and resolved to acquire a good education. His 
parents being desirous of educating their children, approved and en- 
couraged him in his ambition and objectives but they were poor and 
having a large family to support contributed practically nothing to 
his collegiate education. He taught school and engaged in manual 
employments with the savings from which he managed to complete 
his education in college and university. 

Mr. Stuart is of English and Scottish ancestry. On the paternal 
side the Stuarts are Scotch. On the maternal side he is of English 
ancestry, being descended from the Hyltons or Hiltons, the Greenes, 
the Chandlers and the Prestons. He is a lineal (direct) descendant 
(sixth generation) of Nathan Preston, Revolutionary War soldier 
who came from Bedford County, Virginia, to Floyd County, Ken- 
tucky, about 1800. (See Nathan Preston Family); and of Thomas 
Chandler, Revolutionary War soldier who came from Surry County, 
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North Carolina, to near present Wayne Court House, West Virginia, 
about 1808. (See Chandler Family). 

Mr, Stuart was educated in the one-room rural school in the Plum 
Grove community near his home; graduated from the Greenup High 
School and from the Lincoln Memorial University, Harrogate, Tenn- 
essee, with degree of A. B., 1929; did graduate work at Vanderbilt 
University, Nashville, Tennessee, 1931-32; and at Peabody College, 
Nashville, Tennessee, during summers equivalent to one year; has 
received honorary degrees of D. Litt., University of Kentucky, 1944; 
Doctor of Humane Letters, Lincoln Memorial University, 1950; D. 
Litt., Marietta College, Marietta, Ohio, February 22, 1952, and Doc- 
tor of Laws LL.D., Baylor University, Waco, Texas. The General 
Assembly of Kentucky at the session of 1954 conferred on him the 
literary title of Poet Laureate of Kentucky. 

Mr, Stuart is not only a prolific writer but has been and is a 
prodigious worker in fields other than hterature: For eleven years 
he was engaged in educational work: teacher in the rural schools of 
Greenup County; principal of the Greenup High School and of the 
McKell High School; teacher of remedial English in the Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, city system; and superintendent of schools of Greenup 
County. 

Mr. Stuart wrote his first poems on “pale poplar leaves” and has 
written and there have been published in magazines hundreds of son- 
nets and short stories together with eighteen volumes of poems and 
novels:

Contemporaneous with these various activities, Mr. Stuart lec- 
tured in many sections of the country, operated his 600-acre farm 
and served as commissioned officer in the Navy during World War II. 


In recognition of the many achievements of Mr. Stuart and the 
honor and recognition which he has brought to the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor of the Commonwealth, Lawrence W. 
Wetherby, issued a proclamation of September 19, 1955, designating 
Saturday, October 15, 1955, as Jesse Hilton Stuart day in Kentucky. 


On the day designated, October 15, 1955, great honor came to 
Jesse Hilton Stuart. His home town, Greenup, was invaded by 
thousands of Greenup Countians and others—probably the greatest 
number that had ever assembled in the town at one time—who came 
to honor him and to participate in and/or to witness ceremonies 
that had been carefully planned. There was a parade through the 
streets of the town, led by bands—mostly high school bands, floats 
and a number of show-horse riders. Addresses, lauding Mr. Stuart 
were delivered by Dr. Robert L. Kincaid, President of Lincoln 
Memorial University, and by Dr. H. L. Donovan, President of the 
University of Kentucky; and remarks by Mr. Stuart at the con- 
clusion of which occurred the main event of the day: The Master 
of Ceremonies, Judge J. R. Sowards, presented a memorial marker 


cof Mr. Stuart which had been erected at the northwest corner of the 


court house lawn which was unveiled by Mr. Stuart’s only child, 
Jessica Jane. 


The marker, which was sponsored by the Greenup Lions Club 
and financed by public subscription, is a bust of Mr. Stuart in 
Georgia granite, resting on an imposing pedestal, in all about nine feet 
high. The sculpture captured a youthful, dreaming Stuart as he 
perhaps looked when he made his fledgling literary flight with “Man 
With a Bull-Tongue Plow” (1934), which book is suggested by the 
incised figure of a plow directly below the statue. Beneath the statue, 
carved into the tablet, is the legend: “Jesse Stuart, Poet, Novelist, 
Educator”; and beneath the legend is this selection from Packinham 
Beatty’s essay “Self Reliance.” 
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“By your own soul’s law, 
learn to live, 

And if men thwart you, 
take no heed, 

If men hate you, 
have no care; 

Sing your song, dream your 
dream, hope 

Your hope and pray your 
prayer.” 


Mr. Stuart was m, at Ashland, Kentucky, October 14, 1939, to 
Miss Naomi Deane Norris. Miss Norris was b. April 16, 1908, at 
Hopewell, Greenup County, a descendant of a pioneer family of that 
section; attended the rural school at Hopewell; went with her 
parents to Greenup in 1918 where she finished elementary and high 
school, graduating from the Greenup High School; was graduated 
from the State Teachers’ College at Morehead, with degree of A. B., 
1938, and taught for several years in the rural public schools of 
Greenup County and Greenup city schools. 

Mrs. Stuart is a lover of all nature and is fond of out-of-door 
life; is interested in antiques; and in addition to giving material 
assistance to her husband in the steady flow of the voluminous manu- 
scripts from his pen, she occupies the choice position of being the 
ereat inspiration in his life and works.

Jupce Tuomas Duprey THEosatp, lawyer and judge, was b. at 
Owenton, Owen County, Kentucky, March 29, 1856, son of Rev. John 
M. and Jane Thomas (Vallandingham) Theobald; educated in the 
publie schools of Owen County and attended Harrodsburg Academy ; 
studied law in the office of and under the supervision of Hon. Asa 
P. Grover; admitted to the bar March 31, 1877, and began practice 
of law at Owenton and continued for five years when, in 1882, he 
located at Grayson, Carter County, for the practice of his profession 
and where he practiced in the State and United States Courts, hav- 
ing a large and important clientele, until December 1, 1925, having 
been elected the previous November Circuit Judge of the 37th Judi- 
cial District, composed of the counties of Carter, Elliott and Morgan.

Shadrack Preston lived on a farm on the Caudill fork of Barnetts 
Creek, Johnson County.

was granted a teachers’ first class certificate by the Carter County 
(Kentucky) Board of Examiners in June, 1903, and: began teaching 
in the rural schools of Carter County in July that year when barely 
18 years of age; subsequently taught six years in the Carter County 
schools; two years in the Crawford County (Illinois) schools; 1n the 
Huntineton (West Virginia) Independent School District system as 
teacher and/or attendance supervisor for about eight years; as prin- 
cipal of the Geneva Kent school, Huntington, five years ; and in 
Greenup County (Kentucky) schools seven years (1949-1955). She 
was retired from teaching in June. 1955. 


During this long period, 1903-1955, when not engaged in edu- 
cational work, she was interested and engaged in many and: various 
other activities: Soon after graduation from Boothe Business Col- 
lege and in 1912, she entered the business field and for the next 
eight years she was employed as bookkeeper and stenographer, sales 
lady and for four years as organizer and buyer for several chain 
stores in Kentucky, Ohio and West Virginia, terminating as buyer 
for seven months in New York City for “The When” chain stores. 
While employed in New York City she lived on the corner of Fifth 
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Avenue and had a good view of “The Little Church Around The 
Corner.” Because of war conditions and absence from her two 
young daughters whom she left in Huntington, she terminated her 
connection with “The When” stores in 1920 and returned home. 

In the 1920s while employed in educational work in the Hunting- 
ton schools, her duties connected her with the Juvenile Court and 
she became the first woman probation officer of Cabell County. 
During the period she became a charter member of the Huntington 
Council of Social Agencies, serving as Secretary-Treasurer for two 
years; co-organized the Family Welfare Society, and was a member of 
the State and National Conference of Social Work. 

The Huntington school teaching staff having been reduced by dis- 
missal of 40 teachers due to the depression, her connection with the 
Tuntington schools was terminated and in October, 1932, she again 
entered the field of Public Welfare work as Home Visitor; was ad- 
vanced to County Supervisor under the old RFC set-up and served 
in Lincoln and Tyler Counties, West Virginia, and Lawrence 
County, Kentucky. In 1936 she was appointed County Administra- 
tor of Cabell County under the new State Welfare set-up and was 
serving in that capacity in 1937 when the disastrous flood occurred 
in the Ohio Valley. 

In 1939 she severed her connection with the State Welfare De- 
partment and for the succeeding several years she was employed by 
the unemployment Compensation Department at Huntington and 
at Charleston, West Virginia. In 1949 she returned to Kentucky and 
resumed teaching in Greenup County. 

During this long period she has written several narratives and 
shorter poems (not published in book form), historical sketches of 
the Tri-State region of Ohio, West Virginia and Kentucky (published 
in newspapers), and is presently engaged in genealogical research and 
family histories in which she is deeply interested and thoroughly 
conversant. 

She is a member of the Kentucky Historical Society, the National 
Genealogical Society, Washington, D. C., the Eastern Kentucky 
Teachers and the National Educational Association. Residence:

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VAUGHAN FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


This surname originated in the old Welsh word “vychan” mean- 
ing small in stature, corresponding to other names having the same 
significance, such as Petit, Bassett, Littlo. 

There were several branches of this ancient family, but the 
records bear out the fact that the house of Vaughan was one of the 
foremost in shaping England’s destiny. The families were numerous 
in England in early days as is evidenced by the Hundred Rolls and 
other records which bear the name of :

The Vaughans of Burlton Hall, County Salop, trace descent from 
the renowned Tudor Trevor, the common patriarch of a number of 
noble and gentle families. 

The Vaughans were prominent and were numerous in both North- 
ern and Southern Wales. The old manor, Trawscoed, which came 
into possession of the family in 1200, is still standing and is used by 
descendants now the title of Viscount Lisburne and that of Lord 
Vaughan. 

One branch of the family descended from Sir Roger Vaughan, 
who was slain at Agincourt in 1415, and from his son of the same 
name, who was beheaded in 1471 for his allegiance to King Edward 
IV in the War of the Roses. 

Many distinguished men have borne the name of Vaughan. 
Richard Vaughan was Bishop of London in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth; Sir Henry Vaughan and his nephew, Richard Vaughan, 
championed the cause of Charles I in the Civil War in England, and 
commanded the Royalist troops in Wales. Rhy 

Families of Vaughan and/or Vaughn lived in all the original 
thirteen colonies in early colonial days. 

The Vaughans of the Big Sandy Valley trace their ancestry back 
to England from whence they came in a very early date, settling in 
Halifax county, Virginia.

3. Henry StrepHen VavuGHan- was b. in Halifax county, Vir- 
ginia. in 1826 and d. at Paintsville in 1910. In 1844 he removed 
with his parents to Johnson county, Kentucky, locating at Paints- 
ville and assisting in building the town. He became a man of pro- 
minence; acquired large farming interests, and during the last years 
of his life devoted himself exclusively to farming. Early uniting 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, he continued a zealous mem- 
ber until his death, and for years was a local preacher. He was 
equally earnest in living up to the ideals of the Masonic fraternity, 
of which he was a consistent member. In politics he was a staunch 
Republican and firmly supported the cause of the Union in the dark 
days of secession. He served as county tax collector in the early 
sixties; and was elected and served as judge of the Johnson County 
Court, 1866-1870.

Fred A. Vaughan was b. at Paintsville, Johnson county, December 
8, 1876, and d. suddenly in 1927. He attended the public schools 
of Paintsville and then became a student in the Kentucky State Col- 
lege, now the State Universitv at Lexington, and remained there 
through the Sophomore year, but left college in 1896 and for the 
subsequent ten years was engaged in teaching in Johnson county, the 
last year of which he was instructor in the Sandy Valley Seminary, 
predecessor of the John C. C. Mayo College, at Paintsville, resign- 
ing in 1906 to engage in politics. During eight of the ten years 
he was engaged in teaching, he was a member of the Board of Fxa- 
miners for teachers’ certificates for Johnson county; and for ten 
years was a member of the Board of Regents of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky State Normal School. 

In politics Mr. .Vaughan was a Republican. In 1906 he became 
chairman of the Republican Campaign Committee of the Tenth 
Congressional District and carried the district for John W. Langley 
for Congress in November 1906, although ordinarily the district was 
Democratic and had been electing congressmen of that politics for a 
number of years. He was secretary to Congressman Langley, 1906- 
1908, and was connected with the Census Bureau at Washington, 
D. C. for a year. 

Mr. Vaughan was a State representative from the Johnson-Martin 
district in the General Assembly of Kentucky from 1904 to 1906, 
during which period he was especially active in educational matters 
and served on the Educational Committee and also on the com- 
mittee having in charge the A. & M. College at Lexington, now the 
State University. He was elected as County Judge of Johnson 
county for two terms and served from January, 1914 to January 1, 
1920, when he resigned; and was elected and served as Secretary of 
State of Kentucky for one term, from January, 1920 to January, 
1924. 
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Mr, Vaughan was a member of the Methodist Church and was 
always active in church work and a teacher in Sunday School. 
Fraternally he was a member of Flat Gap Lodge No. 616, A. F. and 
M.; Flat Gap Lodge, I. O. O. F., and Frankfort Lodge, Loyal Order 
of Moose. 

In 1914 Mr. Vaughan m. at Bardstown, Kentucky, Mary Muir 
Halstead, daughter of Col. Nat W. Halstead, distinguished attorney, 
and his wife Susan (Muir) Halstead of Bardstown. Mrs. Vaughan 
was educated in Nazareth Academy, at Bardstown. They had no 
children.

She has been 
equally interested in the exploration and development of the coal, 
oil and gas industries in Eastern Kentucky in which her husband was 
one of the outstanding developers and operators. Present home 
address, Court Street, Paintsville, Kentucky. 


Everett James Evans, developer and operator of mineral resources 
and businessman, was b. February 1, 1882, at Gallia, Gallia County, 
Ohio, and d. at Paintsville, Johnson County, Kentucky, September 
24, 1951. He was a son of Rev. and Mrs. W. R. Evans of Welsh 
ancestry, and was of a family of twelve children. Rev. W. R. Evans 
was b. in Gallia County, Ohio, in 1848 and d. in 1918. Everett 
Evans grew up in Gallia County where he attended the public 
schools. Soon after leaving the farm on which he was reared, he 
became associated with the late Henry LaViers in what was then 
known as the Wellston Drilling Company. He came to Eastern 
Kentucky in 1907 to prospect for coal for the late John C. C. Mayo. 
His first core drill hole was drilled on Greasy Creek in Johnson 
County. Continuing in prospect work he gained wide knowledge of 
coal resources throughout Eastern Kentucky and was considered an 
authority on coal in the section. He was also interested in the 
production of coal, having been one of the original stockholders of 
the South East Coal Company in its development on the Kentucky 
River. He became one of the largest prospectors and drillers m 
Eastern Kentucky. His purchase of 46,000 acres of land in Breat- 
hitt and Knob Counties added to holdings which were already very 
large. Through his efforts great material resources of the State 
were located and developed, resulting in enrichment of both himself 
and the State and providing a means of livelihood for many people. 

During the slump in the coal industry in the early 1920s, Mr. 
Evans switched to the oil and gas business, first as an oil broker for 
the Ashland Oil & Refining Company and other refineries. About 
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1925 he began oil development and production in the Blaine section 
and these leases are still producing now under the firm name of 
Evans & Turner, Judge James W. Turner being his partner. He 
also pioneered in the oil development in Western Kentucky and oil 
is being produced in that area. In 1932 he formed his own cor- 
poration, the Evans Oil and Gas Company. In 1931 he organized 
the Blackog Oil & Gas Company of which he was president, with 
gas production in Martin County. He was a director of the Ken- 
tucky Oil & Gas Association for many years. 


About 1941 Mr. Evans again became interested in coal and was 
instrumental in acquiring and leasing the coal lands now operated 
by Princess Elkhorn Coal Company in Floyd County and Pond 
Creek Pocahontas Company in Breathitt County. The town of 
Evanston in Breathitt County was named in his honor. 

Aside from his many and varied business activities, Mr. Evans 
was deeply interested in and was active in civic and educational af- 
fairs. He served as regent of the Eastern Kentucky State College 
at Richmond; was a director of the Lonesome Pine Council, Boy 
Scouts of America; served on the Postwar Planning Commission of 
Kentucky. He purchased the Mayo estate in Paintsville in 1936, 
having in mind the idea of the establishing of a school by the State 
which would furnish vocational education free of charge to the young 
people of Eastern Kentucky. The Governor of Kentucky became 
interested in the idea, and to further the project Mr. Evans sold part 
of the estate at a sacrifice to himself, and the school was established 
by the State. It is a free institution, with a large and increasing 
enrollment, fills a very real need in the community and the thousands 
who have attended it have learned skills and occupations which have 
made them more valuable citizens and gave them the means of en- 
joying fuller and richer lives. Thus Mr. Evans was instrumental in 
developing human resources just as he was instrumental in develop- 
ing the natural resources of the State. 

Mr. Evans was active in several fraternal organizations: He was 
a Mason, a member of the Benevolent and Protective Order of the 
Elks and of the Rotary Club. He helped in organizing the Country 
Club and the building of the clubhouse in Paintsville. He was a 
Republican in politics and a member of the First Christian Church 
of Paintsville. 

He was buried in the Vincent cemetery near Vincent Switch on 
Little Sandy River, in Carter County.

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VINSON FAMILY OF LAWRENCE COUNTY 


Vincent is Norman-French (St. Vincent), a local name in Nor- 
mandy; and the family Vincent is of French Huguenot origin. 

James Vinson was the progenitor of the prominent and influential 
family of Vinson in Eastern Kentucky and Southern West Vir- 
ginia. He was a South Carolinian and when on his way from South 
Carolina to the Big Sandy River section of Kentucky, he fell in at 
the “Gap Mountains” with Benjamin Sperry, Peter Loar and Wil- 
ham <Artrip, three brothers-in-law, and their families from the 
Shenandoah Valley in Virginia, who were also on their way to the 
Big Sandy River country to settle and establish homes. All the 
parties proceeded on their way and settled near present Cassville, 
West Virginia and Louisa, Kentucky, about 1800.' 


1. James Vinson m. in Floyd County, Kentucky, in 1812, Rhoda 
Sperry, b. in Virginia, 1796, daughter of Benjamin Sperry. They 
settled on the Virginia (now West Virginia side of the Big Sandy 
River above present Louisa. Here they girded themselves to endure 
the vicissitudes of pioneer life on the frontier. James Vinson began 
the reclamation of and opened up a large farm. 

From this marriage sprang the house of Vinson in Eastern Ken- 
tucky and Southern West Virginia, a family destined to attain a high 
place in the history of the section. Among its members have been 
successful and distinguished men in all walks of life: in business, in 
politics, in public office and in the law, members of the latter class 
having been distinguished at the bar and one of them became Chief 
Justice of the United States.

on account of ill health, he was unable to perform service in the 
field. In the latter part of his life he united with the Christian 
(Disciples) Church and d. within its pale. 

William Vinson was brave, noble and just. He possessed the 
usual Vinson characterictic: “Quick to resent an insult but as ready 
to do a kind act or charitable deed to any one who might stand in 


-need.’”

At the peak of his af- 
fairs, he owned 10,000 acres of land: on or near the Ohio and Big’ 
Sandy Railroad in West Virginia and Kentucky. . 

He was a Democrat in politics and a member of the Christian 
(Disciples) Church, having been one of the founders of that church 
in Wayne County in 1882. He cast his fortunes with the Confederacy 
and had service in the Confederate States Army; enlisted in June 
1861, in the 8th Virginia Cavalry, in which he commanded a com- 
pany with rank of first lieutenant; served until March 1865, when 
cautured by guerillas and taken to Lexington, Kentucky. Having 
taken an oath not to take up arms against the United States, he was 
parolled and returned home just before the surrender of Lee at Ap- 
pomattox, April 9, 1865. ; ; 

Samuel Sperry Vinson was one of the picturesque pioneers of his 
region. He possessed great natural ability, great energy and reckless 
courage. He was dominant in manner and intense in his friendships 
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and hates, though withall a devoutly religious man and generous to a 
fault. It is no exaggeration to say that he was typical of the early 
American pioneer stock such as has made this great nation.”

10. Ricuarp I, Vinson, lawyer, judge and public official, was b. in 
Lawrence County, Kentucky, in 1838, and d. at his home at Louisa, 
Kentucky, in July 1910; attended the public schools and through 
self-study acquired a liberal education; studied law, was admitted 
to the bar and for many years was one of the leaders at the Louisa 
bar; served as clerk of the Lawrence Circuit and County Courts from 
1858 to 1872; and served as judge of Lawrence County Court. 

Judge Vinson was a Democrat in politics; and was long aftilated 
with the Masonic fraternity.

90. ZacHary Taytor Vinson, lawyer, was b, December 22, 1857, 
on his father’s farm in Wayne County, Virginia, now West Vir- 
ginia, and d. in Huntington, West Virginia, January 30, 1929; edu- 
cated in the public schools of Wayne County and at Bethany Col- 
lege from which he was graduated in 1878. His legal education was 
received at the University of Virginia and at the Boston University 
Law School; was admitted to the bar in 1886 and a short time there- 
after he located in Huntington, West Virginia, where he became a 
partner with Judge Thomas H. Harvey in the firm of Harvey, Vin- 
son and McDonald. Judge Harvey having gone on the bench, the 
firm became Vinson, Thompson and McDonald in 1892. 

Aside from his law practice, he became interested in coal lands 
and transportation. He had a material part in and realized a sub- 
stantial sum in the construction of the Huntington & Big Sandy 
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Railroad which subsequently became a part of the Baltimore & Ohio 
system. About 1900 he negotiated the sale of a boundary of coal 
lands in Logan County, West Virginia to the Island Creek group; 
and subsequently he dealt in coal lands. 

Mr. Vinson was a good lawyer, a most plausible advocate and a 
powerful figure in State affairs. He m., June 19, 1901, at Richmond, 
Virginia, Mary Chafin, daughter of Richard and Sarah (Harvie) 
Chafin, who is a descendant of Colonel John Harvie, member of the 
Virginia Convention of 1775 and a colonel in the Virginia forces 
during the Revolutionary War.

James Anthony Hughes a Representative in Congress from West 
Virginia, was b. near Corunna, Ontario, Canada, February 27, 1861;

Duff’s Business College at Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, in 1875; em-

50. Frep M. (Frepertck Moorr) Vinson lawyer, congressman, 
Secretary of the Treasury, jurist and Chief Justice of the United 
States, was b. at Louisa, Lawrence County, Kentucky, January 22, 
1890; educated in the public schools of Louisa; graduated from the 
Kentucky Normal School at Louisa in 1908; was graduated from 
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Centre College, Danville, Kentucky, with degree of Bachelor of 
Arts in 1909, being awarded the Armond-Beatty Alumni prize; and 
was graduated from law department of Centre College with degree 
of LL.B. in 1911, his record as a student having gained him a scholar- 
ship in the college of arts. In college he was a member of “Ye 
Rounde Table”, an honorary scholarship fraternity, and was also a 
member of Phi Delta Theta fraternity; was admitted to the bar in 
1911 and commenced practice at Louisa; served as City Attorney of 
Louisa 1914 and 1915; had service in World War I, entering the 
U.S. Army, August 30, 1918; assigned to the Infantry and was in 
training for a commission at Camp Pike, Arkansas, when the armi- 
stice was signed; was honorably discharged December 6, 1918; com- 
monwealths attorney for the thirty-second district of Kentucky, 
1921-1924; elected as a Democrat to Sixty-eight Congress to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of William J. Fields; reelected 
to the Sixty-ninth and Seventieth Congresses and served from Janu-

States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia and_ sub- 
sequently designated by Chief Justice Stone on March 2, 1942, as 
Chief Judge of the United States Emergency Court of Appeals; 
served in each capacity until his resignation, May 27, 1943, to be- 
come Director of the Office of Economie Stabilization in which capa- 
city he served until March 5, 1945; served as Federal Loan Adminis- 
trator from March 6, to April 3, 1945, and as Director of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion from April 4 to July 22, 1945; ap-

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The name Virgin probably was given to someone who had taken 
the part of the Virgin Mary in one of the Miracle Plays. The family 
is of English extraction and lived in England: in early times. Wil- 
ham Virgyn of County Essex, m.

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The well-known English ward 
represents a survival of Old Eng- 
lish weard (“a protector, watcher.

Sometimes Ward may be a short- 
ened form of Warder (“Church 
warder”) or abbreviated from any 
of the many names having ward as 
the last component, for example: 
Steward, Howard, Hayward, Wood- 
ward. There is another possible 
source for Ward in the Welsh Bhard 
(“a singer’’). 

Tus Warps or Bie Sanpy VALLEY 

This branch of the family came 
to the valley soon after the first 
settlement on Sandy. James Ward 
was the pioneer of the family. He 
settled on Rockhouse Creek, then Floyd, now Martin and Johnson 
Counties. The family is one of the most numerous in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. They have all along been noted for quiet dispositions and 
good citizenship. The pioneers were noted hunters, having been 
trained in Indian warfare. Among them have been preachers, pro- 
fessional men and public officials. In religion they are generally 
Baptists; in politics Democrats. A notable characteristic was the 
naming of their children for their ancestors. Of “Jim” Wards 
there have been a large number and in order to distinguish them 
they were given nicknames. Hence, there were Big Foot, Nine 
Toes, White Head, Bit Nose, Jimper, Little Jim, Jim’s Jim, ete.’

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THE WARDS OF LITTLE SANDY VALLEY, CARTER CO. 


Several Ward families lived in Northeastern Kentucky in ploneer 
days. They were principally farmers and slave holders; some were 
professional men; others held public office; some were prominent 
in the early affairs of Greenup and Carter Counties; and many of 
them were regarded as wealthy in their time. 

Of these families, four brothers, *1. Joseph Russell Ward, *2. 
Thompson Ward, *8. James Ward, *4. Abram Ward and their sis- 
ter. *5. Malinda Ward, came to that part of Mason County which was 
subsequently (1804) established and organized as Greenup County. 
They constituted all the children of the family and were b. near 
Richmond, Virginia. They were brought to Kentucky by their father 
at an early day who settled in or near present Mt. Sterling, then 
Bourbon Co., living in a fort that had been erected for protection of 
the settlers against the Indians. Later they migrated to what is now 
Greenup County. 


1. Cor. Josep Russerin Warp, lawyer and public official, was 
b. near Richmond, Virginia, January 1, 1799, and d. near Grayson, 
Carter County, June 17, 1851. He was buried in the cemetery on the 
hill above the Green Prichard farm on Little Sandy River, a short 
distance above Grayson. 

Joseph R. Ward was well educated, an able lawyer and practiced 
on a large circuit which embraced several counties. He was the 
first clerk of Lawrence County, having been appointed clerk pro 
tem by the court, March 25, 1822, when Lawrence County was or- 
ganized. It is related that on the day appointed for laying out the 
county-seat town (Louisa) he was late in returning to his office from 
the noon-day meal, giving as a reason the birth of a daughter whom 
they had named Louisa. Thereupon one of the commissioners, pro- 
bably John M. McConnell, a brother-in-law, suggested that the 
county-seat town be named Louisa for the new-born daughter, which 
suggestion was approved by the commissioners. | 

Leaving Louisa Mr. Ward purchased a tract of land on the 
Cats Fork of Blaine, Lawrence County, and moved to and resided 
there a year. Selling the farm to one Dave Large, he moved to 
Carter County and established his home near Grayson in 1834. 
When Carter County was organized in 1838, he was made clerk .of 
the County (the first) and served as such from May 1838 through 
1850, or until date of his death.

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WARING FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 


The surname Waring is a derivative of the Latin word “Verus” 
1 C : 
meaning true. The Anglo-Saxon word “Wear”, meaning a covenant 
or a oath, was undoubtedly the first form used by English-speaking 
peoples. | 


There were several branches of the Waring family that settled in 
America during the early days of colonization. 


_ The New England branch was represented by Christopher War- 
ing; the Virginia and Maryland Warings were founded in 1643 by 
Sampson Waring who came from England to Lower Norfolk Conty, 
but later moved to Calvert County, Maryland, where he established 
his estate at the Clifts. He was a prominent lawyer and a member 
of the Council of the colony. 


The Carolina and Georgia Warings were founded by Benjamin, 
who came from Lea, near Wolverhampton, Staffordshire, England. 
He settled at Pine Hill, South Carolina, and became a distinguished 
colonist. 


Descendants of the early settlers are living today in practically 
every section of the United States. 


1. THomas Warrine was the progenitor of a branch of that 
family in Northeastern Kentucky. He was b. in Prince George 
County, Maryland, in 1752, a son of Major Francis Waring and his 
wife (Hollyday) Waring, who was a direct descendant of Leonard 
Hollyday, one-time Lord Mayor of London. He m. Lydia Walton, 
daughter of Roger Walton of Philadelphia. He had service in the 
Revolution as lieutenant and captain of the Maryland Militia. M1- 
grating with his family to Kentucky in 1784, he purchased a 1000- 
acre tract of land within a few miles of Limestone (Maysville), 
Mason County. Here he built Waring’s Station for protection and 
defense against the Indians, and here he was joined by several 
brothers and their families in the 1780’s, among whom were James 
Haddock Waring and Leonard Waring. In 1799 he purchased from 
the government a 1000-acre-tract of land near present Lynn, Greenup 
County, where he established his home, being probably one of the 
earliest settlers in that section. 


Thomas Waring held many public positions of honor and trust 
in Kentucky: He was a justice of the peace while Kentucky was 
still under the jurisdiction of Virginia; a member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention that formed the first constitution of Ken- 
tucky; and was very active and influential in formulating plans for 
the formation and organization of Greenup County. He was a 
member of the commission that laid out Greenupsburg, the seat of 
justice; was a justice of the first Court of Quarter Sessions, or- 
ganized February 20, 1804; and was an assistant (associate) Judge 
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of the first Circuit Court, organized March 6, 1806, and served also 
as such judge in 1811 and 1815. 

Judge Waring was buried in the Waring Cemetery on the original 
farm at Lynn and the inscription on his tombstone reads: “In 
memory of Hon. Judge Thomas Waring. Born in Prince George 
County, Md. Emigrated to Kentucky in 1784, and d. in Greenup 
County, January 15, 1818, in his 67th year.” 

The Warings were people of education and refinement and their 
influence was always for good. These traits have been outstanding 
in the family even to the present generation.

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WARNOCK FAMILY OF GREENUP COUNTY 


This family is of Scotch or Scotch-Irish ancestry and has been 
traced in Scotland back to the seventeenth century when three 
brothers took up arms with many others to defend the Presbyterian 
form of church government. They were bitterly persecuted and fled 
to Ireland where they ‘found refuge. James, one of the brothers, 
became a merchant of prominence in Inneskillen, County Tyrone, 
where he d. in 1667. i 

Attracted by the promise of religious freedom several Warnock 
brothers emigrated to the American Colonies prior to the Rev- 
olutionary War; and it is claimed that some of them served in the 
American Army during that war. Members of the family settled in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina and_ probably 
other colonies. Among these was: 


1. Wirt1am James Warnock who came to North Carolina. He 
was b. in County Tyrone, near Londonderry, Ireland, and m. Eliza- 
beth Carlisle of that county. 


Historians state that he was of Daniel Boone’s party of six 
families and forty men who, on September 25, 1773, began the trek 
from the Yadkin River in North Carolina to Kentucky for the 
purpose of making settlement and establishing homes. However, 
William James Warnock did not reach Kentucky at this time. When 
the party neared Cumberland Gap, a number who had fallen in the 
rear were fired upon by Indians and six killed, including one of 
Boone’s sons, which disaster changed their plans and the entire party 
retraced their steps to the settlement on the Clinch River where they 
remained for some time. 

William James Warnock subsequently passed the barrier of the 
mountains and settled in what is now Greenup County, then Mason 
County, Kentucky, before the establishment of Greenup County in 
1803. When the town of Greenupsburg was plotted he purchased 
eight of the sixty-four lots sold, two of which have always been 
owned by members of the family.

Judge Hargis acted as Chief Justice in Judge Cofer’s stead and acted as Chief 
Justice for two years by his own succession. 
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WELLS FAMILY OF JOHNSON COUNTY 


This surname was evidently affixed 
to one who resided near a well or 
spring. “John at the Wells”—John 
Wells. A bishop’s see in Somerset- 
shire, England, was so called from 
the springs there.

134. Marcus L. K. Wetts, sometime teacher, surveyor and merchant 
was b. on the old homestead farm of his father near the present post 
office hamlet of Odds, Johnson county, on December 5, 1848, and d. 
at Paintsville, Johnson county in 1927. He was head of one of the 
largest and most influential branches of the Wells family in Eastern 
Kentucky. He attended school near the home as a boy, and he was 
but fourteen years and eight months of age when, on September 18, 
1863, he enlisted (enrolled) as a soldier in Company “C”, Forty- 
Fifth Kentucky Volunteer Mounted Infantry, for one year, and was 
mustered out at Catlettsburg, Kentucky, December 24, 1864, a corpo- 
ral to which he was appointed soon after enlistment, being probably 
the youngest corporal in all the Union forces during the Civil War. 
He participated in the engagements at Cynthiana (June 12, 1864), 
at Kings Salt Works (October, 1864) and at Mount Sterling (June 
9, 1864), where he was slightly wounded by a minnie ball. His 
loyalty to the Union is more remarkable evidence of his patriotism 
in view of the fact that his father and most other members of the 
family, as well as family friends, were in sympathy with the Con- 
federacy.’ In his youth Mr. Wells thought and reasoned for himself, 
and this he continued to do in all the relations of life during an active 
and productive career. Marrying at the age of eighteen, he there- 
after advanced his education by studying at home by judicious read- 
ing particularly in the fields of science and literature, becoming a 
man of broad information and sound judgment. After his marriage 
he established his home on a farm near Boons Camp, Johnson county. 
He was soon elected justice of the peace (magistrate ) and served one 
term; was an efficient notary public and deputy county court clerk; 
conducted a general mercantile business at Ward City, now Offutt, 
for four years, and at Boons Camp with his son, William G. Wells 
as partner, for eight years; was appointed and served as postmaster 
at Ward City and at Boons Camp for periods aggregating fourteen 
years; did considerable land surveying; and was associated with 
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the late John C. C, Mayo in the purchase of land and opening of 
coal mines in the vicinity of his residence. 

Mr. Wells and his wife were earnest members of the Wells Chapel 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, named in honor of the Wells 
family; and he was a member of the board of trustees of the church. 
He affliated with the Masons in early manhood and was a member 
of the David Auxier Post, Grand Army of the Republic, while that 
organization was active. In polities he was a Democrat. In 1916 
he removed to Paintsville where he lived until his death.

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WHEELER FAMILY OF JOHNSON AND. LAWRENCE COS. 


The genealogy of the “Wheeler” family would be incomplete, for 
example, if it did not include also the records.of the ‘Wheler” and 
“Whaler” families. The name first appears in history in the eighth 
century when one of the Saxon chieftains is recorded as bearing the 
name “Wielher”. As the work shows progressive changes from that 
date onward, there is no great difficulty in tracing the character of 
that change. Thus, in the great Domesday Book of William the 
Conqueror, the name appears as ‘Weleret’’, the holder of the name 
being recorded as a landowner, “Hugh Le Welere” is mentioned on 
the One Hundred Rolls in 1273 and “Richard le Whelere” on the 
Close Rolls in 1348. The spelling “Wheeler” does not appear until 
later. 

The early spelling “Wielher” is evidently a compound of two 
Anglo-Saxon words “wel” or “weil” meaning “prosperous” or 
“fortunate” from which derivation the modern word “weal” and 
“wealth” may be traced; and the Anglo-Saxon word “hari” or “heri” 
a warrior, a root traceable in the modern word “hero”. The present 
spelling of the family name “Wheeler”, therefore, is a spelling of 
words which in their modern form would be ‘Weal-Hers’, or in 
the Anglo-Saxon words “well-hari”, The meaning of the family 
name, therefore, is “the lucky warrior” or “the prosperous hero.” 

In colonial records alone there were twelve or more variations in 
spelling the old “wel-hari” name. However, the bearers of these 
names may be reasonably sure of tracing back their ancestry to a 
Teutonic origin, and may rightfully think of their forbears as having 
been men and women of a rugged war-like race, fortunate upon the 
battle-field and prosperous upon their home estates. 

The Wheelers in America. 

In America, prior to 1650, the Wheelers were numerous and were 
not exceeded in numbers by many other families. The principal 
reasons for their emigration from England were similar to the causes 
which led to almost all the emigration of that period. The Wheelers 
appear in Massachusetts, Maryland, Virginia, Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania as early as 1629. Everything would seem to indicate 
that they were well-to-do when they arrived at Concord, Massachu- 
setts. 

The Wheelers of Eastern Kentucky. 

The Wheelers are scattered all over Eastern Kentucky. The 
pioneer of the family settled near the present-day Paintsville, John- 
son county, and members of his family settled on the Hood’s Fork 
of Big Blaine, that county. The pioneers were nearly all Baptists 
and there were many preachers of that faith among them. Generally 
they were farmers but there has been and are now many businessmen, 
lawyers, doctors and ministers among them. 

Jesse Wheeler was the progenitor of the Wheeler family of 
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Eastern Kentucky. Probaby he was b. in Southwestern Virginia 
and was m, there. However, nothing definite has been learned with 
respect to these matters.

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WOMACK OF GREENUP COUNTY 


Womack is an old Virginia family and was spread over all parts 
of that colony in Colonial days, being particularly numerous in the 
Tidewater region, as is evidenced by the first U. S. Census (1790) 
which shows about twenty Womacks as heads of families in that area. 

The first Womack to migrate and settle in Eastern Kentucky was 
Archer Womack who settled near present Old Town, Greenup 
County, probably about the time the county was established (1804). 
He was a son of James Tignal Womack who came with his family 
and slaves from near Farmville, Prince Edward County, Virginia, 
and settled about 1812 on a large tract of land, afterwards known as 
the Virgin farm on the Little Sandy River nearly opposite present 
Pactolus, Carter County. Son Archer and a negro slave had built 
a log cabin and raised a crop on the land before James Tignal 
Womack and family came in from Virginia.

The Worthington family is of 
English extraction; and the pro- 
genitor of the distinguished Mary- 
land family from which many of 
the same name in various sections 
of America claim descent was 
Francis Worthington of Lancaster- 
shire, England. His son, Captain 
John Worthington, was b. in Lan- 
eastershire in 1650, emigrated to 
America in 1673 and settled in 
Maryland. He acquired a large 
tract of land on the shores of the 

Morthington Severn River opposite Annapolis 

which he called “Pendennis.” 
Nicholas Worthington was the 
New England representative of the family. He emigrated from 
England to America in 1649 and settled in Saybrook, Connecticut. 
He was a freeman in Hartford in 1668 and later removed to Hatfield, 
Massachusetts where he d. in 1683. 

Three brothers, *1. William Jackson Worthington, *2. John 
Worthington and 3.

1. Wirr1am Jackson Wortuineton. farmer, ironmaster, public 


official and lawyer. was b. in Pennsylvania, near Johnstown, in Nov- 


ember, 1833, and d. in Greenup County, Kentucky in 1914. He was 
educated in the public schools of Pennsylvania and Ohio; and while 
a comparatively young man, he became the manager of an iron 
furnace but later engaged in farming in Greenup County, Kentucky, 
having come to that state with his parents. He was a stauneh Union 
man and at the outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted and became 
captain of Company “B” Twenty-second Regiment Kentucky Voun- 
teer Infantry; was promoted to lieutenant-colonel and at close of the 
war was offered but declined a commission as brigadier-general, U. 
S. Army. | 

Colonel Worthington held many public offices of honor and trust. 
He served as State senator from Greenup and Lewis Counties, 1865- 
1869; State representative from Greenup County, 1884-86, and again 
from 1902-06; judge of the Greenup County Court, 1866-70; and 
was elected and served as Lieutenant-Governor of Kentucky, under 
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the administration of Governor William O’Connor Bradley, 1895- 
1899. Continuing his farming operations until 1873, he then became 
part owner and the manager of an iron furnace which position he 
held for about ten years. The remaining active years of his life 
after the expiration of his term as Lieutenant-Governor were spent 
in farming and the practice of law at Greenup, he having been 
admitted to the bar in early manhood. 

In polities, Colonel Worthington was a Republican, and _ his 
sympathies were with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Colonel Worthington was twice married. He m., first, Catherine 
Steele, b. in Washington County, Virginia, in 1835 and d. in Green- 
up County, Kentucky, in 1888.

During that 
period he gave serious attention to reading law and also attended 
law school at Georgetown University, Washington, D. C. Admitted 
to the bar in 1897, he at once established an office in Lexington where 
he has practiced continually since. For more than twelve years he 
was U. S. District Court Referee in bankruptey of the district com- 
posed of the counties of Clark, Fayette, Mason, Scott and Jasse- 
mine, after which and in November, 1921, he was elected Cireuit 
Judge of the Twenty-second Judicial District. He d. at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Lexington, May 29, 1922. 

Politically, Mr. Worthington was an earnest and warm supporter 
of the Republican party; in religion he was a Presbyterian.
